Monarchs of Great Britan, have al- 
ready arrived to a’ Figure fo Confiderable, 
as may attract the Emulation of the Neigh- 
bouring Potentates ; the Golden Perw hardly 
affording fo great a Treafure to the Catholick 
Crown, as thefe moft Flourifhing Plantati- 
ons produce to the Crown of Exglazd. The 
va{t Returns which the Merchants of Lozdoz, 
and other Parts of His Majefties Dominions, 
make from thofe Parts, are a fufficient En- 
couragement for any one that would ftudy 
the Improvement of his Fortunes, to look 
into the advantages of that Extenfive Traf-

fick which thofe Regions produce. And 
fince our Neighbours have not been wanting 
(in the moft Remote Courts) to reprefent 
their Foreign Plantations as vaft and mighty 
Acceffions to their Government, and to make 
their State look the more Confiderable in the 
Eyes of diftant Monarchs : Why may not an 
Effay towards the Delineation of the Exglib 
Territortes in Foreign Parts (at leaftinfome 
meafure ) contribute to raife in them an 
Efteem and Dread of the Mighty Power of 
the Briti#b Crown. Little more need be 
faid to recommend the ufefulnefs of the en- 
fuing Difcourfe, but that the natural refult 
of Difcoveries, isthe Promotion of Improve- 
ment, and the Confiderate know how to 
make their Advantages thereof. 

There was intended to be added to this 
Volume, a Summary of the.feveral Laws in 
Force in each Plantation, but that being a 
work which will {well to a larger Bulk than 
this, isreférved fora particular Treatife by 
it felf. |

BN HE Ifland of ¥ AM AIC A is Situs 
ate between the Tropicks 

deventeen or eighteen sts Scituation, 

2 degrees North-Latitnde, 

upon the Sea nfually known by the Name of Atare 
del Nort,being about an hundred and forty Leagues 
North of the Main Continent of Americz ; fifteen 
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Leagues 
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(2) 
Leagues South from the great Ifland of Cuba, and 
twenty Leagues Westward from Hifpaniola, from 
Porto Bello, Northwards an hundred and fixty; 
and from Carthagera an hundred and forty 
Leagues. 

"Tis fomewhat of an Oval Form, and hath a 
continued Ridge of lofty Adoxuntains running from 
East to West, which extend themfelves from one 
end of it to the cther, and being full of frefh 
Springs, furnifheth the J/lazd with great plenty 
of pleafant and ufeful Rivers, tothe great refrefh- 
ment of the Inhabitants, and accommodation of 
Trade. 

It is exceeding fruitful, being for’ 

Its Fertility. the moft part a rich fat foyl, the 
' Earth blackifh, and mixt with clay, 

except in the South-wesé parts, where it is gene- 
rally of a more red and loofe Earth; but every 
where wonderful fertil, and incomparably aptto 
anfwer the Cultivator’s expeciation, and recom- 
pence’ his pains and expence in planting ; for it 
enjoys a perpetual Sping, and its Plaats and Trees 
are never difrcb’d of their Summer Livery, but 
every Month istothem like April or May to us. 
Icis in length about 170 Miles, 

Its Form aad andabout 70 in breadth, contain- 
Extent. ing between four or five Millions of 
Acres,nine hundred thoufand where- 

of were planted in the Year 1675... There are 
intermixt with the Woods and Mountains, many 
Savanaes or Plains, which are fappofed to have 
formerly been Fields of Indian. Maiz or Wheat ; 
but the Spaniards when they made themfelves Ma- 
fters of the Ifle, and had deftroyed all the Wa- 
tives, tothenumber of about fixty thoufand Per- 
fons, converted them to Pafture for the feeding of 
Hor fes,

Horfes, Cows, Flogs, and other Cattel which they 
brought with them for Breed ; which they did fo 
faft , that there are now great Heards of Horfes 
and other Cattel running wild in the Woods. Thefe 
Savanaes are accounted the moft barren parts of 
the Ifland, in regard they have lain fo long with- 
out Tellage ; which notwithftanding doth ptoduce 
fuch vaft quantities of Grafs, that the Planters are 
oftentimes conftrained to burn it up. 

The Air is there very fereneand Jts Tempera- 
clear, and more temperate than in — ture, 
any other Jflands in thofe parts ; 
and in reference to Heat, is as mildas in any place 
that lieth between the Tropicks, in regard it. is 
continually fann’d and cool’d by frefh Breezes, 
which continually blow Eaftwardly ; befide which, 
’tis refrefhed with frequent Showers of Rain, and 
great Dems which fall in the night, and conduce 
very much to the quickning the growth of what is 
planted; fothatit may truly be called temperate 
and healthful; and its continual Verdure commends 
it as one of the moft delightful Places in the 
World to live in, efpecially the South part of the 
Ifle; the Eas and West parts being fomewhat 
more fubject to Rais and Winds, and in regard 
the Mountainous and Woody renders the Air lefs 
~wholfom and agreeable than it is in the North; 
but efpecially the Southern, which gave the occa- 
-fion to the Englifh to build Port-Royalthere ; ic 
being thought convenient that the chief Port and 
Capital City be upon the beft Spot they could find 
out inthe Ifland. However no part of this I/land 
is in the leaft fubject to thofe violent and injuri- 
ous Storms called Hurricans, wherewith the Ca- 
ribbies and fome other places in thofe parts are 
fometimes peftered; which with a fudden fury 
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(4) 


drive their Ships from Harbour, caft them on 
fhore, blow down their Houfes, tear up their 
Canes, and hurry all into confufion. And had 
not this J/land afforded Relief to many of the ~ 
wracked Inhabitants when they had been thus di- 
ftrefled, they muft in all probability have perifhed. 
Nor doth any part of this Ifland unavoidably ne- 
ceflitate any of its new Inhabitants to any parti- 
cular Diftemper, as Virginia and other places do; 
but if thofe who gothither, will upon their Ar- 
rival, but forbear excefs of eating and drink- 
ing, ufe moderate exercife, and make choice of 
fuch places for their fettlement, as lie not toolow 
in Vallies, where there comes but little Air; or 
too near Rivers , where they may peradventure 
be incommoded with too much moifture, oratthe 
Foot of Mountains or Moraffes, where probably 
you may have more Rain than you’! defire ; nor 
by the Sea fide, or upon Bays, where befides the 
inconvenience of its Sandinefs,it will occafion your 
want of good Watet, you will be mightily af- 
flicted. with the violent Reflections of the Sun’s 
Beams, which are much fiercer here than in other 
parts of the Ifle. 

It hath been obferved by fome who have lived in 
the Hland, that the Mountains which run along 
through the midit of the Ifle from one extream 
point to the other, are much cooler than the other 
parts ;} infomuch that fometimes in the Morning 
early there are {mall white Frofts. 

As for the Weather, it is lefs cer- 

The Air. tainin Famaica than inthe reft of the 
Caribby Iflands ; but wet Seafons are 

molt expected in-44zy and November, The Winds 
blow coniftantly from the Ezs¢ without the leaft 
variation, which they call Briezes? They ufually 
rife 
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rife about Nine in the Morning, and blow frefher 
as the Sun mounts higher; fo that Travel and La- 
bour are tolerable at Mid-day. Thefe Eafterly 
Winds commonly blow till about fix or feven in 
the Afternoon, and thenthey change tothe Weft ; 
which the J/landers call Land-Briezes, becaufe they 
blow off the Shoar,' andcarry their Ships and Vef- 
fels out of their Harbors. 

There isno apparent Winter, only they have 
fomewhat more Rain and Thunder in the Winter- 
Months than at other times ; nor doth the length 
of the Days and Nights vary much, but they con- 
tinue almoft all the year round of an equal length, 
(viz.) about fifteen hours day: And that. which 
feems much ftranger, is, the Seas having feldom 
been obferved to ebb or flow above a foot or there- 
abouts; nor hath any Pilot ever yet been able to 
give a certain account of the Currents of thofe 
Seas, in regard they are fo various and uncertain ; 
nor could any ever give a reafon why the Hurri- 
cans and Earthquakes fhould never reach Famaica, 
although they have fo grievoufly afflicted the adja- 
cent Iflands. 

The Rivers of thisIflandare Its Road and 
none of them fair or navigable Harbors. 
up into the Country, inregard 
the Ifland is very mountainous, and their original 
is for the moft part in thofe Hills that run through 
its Center 5; which running Eaft and Welt, the 
Rivers that rife in them difembogue themfelves 
North and South, and falling out of thofe high 
Mountains, are very fierce and rapid in their mo- 
tion; being likewife in regard of the great Rains, 
fubject to great and fudden Inundations ; at which 
times they fall‘ with fuch fury, that great Stone: 
Rocks and large pieces of Timber are born down, 
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(6 ) 
and carried along by the violence of the Tor- 
rent, which makes their ufual paflage fo foul and 
troublefom,. that they are thereby rendred alto- 
gether unpaffable by Boats and other {mall Vef- 
fels. Befides which, there aredivers of them which 
at fome times have not one drop of Water in 
them, but are wholly dried up, which renders 
them likewife ufelefs for Navigation ; as particu- 
larly that of AZ@noa, that runs through Clarendon, 
which fometimes hath not adropof Water, and 
yet at other Seafons hath as much as the River of 
Thames at high-water: But although the Rivers 
are thus ufelefs, yet towards the Sea the Ifland a- 
bounds with great plenty of very good Bays, 
Roads and Harbours; the principal whereof are, 
1. Port-Royal, which at it firit 

Port-Royai. fetling by the Exglifh, foon after 
they took the Ifland fromthe Spa- 

niards, received the Name of Cagway, but when 
the Town began to encreafe, and draw towards 
its perfection, it obtained in Sir Charles Littleton’s 
time the Name of Port-Royal, in regard of the ex- 
cellency of itsHarbour. It is fituated on the ex- 
tream end of that long point of Land that makes 
the Harbour, running about twelve Miles from 


o 


‘the Main Welterly, having the Sea on its South, 


and the Harbour onthe North; which Harbour is 
fo exceeding fafe and commedious for Shipping, 
that they are fecure in all Weathers, and can-un- 
lade themfelves afloat at the Merchants-Key ; be- 
ing likewife during their Riding there, fecured 
from any Attempts that might be made on them 
by an Enemy,by one of the ftrongefl and moff con- 
fiderable Caitles that His Majefty hathin all Ame- 
merica, whichis well garrifonn’d with Souldiers, 
and hath above fixty. Pieces of Cannon mounted in 

it,

it. Befides which, it is Land-lock’d by a Point of 
Land that runs Twelve Miles Seuth-Eas¢ from the 
Main of the Ifland, and hath the great River 
which runs by Los-Azxgelos and St. Fago (where 
Ships that trade to Jamaica, commonly water, 
and provide themfelves with what Wood they 
want for their Voyage back) falling into it. The 
Harbour is about three Leagues broad in moft 
places, and is fo deep, that aShip of a Thoufand 
Tun may lay her fides to the Shoar of the Point, 
and load and unload at pleafure; nor doth there 
want good Anchorage in any part of it. This 
Harbour being fo exceeding fafe and commodious, 
is the reafon why it is frequented both by Mer- 
chants Ships and Menof War more than any other 
Port in that Ifland. 

The Point of Land whereon the Town is built, 
is exceeding narrow, and nothing but a loofe Sand, 
fo that it affords neither Grafs, Stone, frefh Water, 
Trees, nor any thing elfe which could encourage 
the byilding a Town upon it, befides the goodnefs 
of the Harbour. It was at firft began by building 
afew Ware-houfes, but is now grown exceeding 
large and populous; for it contains above fifteen 
hundred Houfes, and extends itfelf about twelve 
or thirteen Miles in length, being inhabited by 
Merchants, Store-houfe-keepers, Handicraftimen, 
Vintners, Victuallers, and the like: And being fo 
very populous, and fo much frequented by Stran- 
gers, as well as the Planters in the Negotiation of 
their Affairs, it being, as it were, the Scale of 
Trade in that Ifland, the Houfes are as dear rented 
asin well Traded Streets in London, and Provifi- 
ons are dearer than in any other place in that 
Iiland. 3 
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(8 ) 
In the time of the Earl of Carlifle’s Govern- 
ment, there wasa ftately Church built, partly 
by Liberal Subfcriptions of divers well difpofed 
Gentlemen inhabiting the Ifle, and partly by an AC. 
fefsment laid upon the Inhabitants of the Port. 
There is likewife a Houfe belonging to the King, — 
though it is not very {pacious. This Town of 
Port-Royal lieth about twelve Miles from the Me- 
tropolitan Town of this {fland, called St. Fago de 
laVega, or the Spanifh Town. 
Old Harbour, ‘about feven miles 
Old Flarbour. \Neftward from St. Fago, is ge- 
nerally accounted next. to Port- 
Royal, the beft Harbour on the South-fide ; not- 
with{tanding which, it is not fo much frequented 
as it was when the Spaviards enjoy’d the Ifle;fo that 
there are not above thirty Houfes there, which are 
chiefly for the Ufes of thofe Veffels and Mariners 
that come thither, and for Store-houfes for Plant- 
ers Goods. 
Port Méorant, in the Eaftern 
Port Morant. Point, isa very fair, capacious, 
and fecure Harbour, where Ships 
do with great conveniency Wood, Water, and 
Ride fafe from the Winds, in which Place, and the 
Parts adjacent, a large and potent Colony of En- 
lifh People have feated themfelves. 
Negril in the extream Wefterly 
Point Negril. Point, is a good Habour very con- 
venient and fufficiently fecure to 
the Windwards. In this Harbour Men of War 
do often ply when they look for the return of the 
Spanijh Ships, and not far from thence, alittle to 
the North-Welft, was feated the old Town of 
Milila, founded by Columbus as he had fufferéed 
Shipwrack there; which was the firft place the 
Spaniards 








































Coe 
Spaniards fetled at, but they afterwards deferted it 
again. 

Pik Antonio is accounted the next ‘Port Antonio. 
beft Port, being indeed a very fafe 

Land-lock’d Harbour ; only the coming in is fome- 
what difficult, in regard the Channel is a little 
narrowed by a {mall Ifland that lies off the Mouth 
of the Port. The Earl of Carlifle took up this 
Place, and the adjacent Countrey to plant upon. 
Thefe Harbours are all of them fecured either by 
Caftles, ftrong Forts, or Breaft-works caft up, 
and Guns planted on them for the Defence of the 
Port. 

But there are diversother good Other Harbours. 
Bays and Harbours along the 
Coaft of this Ifland, which are not altogether fo 
much frequented ; as, AGichael’s Hole, Mucary Bay 
Allegator Point, Point Pedro, Pallate Bay, Lewana 
Bay, Blewfield’s Bay, Cabarita’s Bay: Thefe are on 
the South-fide, and are all very good and com- 
modious Harbours for Ships. On the North-fide, 
there is Porto Maria, Ora Cabeffa, Cold Harbour, 
Kio Nova, Montega Bay, Orange Bay, and divers 
more both on this and the South-fide ; at. all 
which there are fome Houfes. 

There is likewife at a Place called Withy-Wood, 
on the South-fide, about forty or fifty Houfes 
built for the conveniency and accommodation of 
Veflels , many Ships frequenting that Road, in 
regard there is very good Land, many confidera- 
ble Settlements, and a pleafant Countrey all a- 

bout it. 
This land doth not very much Their Towns. 
abound with Towns ; there being 
but three in the whole Ifland, that are of any 
confiderable note ; the Chief whereof is, 
St. Fago 
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(IO4) 
St. Fago dela Vega, fituated fix 

St. Fago. miles within the’ Land North-Wett, 

__ upon a large Plain, by the fide of a 

River called Pro de Cabre, from a certain Metal 

which the Spaniards found , and called by that 

Name, inthe Mountainsof Liguania, where this 

River hath its original Spring. This Place was 

when the Spaniards were Mafters of the Ifle, a large 

City, containing about two thoufand Houfes, two 

Churches, four Chappels, and an Abbey for Divine 

Worfhip, which were upon the taking the Ifland 

by the Exgl:fh, all deftroyed, except about fifteen 

hundred Houfes, and its Churches and Chappels 
reduced to a fmaller number ; nor did thofe which 
remained, altogether efcape, but were fuficiently 
harafled and fpoiled. But fince the Englifh have be- 
£un to fettle there, and inthe Countrey about it, 
it begins to be again a place of confiderable ac- 
count, and grows apace towards its former fplen- 
dor and beauty. ?Tis the Afetropolis of the Ifland, 
where the Governor himfelf refides, and where 
all the chief Courts of Judicature are kept 5 which 
occalions its being well inhabited, and a place 
of very great refort ; fo that moft of its Ruinous 
Houfes are now repaired, and it is in a fair way 
of extending itfelf to a far greater largenefs than 
when it was enjoyed by the Spaniards; for the 
Yown. is very well fituated, the Houfes fair and 
convenient, and the Inhabitants live in as much 
picature ag their hearts can with, having their Ava- 
vaia, to which the better fort repair every Even- 
ing to take the Air, and recreate themfelves, as 
the Gentry at London doin Hicde-Park, 

The fecond Town of Note is Port-Royal ; which 
hath been already defcribed; and the third is 
known by the Name of 

Paffage, 
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Paffage, fituated on the Mouth of —- Paffage, 
the River, fix miles diftant from 
St. {ago by Land, and about two Leagues from 
Port-Royal by Sea. Tis the greateft Paflage in 
the whole Ifland, from whence it took its Name ; 
and thofe who go from Port-Royal to St. Fago, 
land here. The whole Town doth not contain 
above Thirty or Forty Houfes; fome whereof are 
for Storage, and the reft are inhabited by Ale- 
houfe-keepers, and thofe who keep Horfes and 
Hackney-Coaches for the convenience of fuch as 
go from thence to St. Fago, or any Plantation 
thereabouts. 

When the Spaniards enjoyed the Other Towns. 
Place, there were divers other Towns which are 
now of noaccount ; the Chief whereof, are, 

Sevilla, fituated on the North- 
part of the Ifland, and beautified Sevilla. 
with a Collegiate Church; the 
chek Governor whereof bore the Title of .4b- 

ot. 

Mellila already mentioned. Melila. 

Orifta, fituated upon the South- Oviffa. 

Seas, in which Seas there are many 

Rocks, amongft their Banks fome Ifles ; as, Serva- 
villa, Quitofvena, and Serrana, where Auguftin Pe- 
dro Serrana \oft his Veffel, and faved only himfelf; 
and here ina lonefom and folitary condition {pent 
three years without any company ; after which, 
another Mariner, who was likewife fhipwrackt 
upon that Coaft, and faved none but himfelf, bore 
him company for four years longer. 

But although there are as yet no more Towns 
in Yamaica, yet there are divers Villages or Pa- 
rifhes which are well inhabited by the Engijh, in 
every one whereof, they have very good Plantati- 
ons, 
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C12) 
ons well fituated , and furnifhed with al] things 
neceflary 5 efpecially all the Southern part, from 
Point AZorant in the Eaft,-to Point Negrillo in the 
Welt, and fo far as the Ridge or Chain of Moun- 
tains that runs along the middle of theIfle. Nor 
are its Northern parts, efpecially near the Sea, 
without Inhabitants, who have feated themfelves 
in good Plantations; and although they are not 
here fo thick as onthe South-fide, yet they do of 
Fate very much increafe and augment the number 
both of Perfons and Plantations. 
The whole Ifland is divided in- 
Its Divifion to fourteen Parifhes, Divifions, or 
and Number of Precinéts; whichare, for the fa- 
Tababitants. tisfaction of the Reader, all fet 
forth in the Map, and the feveral 
Places throughout the whole Ifland where the En- 
glijh have made any Settlements, marked and di- 
itinguifhed by Cyphers. ) 
The Names of the Parifhes on the South-fide, | 
are as follow; ‘ Shh 
Port Royal, St. Katherines , St. Fohus , Sts An- 
arew’s, St. Davids, St. Thomas, Clarendon 5. In 
which feven Parifhes, there are according to ‘the 
beft computation, about five thoufand Families, 
and about forty five thoufand Inhabitants. 
On the North-fide are, 
St. George's, St. Maries, St. Annes,and St.Fame’s. 
On the Eaft-fide, is 
St. Etizabeth, and two Parifhes more near ad- 
joyning to it, the one on the Eaft, and the other 
on the North of it; ail which likewife beginto 
grow very populous, and are fuppofed to contain 
near fix thoufand Inhabitants: And the great En- 
ouragement of gaining Riches, doth every year 
caufe abundance of People to quit their Concerns 
at 
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at Barbados , and other of our American Plan- 
tations , to come and inhabit here ; fo that in 
a little time it will, in all probability, with- 
in a few years become the richeft, and the 
moft populous, and potent Plantation in all the 
Weft- Indies. 

But befides thefe Inhabitants of the fourteen 
Precincts, there arereckoned tobelong to famaica 
four thoufand Privateers , Sloop and Boat-men, 
that ply up and down about the Ifle, who are all 
{tout , refolute , fighting Men; which they have 
fufficiently demonftrated in their late Exploits, and 
defperate Attempts upon the Spaniards in Panama, 
and other Parts in the South-Seas. 

This Ifle abounds with many ex- Its Produét. 
cellent Commodities; as, 

SUG ARS, whichare fo good, that they out- 
fell thofe that are made in Barbados five fhillings 
per Cent. Vhere are near an hundred of thefe Sugar- 
Works, which produced every year above two 
hundred thoufand weight of Sugar : Thefe Sugar- 
Works. are likewife continually increafing every 
year, and neware always going up. 

C AC A, whereof we make Chocolate, is, by 
reafon of the natural aptnefs of the Ground to 
produce and bear it, the moft beneficial and ftaple 
Commodity of the Ifland; there being near an 
hundred Cacao-Walks, befides abundance of young 
ones newly planted and growing up, and others 
that are ftill planting ; fo that it will in time be- 
come the moft noted place for that Commodity in 
the World ; which will redound to the great ad- 
vantage of the Planters, in regard it is fo much 
ufed by us and other neighbouring Nations, efpe- 
cially the Spaniards, who ufe fuch vaft quantities 
of it, they alone are-enough to take off all oe 
tne 
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C14) 
the Ifland produces ; fothat there is no fear that 
it will ever prove a Drug, and lie upon their 
hands. 

IN DIC O, which the Ifle produces in great 
abundance, and very good, there being already 
above eighty Indico-Works, which produce above 
fixty thoufand weight of Indico per annum; which 
Works do likewife very much increafe every year. 

COTTON is another of their Products, 
which is very fine, and is therefore preferred by 
all that dealin that Commodity, before that which 
grows in any of the Caribby Iflands. 

TOBACCO, which is here indifferent good, 
being accounted much better than that which 
grows at Barbadoes, but other Commodities pro- 
ving more beneficial to the Iflanders, there is not 
much of it planted, only what ferves for their 
own {pending. 

TORTOISE-SHELLS, which are in fo 
much efteem with us in England for feveral cu- 
rious Works, and therefore find as ready a vent 
as any Commodity whatfoever that is brought us 
from beyond the Seas. There are abundance 
of them taken on this Coaft, there being a fur- 
ther endinthe taking them, befides the Merchan- 
dizing of theShells, for their Flefh are excellent 
Meat. ' 

HIDES, great quantities, whereof have been 
yearly made there, and are found to be very large 
and good. 

WOODS for the ufe of Dyers, whereof there 
are great variety, as Fujtick, Red-Wood, &c. Here 
is likewife Cedar, Marhogency, Brafihetto, Lignum 
Vita, Ebony, Gravadilla, and divers other excellent 
{weet fmelling and curious Woods, fit for the 
choiceft Works, whofe Names are yet so 
an 
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and {6 indeed are their excellenciess however, 
great quantities of ’em are continually exported 
thence, and great profit made of them. 

S ALT is another of the Products of this 
Ifland, which might be made here in great quan- 
tities, there being already three very large Salr- 
Ponds , containing near Four thoufand Acres of 
ground, and there was made, in one Year, about 
Ten thoufand Bufhels,; and the manager of it, 
Captain Fohn Noye, affirmed, That he could as 
well have made fo many Tun, if they had had 
vent for it. But, at prefent, they make little more 
than what is {pent in the Ifland. Nor _ is it altoge- 
ther void of other Salts, there having been good 
quantities of WVitre found in divers places in the 
Ifle. 

GINGER, grows better there, thanit doth 
in many other of the Caribby Iflands, which hath 
occafioned the planting great quantities’ of it. 

COD-PEPPER likewife, which is a Spice 
very much ufed in all the We5t-Indies, grows in 
great plenty there; and fo doth 

PIE MENTO, ora certain Spice which is 
better known by name of Sammaica-Pepper, very 
aromatical, and of a curious flavor, having the ex- 
act tafte both of Cinamon and Cloves, witha 
complicated mixtute of divers other {weet and cu- 
rious Spices. This Spice the Iland doth naturally 
produce ; for it grows wild upon the mountainou 
parts of it; fome whereof are plantable, and 
others fo ftony, that are unplantable; butboth 
are generally covered: with excellent Timberand 
great abundancy of Fruit and Spice-trees. Th 
Spanaras, when they enjoyed the place, fet a high 
value upon this Spice, and exported it as a very 
choice Commodity, as indeed itis; and the En- 
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glifh finding fo good a vent for it, intend to iini- 
tate themtherein, and begin now to bring it into 
their Plantations, which will in time turn them 
to great account. 

DRUGS, which this Ifland produces in great 
abundance, as, Guiacum, China-roots, Sarfaparillay 
Caffia-Fiftula, Tamerinds, Vinello’s and Achiots or 
Anette, which is like to prove a good Commodity. 
There are alfo divers forts of 

GUMS and Roots wherewith experienced 
Planters cure divers Wounds, Ulcers and other 
Maladies; as, -dloes, Benjamin , and the like: 
And by the report of an intelligent Phyfician, who 
made it his bufinefsS to enquire and fearch after 
fuch things, there is likewifle Cyperas, Contrayervay 
Adjunttum nigrum, Cacumis agreftis, Sumach, Aca- 
cia, Mifleto, with many other Drugs, Balfams and 
Gums, whofe Names and Virtues are not known 
or remembred. However the Planters begin every 
year to be better and better acquainted with 
their Nature and Ufe, and endeavour to encreafe 
them, in order to their fupplying Exgland with 
them. 

COCH ANETL is likewife produced by a 
Plant that grows in this Ifle; but the Ezglijh, 
being as yet not very well skill’d in husbanding of 
it, and the Eaft-winds, and many other things 
being enemies to its growth, its product is not 
very confiderable. | 

Thefe, and the like Commodities are the Pro- 
duct of this Ifland, which the Exglifh havealready, 
and will ina little time improve to that degree, 
that it will quickly become the beft’ and. the rich- 
eft Plantation that they ever were or are like to 
be Mafters of; efpecially if they fhould find out 
the Copper Adines, which the Spaniards fay to be Aes 
this 
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this Ifland , with fome whereof they affirm the 
Bells that hung in the great Church at St. Fago to 
be caft. And the Silver Adines, which may pro- 
bably be here as well as in Cuba and the Main Con- 

_tinent, fince the Spaniards affirm they found oné 
behind the-Mountains, on the Welt of Cag- 
Way. 

But before I pafs from this Difcourfe, of the 
Produ@ of Famaica, \ fhall give you an account 
of the manner of managing a Cacao Walk, in re- 
gard it is the Chief Commodity of the Ifland, 
with a particular calculation of the change in 
Planting, and the profits. that arife fromit, as it 
was lately eftimated by a very judicious and 
underflanding perfon. and one who hath gi- 
ven great incouragement to divers of the Planters 
there. 

When a perfon, who intends 
tofettle at famaica, arrives, af- 
ter he hath taken a view of the 
Country, his fr! work muft be to take up Six 


a Ce 


hundred Acres of Land, which muft be chofen in 
a good place, that fo the Land miay be proper to 
produce the Nut; which Grant, for the Patent and 
surveying, will coft Ten Pounds. Having taken up 


his Land, he muft provide himfelf of three Negro ° 


Men, and as many Women; which, at Twenty 
Pounds per head, will.come to an Hundred and 
twenty Pounds; witl four White’ Servants , 
which, with their Paflage and Diet for a Year, will 
coft him about Eighty Pounds; with Twenty 
Axes, and the like number of Bills and Hoes, 
which will coft him about Five Pounds; and with 
an Overfeer, to look after his Servants and kee] 
them to their work, whofe Wages and Diet, at 
Forty Shillings‘a Month, will cof him Twenty 
| C four 
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(s18°) 
four Pounds: All which, with Eighteen Pounds, 


which the Proviftons for his Six Avegro Servants, 


will, at Four Pence per day, each of them coft him 


for the firft fix Months, till his own Plantation is 


capable of maintaining them, is Two hundred 
fifty feven Pounds, Five Shillings. 

When this is cones his next bufinefs is to fet his 
Servants to work, whofe firft imployment mult be 
to cut down the Wood, and clear a convenient 
place, whereon to build fitting Houfes for their 
Lodging ; which, if they begin with AZarch, they 
will have effected by the middle of that Month: 
After which, he muft fet them to felling the Tim- 
ber, grubbing up the Roots, and clearing a piece 
of Ground, of four Acres, whereon to plant Po- 
tatoes; all ‘which planting, andall, with the help 
of his Servants, will be eafily effected by the 
middle of April. And then his beft way is to fet 
them to prepare more Ground, which he may 
plant with Plantane-Trees , and other things, 
(which he thinks he hall firft want,for the enabling 
his Plantation to fubfift of its felf) till the begin- 
ning of February, which compleats the Year. In 
which time they may, with eafe, prepare and 
plant about one or two and twenty Acres, and 

the Plantation. will be able to live of its felf, for 
they will now be full of Potatoes and Cerne and 
within two Months of the new Year with Plaz- 
tanes, which, together with his ftock of Hoggs 
and Fowls will fufiiciently furnifh him with Provi- 
fions for his Servants. 

To improve this Ground, and plant the Caezo- 
Walk, he muft, about the beginning of the.next 
March, provide himfelf with five Negro men more, 
and as many Women, which will come to Two 
hundred pounds more: And that Month he muft 
imploy 








C19) | 
imploy all the hands he has in planting Cacao-Trees 
between all the Rows of Plaztanes, which, by this 
time are grown to be fix foot high, and, by the be- 
ginning of fuze, he will have, befides much other 
work done, the whole twenty one Acres, which 
were planted the year before with Cacac-Yrees, 
which, in ‘lefs than four-years, will begin to bear 
Cods, and, in five years, produce compleat Crops, 
each Acre affording yearly to the Planter a Thou- 
fand Weight of Cacao-Nuts, which is there worth 
about four Pounds per cent. fo that the twenty one 
Acres, which are already planted and come to per- 
fection, are worth Eight hundred and forty Pounds 
per Annum. And the whole Expence, together 
with Forty two Pounds fifteen Shillings more, al- 
lowed for gathering and,houfing them, amounts 
but to Five hundred Pounds, fo that theprofit will 
be very confiderable. 

All the Work, already mentioned, will be per- 
formed in fifteen Months, and the remaining time, 
till theCacaces come to perfection, which will be 
fomewhat better than four year, he may imploy in 
increafing the Walk, building convenient Houfes, 
and making of Gardens for pleafure: ‘Or, if the 
f{malnefs of his Stock will not permit him to for- 
bear his Money till the Cacaces come to bear com 
pleatly, he may fall to planting Ginger, Indico, 
or fome fuch kind of Commodity for prefent 
profit. 

And according to this Calculation the plant- 
ing of a fimaller or a larger Walk may be ef- 
fected. 

There is in this Ifland a greater 
plenty of Cattel than in moft of Their Cattel. 
the Engli(h Plantations in America. 

Horfes fo much abound there, that one of the bet-

ter fort may be bought for fix or feven Pounds. 
Their Cows arevery large, and fo numerous, that 
notwithftanding there have been great numbers 
of themkilledevery year, yet the number of them 
feems not to be leffened. | A/negrees and Atules, 
both wild and tame, ingreat abundance, which are 
found to be very ferviceable to the Inhabitants. 
Their Sheep are likewife very large and tall, the 
Flefh whereof is very good, but the Woollong, 
hairy, and little worth. They have great plenty 
of Goats, which thriveand increafe there exceed- 
ingly, the Country being found very fit for them. 
#ioggs they have likewifein exceeding great plenty, 
as well wild in the Mountains, as tame in the Plan- 
tations ; the Flefh whereof is far better tafted, 
nore nourifhing, and much eafier to be digefted, 
than thofe of Europe ; whichis the reafon why it 
is fo much eatenin this, and indeed in all theother 
iflands throughout all the Wes¢-Indies. They have 

{ (Rabbits, but no Aare nor Deer in all 
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jamaica very much abounds both 
Their Fifh, in-its Rivers, Bays, Roads, and Creeks, 

with great variety of excellent Fifh, 
ioundance whereof very much contri- 
ng of the Inhabitants, and others 
Ifland. ’Tistrue, indeed, they 
I | : forts common tous, but fach 
vait variety of thofe appropriated to the Iudies, 
t it would be too tedious to repeat their 
Names, were they known or remembred. 

The principal fort of thofe Fifb, is the Tortoife, 
which are teken in fuch plenty about twenty or 
thirty Leagues to the Leeward of Port Nigril, near 
the Iles of Camavos, that great ftore of Ships 
from divers of the Curibby Jflands refort thither 
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to victual and load therewith ,- its Flefh being re- 
puted the wholfomeit and beft Provifion in all the 
West-Indies. 

There are in Famaica great ftore 
of tame Hens, Turkies, fome Geefe. “Iheir Fowl, 
and Ducks, but of Wild Fowl fuch 


plenty, that it is almoft incredible, viz. Ducks, 


Teal, Wigeon, Geefe, Turkies, Pigeons, Guines 
Hee: Plover , Fleminge’s Snipes y “Parots 5 ag. 
cheto?s, with abundance more, whofe Names are 
not yet known. 

There are in Famaica very few 
obnoxious ‘Beafts, and f{carce any Auimals and 
venomous things, either Animal Vegetables. 
or Vegetable: The moft -contide- 
rable of all the obnoxious Creatures which infeft 
this Ifle, is the Alligator, a very voracious Crea- 
ture, which in many of their Rivers and Land- 
Ponds, lives by preying upon fuch Beafts and Fowls 
as come thither to drink, which they catch and 
kill with the more eafe and facility, by lying 
ftretch’d forth upon the brinks of the Rivers, like 
a piece of ae Wood, ‘which in that pofture they 
very much refemble, fo that the innocent crea- 
tures approa ach the fatal place without 5 eaft 
dread of, fo.cruel an entertainment as they meet 
withal from that remorflefs adverfary.. T He y are 
ten, fifteen, and fome twenty foot long, havins 
four Feet, or rather Fins, wherewith they both 
walk and fwim; they move forward with grea 
{wiftnefs and ftrength, but are not able to turn 
without much tedioufnels anc trouble; their Back 
and Sides are fo covered with Scales, that they are 
impenetrable and fcarcely to be killed, unlefs the 
weapon pierce their Eye or Belly, notwithitand- 
ing, which they are rarely known to fet upon a Man. 
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They breed like aFowl, by Eggs no bigger than 
thofe of a Turky, w hich, having laid in the Sand, 
not far from the Water, fhe > leaves the Sun- begins 
to hatch, without ever looking after them more: 
And the young ones, fo foon as ever they have 
broke the fhell, naturally creep into the water, 
and fhift for themfelves, by preying upon fuch 
thingsas th hey are able to mafter. 

But tho” the Alligator be fo hurtful a creature 
whilft living, yet at hisdeath he makes a retalia- 
tion, and in fome meafure repairs thedammages of 
his life; for, befides their Fat, which is afovereign 
Balm. for iinternal Aches and Pains in the Joynts 
and Bones, they have in them Musk-Cods, ftronger 
fented than thofe. of the East- Indies; by which 
ftrong fent they are difcovered and avoided, and, 
it is fuppofed ,- that the Cattel, by an inftinet of 
nature, are likewife fenfible of it, and do by that 
mieans often fhun them. 

There is likewife the A4axchonele, akind of Crab, 
common to all the Caribiy Iflands ; And Snakes and - 
Guiana’s, but they have no poifonous quality ob- 
ferved inthem. There are alfo in tome pers of 
the Ifle Adwuskettoes, and Aderry-wings, but they 
are feldom found in any of the Englifh Planta- 
tions. 

It is confirmed by a long expe- 

Their Difeafes. rience, that there is no fuch anti- 
' pathy betwixt our Britanick Tem- 

per and the Climate of Famaiec, as to neceflitate 
Snenn ss to any Diftemper upon their arrival there, 
-occafion Difeafes to prove mortal. or conta- - 

s more thanin other parts. The Dropfie, Ca- 

on uresy Feavers and Agues, are the Maladies moft 
incident to the Inhabitants, which are generally 
procured by Surfeits, Slothfinefs, or exceflive 
o | drink- 
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drinking; and although they are found to be 
more acute there, than with us, yet they feldom 
prove mortal: And the only reafon that can be 
given for the great Mortality in the Army upon 
their firft Arrival there, is, their want of Provili- 
ons, and their difcontent, together with their 
unwillingnefs to labour and exercile themfelves. 

The Gardens adjoyning to the 
Planters Houles,are befides great Their Gardens. 
variety of curious and delightful 
Flowers, and wholefom Medicinal Herbs proper 
to the Ifland, fufficiently ftored with all man- 
ner of Summer-Garden-Herbs and Roots common 
to usin Exgland, as, Peafe, Beans, Cabbage, Car- 
rots, Turnips , Radifhes, Onions, Lettuce , Purley, 
Colli-flowers, Cucumbers, Adclons, Parfley, and other 
Pot-herbs. 

The Laws of Yamaica are Their Laws. 
as near as the: different Cir- 
cumftances of the Places will admit afflimilated to 
thofe of England; and they have their feveral 
Courts, Magiftrates and Officers, for executing 
their Laws, hearing and determinating all Caufes 
and Controverfies between party and party. 

Having now given a fhort and brief Defcription 
of this Ifland of ‘famaica, and of whatfoever is 
worth obfervation init, I fhall next acquaint you 
with the Stateof itin the Spaniards time, and fhut 
up my Difcourfe about it, with fome Confiderati- 
ons relating to our Englifh Affairs in America, to- 
gether with fome Reatons to juftifie the firft De- 
fignin taking it, and why His Majefty fhould keep 
and fupport it. : 


Columbus, having in the Year Jes firft Difco- 


1492.difcover'd the Lucca’s Ilands, very. 
Hifpaniola and Cuba, {oon after 
C4 returned 
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| C24). 
returned for Spain, to give that King an account 
of his Difcoveries, and provide himfelf with Con- 
veniencies for a fecond Voyage; which he under- 
took fo foon as all things were ready: And in this 
Voyage endeavouring to fail round Cuba, the bet- 
terto fatishe himfelf whetherit were an Ifland,or 
a part of the Continent, he difcovered the Ifland 
of Jamaica; where he made fome fhort {tay, and 
gave it the Name of St. Fao. 
In his third Voyage, he was 
Columbus {hip-  fhipwrack?d on this Coaft , and 
wrackd — and driven to that extremity, 
that he was compelled to run his 
Ships on ground in a Port on the North-fide of 
this Ifle, to which he gave the Name of Sante 
Gloria, where, having lafhed them together, he 
lodged himfelf and his men on the Decks, not da- 
ring to Land, in regard the Inhabitants were nu- 
merous; and there had like to have ended his Life 
and his Difcoveries together; the ungrateful Spa- 
nara, efpecially the malicious Governor of St. Do 
wungo, who hated himextreamly for his fortunate 
Succefs, tefufed to fend him any Relief, witha 
Defign that he fhould perith in that fad and difcon- 
folate condition; but having after two Months 
lying in that deplorable condition, obtained the 
good opinion of the Natives, he Landed ,.and 
he 


> 


Ground fertile, and the Natives more 
nd Ingenious than whatshe had met withal 
y of the other {flands, he refolved to fall to 
ing: In order whereunto, the Town called 
was prelently begun by the Spaniards; but 
vas far advanced, they deferted it again, 
ten Leagues further Weit; where they 
better Bay, whereunto they gave the 

ame Of St. Anges; whichit {till retains. 
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Near this Place they built a handfom large 
Town, called Sevil, which hath been already de- 
{cribed: But finding in time that the South-fide 
was more fruitful and -pleafant , about the Year 
1590. the Spaniards forfook this likewife, and 
temoved thither; where they 
built St. Yago ; which they en- St. Fago built, 
joyed without any troubleormo- 
leftation, till'it was about 1638. | 
furprized and taken by one Fack- T. aken by Jack- 
fon with a Fleet of Englifh Prix fon. 
vateers; but having no Defign 
but Pillage, when hehad plundered the Town, he 
furrendred it up again to the Spamards for a thou- 
fand Beavers. 

Mote fatal to the Spaniard was the next A 
made on this [fland; for Crom- 
wel having turned out the Rum 
ufurp’d the Title of Protettor , 
and made peace with the Hollander, found him- 
felf at leifure to try his Fortune in the Indies, and 
endeavour by a ftrangekind of a fudden and unex- 
pected Enterprize againft the Spaniards ( with 
whom he was about this time highly offended, for 
giving entertainment to his injured Sovereign ) 
to make his Name as terrible in thofe remoter 
parts of the Earth, as his Treafon and Ufurpa- 
tion had rendered it in Europe. -In order where- 
unto, having with great hurry and filence got 
ready a great Fleet, he fent it under Penn, who 
was General at Sea, and Venables, who had the 
_ Command of the Land-Forces. 

Having after their leaving the Exglifh Coakt , 
foucht at Barbados, they failed from thence di- 
rectly towards Hi/paniola, without making any 
Declaration of War againit the Spanifh King, and 
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had certainly furprized and taken Domingo, and 
confequently the whole Ifland, had not his being 
ruled by fome ftrange Councils of his own, or 
(asfome report) by his Wife, ruined the whole 
Defign, and fruftrated the Ufurper of his Golden 
Expectations: For fo terrified were the Spaniards 
at the fudden approach of this mightyFleet, and 
the Fame of Cromwel’s conftant Succefs in all he 
undertook, that in great amazement and fear 
they forfook the Town, and left it asa prey to 
thofe new invaders, had they been fpeedy enough 
in taking poffeflion: But feeing Venables land his 
Souldiers at fo great a diftance as 12 leagues to 
the weftward of it, they re-aflumed their courage, 
and betookthemfelves again to the defence of it. 
The Englifh finding no-oppofition at their Land- 
ing, thought themfelves Lords of the Jnases, and 
began in their own thoughts to fhare the Golden 
Mines among themfelves ; which they had perad- 
venture effected; had not Venables’s covetous hu- 
mour, and an infatiable defire to appropriate all 
to himfelf, by forbidding the Souldiers.by Pro- 
clamation raade at the Head of the Army to med- 
dle with any, of that rich Booty, or prefume to 
killany Cattle without leave, together with their 
tedious and difconfolate March through thick 
Woods, and deep fcalding Sands, ready to die 
with Thirft , fo damped their Spirits , and loft 
their wonted Courage, that they became an ealie 
prey to the wary Spaniard, who taking themat 
that advantage, and fetting upon 

The Englifh them at unawares, deftroyed them 
difappointed G@ without refiftance, even till they 
beaten. were weary of killing , and Major 
Gen.. Haines and between fix or fe- 

yen hundred more jefe both theirLives and their 
expected 
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expected Booty behind them to pay for Penables’s 
Folly, belides near as many more which were killed 
in ftragling Parties; the whole Execution being 
performed with the lofs of fixty perfons on the 
Spaniards fide. | 

Flaving thus fruftrated their Expectations by 
their unadvifed Landing, and loft all hope of win- 
ning that Town, they refolve however not to lofe 
the whole Voyage without gaining fomething 
from the Spaniard, and therefore next’ directed 
their Courfe to Samaica, wherein was: at that 
time but one only Town ( viz.) St. Fago y with- 
in which Place dwelt all the Spaniards that were 
in theIfle, who kept their Slaves at feveral little 
Plantations in the Country, from whence they 
were continually fupplied with ftore of Fruits and 
Provifions, which they luxurioufly {pent in their 
Houfes, that being a lazy People, who are natu- 
rally fo proud, that they think it below them to 
take pains; defigning nothing more but only to 
live in eafe and plenty, their whole number,Slaves 
and all, not exceeding three Thoufand. 

Upon the Landing of the En- 
. glifh Army, the Inhabitants of  T, hey take Ja- 
St Fago forfook the Town, and maica. 
betook themfelves to the Moun- 
tains; but after divers Skirmifhes and Surprifals 
on both fides, feeing but little hopes of regaining 
the Ifland, feveral of the moft confiderable among 
them got into Cuba, but were foon after com. 
manded back again by the Vice-roy of Alexico, 
with promifes of afpeedy fupply to be fent after 
them. The Vice-roy’s Promife was long before 
it was performed ; and'when the Succour came, it 
was but five hundred men,. who refufed to joyn 
With them, in regard they were fo few in ro 
Der,

tified themfelves at a place called St. Chereras, ex- 
pecking to receive more Recrults$ but the English 
finding them-out before they came, marched im- 
mediatly againft them, and defeated ‘them, and 
fo they did about thirty Companies of Spani(h 
Sout that arrived foon after; which bad Sue- 
cefs made the paviats defpair of ever regaining 
the if land. .W! pon the Ezglifh began now to 
form themfelves into a Body or Colony; fome fet- 
ling themfelves in Plantations, and others ventu- 
ring to Sea as Privateers, the better to fecure 
themfelves againit the Spaniards, and force them 
to confent to a Peace, by their frequent annoying 
them, and-feizing fuch of their Ships as they met 
withal : 3 in whi ich they proved fo very fuccefsful , 
that S$amaica began to be much talked of, and had 
in great efteem in England, and freth Supplies of 
Men , Ammunition , “and other Neceffaries were 


Ris them thence ; and fo by little and little it 
came to its pre tent Berge wherein His Majefty 


v ll wit hout doubt take care to preferve and fup- 
, upon the following Confiderations: 
ae ts being folarge a and capacious, that it is ca- 
ible of entertaining a far greater number of 
People than any other ‘and enjoyed by the Ez- 
4 life in that part of the World. 

2. Its being fo feated in the heart of the Spa- 
wife Territories in America ay that their Ships, as 
they comie thither, and pafs from Port to Port, 
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amees his Ifle, or may be eafily met with by thofe 


Ships that ply upon the Coaft ; foriallthe Plate- 
Fleet, in their return from C arthagenas {teer di- 
ectly from St. Domingo, and pafs by one of the 
nde of this Ifle > to recover Havana, which is 
common Rendezvouz of the Spam{h Armado, 
before 
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before they fail home through the Gul ph of Florida; 
Nor indeed is there any other way ; for the Voyage 
would be too unreafonable long fhould they turn it 
to the Windward of Hifpaniola ; by which means, 
befides the great difficulty of its perf 


formance, 
they would lofe the benefit of uniting the Fleets 
from Mexicos Nombre de Dios, and other places, 
at their common Rendezvouzat flavana, wherein 
their greateft Security lies; for from thence they 
fail all home in company together. ~ 

3. In regard Famaica exceeds all the reft of our 
Plantations in America for the goodnefs of thofe 
Commodities proper to their feveral Colonies-s 
and is befides its being fo profitable in furnithing 
us with excellent Commodities, it likewife takes 
off abundance of our Manufactures, both of the 
product of this Kingdom, and fuch as are brought 
us from Parts beyond the Seas. 

4. Becaufe it appears to bea place confiderable 


enough to deferve His Majefties Care for its pre- 


fervation, not only by its fubfifting of - its {elf 
~ When firft taken ; but likewife by its increaling its 
Potency and Grandeur, fo that it will in all pro- 
bability become in a little time very profitable 
both to the King and Kingdom, and bring into 
His Majefties Treafury feveral hundred thoufand 
Pounds per Annism. 

§- This Ifland being ¢ when fetled ) of its felf 
able to carry on a War again{t the Spaniards,when 
the Affairs of Exgland thal] require it. 

6. The confiderable progrefs already made in 
the Settlement of this Ifle ; nor can its diftance 
be any real difadvantage , fince the greater num- 
ber of Ships are thereby. employed, and confe- 
quently the more Saylors, Ship-wrights, and other 
Tradefmen, whofe Livelihood depends wpon trade 
at 
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at Sea. Befides, if it lay nearer, we could expect 
no fuch Commodities as we receive from thence, in _ 
regard they are appropriated to that Clime. And 
it muft certainly be a great advantage to His Ma- 
jefty to have fuch Merchandize within His own 
Dominions, as are both valued and needed by His 
Subjects and Neighbours, asthe Cacao is, though 
it be at a diftance. 

7. The Coaft of Virginia, and fome of the Ca- 
ribby-Iflands are fubject to fuch Gufts of Wind, 
that Ships are often driven to put to Sea, and fly 
for fhelter to fome or other of the Spanifh Lee- 
ward Ports, where they were wont to be made 
Prizes of ; but Famaica, fince it hath fallen into 
our hands, hath proved a convenient Harbour 
for fuch Ships or Veffels as are at any time thus 
diftrefled ; which is an Argument fufficient to 
perfwade His Majefty to undertake its Support 
and Defence.

DESCRIPTION 
OF THE 


Ifand of BARBADOS. 


ARB ADOS is the moft confiderable Co- 
lony which the Ezgli(h enjoy amongit all that 
Fry of Ifles ufually called Carsbbies, 


Its Situation, and lies in 13 degrees, 20 minutes 


Northern 
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Northern Latitude onthis fide the Equator ; and 
though it be not above eight Leagues in Length, 
and five in breadth, where it is broadeft ( being 
exactly of an oval form) yet it is a place of 
great ftrength and potency ; for befides it being 
naturally ftrong, and fortified as it were to their 
hands, they are able to raife ten thoufand fighting 
men, and bid defiance to the ftouteft Enemy ; as 
appears by the feveral vain attempts the Spaniard 
hath made upon it: It is notwithftanding the 
{mainefs of its Compafs, fo well peopled, that it 
contains upwards of fifty thoufand Inhabitants, 
befides Negro-Slaves, who are afar greater num- 
ber. 

It was firft difcovered in the 
Reign of King Famesthe Firlt,by Its first Difco- 
Sir William Curteen, who return- VEY. 
ing homewards from Fernambuck 
in Brazil, was driven by a ftorm upon this Coaft, 
and anchoring before the lfle, he went with fome 
of his Company afhore, to inform himfelf of the 
Nature of the Place; which he found fo exceed- 
ingly overgrown with Woods, that they could find 
no plain or champaign ground fit to inhabit, 
nor any other Beafts but Swine, which the Por- 
tugals, having formerly put on fhore here, to fur- 
nifh them with Provifions in cafe they fhould be 
caft on that fhoar by foul weather, had’ by this 
time multiplied abundantly, the Fruits and Roots 
that grew there ferving them for food; fo that 
the Natives of the adjacent Iflands (for there were 
none in this) were ufed to come thither frequently 
to kill them. 

Having made this Difcovery, and informed 
himfelf as well as he could of the Nature and 
Condition of the Ifland, he gave notice thereof 
to 
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| ( 32) | 
tohis Friends in England; from whence divers 
Ships were with all convenient {peed difpatched 
thither ; who, upon their Arrival, applied them- 
felvesto the rendering the Ifland fit for Habitation. 
in order to which, they cut down the Woods, and 
planted Potatoes and Adaiz ; which, together with 
the Swine which they found there, did but juft 
keep Life and Soul together; for having as yet no- 
thing to trade withal, Ships from England vifited 
them but flowly; fo that they were oft-times 
driven to great extremities : But having about the 
year 1627. increas’d the number of its Inhabitants, 
and Tobacco, Indico, Cotton-wool, Fuftick-wood, and 
the like, begun to grow there, and afford great 
increafe, the Iiland began to gain more repute in 
England, and invited divers Ships, in hope of gain, 
to trade with them, exchanging divers forts of 
working-tools made of Iron and Steel, together 
with Cloth, Shirts, Drawers, Hofe, Shoes, Hats, 
Servants , and other things which they needed, / 
for Fobacco and other things which the Ifland pro- 
duced. After which, they grew and increafed 
wonderfully both in number and wealth ; efpeci- 
ally when their Sugar-Canes were grown, and 
they had learned the Art of making Sugar. 
This lfle is very hot, efpecially 
Its Lempera- for eight Months, and would be 
ture. more infypportable, were it not 
for the cool Briezes of Wind, 
which rife with the Sun, and blow frefher as the 
Sunmounteth higher. And thefe Briezes blow al- 
way from the North-Eaft, except it be in the time 
of theTwrnado, and then for an hour or two it 
chops into the South; but after returns to the 
fame Point again. And it is obferved, that al- 
though the People do fo much fweat, yet ob 
n 
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find not that faintnels as with us in England in the 
Months of July and August , neither are they fo 
thirfty, unlefs over-heated by excefs' of Labour, 
or drinking of ftrong Liquors, which the People 
here are too much addicted ‘unto, to their great 
hurt 5 which, if moderately taken, would be as 
a great prefervative to comfort and refreth their 
inward parts, which are left cold and faint 
through their fweating. Befides, our Bodies being 
accultomed to colder Climates, our Spirits are not 
fo vigorous without them in a moderate manner. 

This Ifle is not over- plentifally 
watered with Rivers or freth 
Springs, there being but one that 
Can appropriate to itfelf that Name, or rather a 
Lake which runs not far into the Land; yet not- 
withftanding, the Inhabitants are not deftitute 
thereof; for the Country lying low and level, 
there are feveral Pools or Ponds ;and befides they 
are {upplied with Rain-water by having Wells and 
Cifterns in their Houfes. 

Here is alfoa River which the Inhabitants cal] 
Tuigh-River, from the top of whofe water is ga- 
thered an Oyl which ferveth them to burn in 
their Lamps. ! 


This [le ‘is exceeding fertil, Ips Fertility, 
bearing Crops all the year long, 

and its ‘Trees being always cloathed in their Sum- 
mer-Livery,and the Fields and W oods in their ver- 
dure, renders it very delightful to the Inhabitants. 
But the two principal feafons ofthe year for plant- 
ing, arein Md4ay and November, but the Sugar-C anes 
are planted all the year round, the making of which 
is not only very chargeable, but alfo as dange- 
Tous, and fubject to cafualties » €ither in the 
Boyling-houfe , with the Fae and Fu 
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C 34 ) 
in the Filling-Room, in the Still-Honfe, or in the 
Curing- Houfe. 
The Commodities this Ifland 
Its Commodities.. produceth, are Sugars ( which 
though not fo white as thofe of 
Brazile, yet better when refined, being of a fairer 
grain) Indico,Cotton-wool, Ginger, Logwood, Fuftick., 
and Lignum vite; and thefe Commodities, efpe- 
cially Sugar, Indico, Cotton and Ginger , here are 
in fach great abundance, that about two hundred 
Sail of Ships and Veflels, both great and fmall, 
have yearly their loading ; which, after imported 
ia the fevéeral Ports of Exgland and Ireland, is again 
jn great quantities exported to foreign parts, to 
our great enrichment ; and the rather, for that 
they are not permitted to trade with any other 
Nation but the Evglifh, and {uch of His Majelties 
Subjects in New-England, Virginia and Bermudas ; 
and in exchange of thofe Commodities, they take 
fuch as are neceflary for the ufe of man, as well 
for the Back and Belly, as for their Houfes and 
Plantations; with many of which they are fup- 
plied from New-England, Virginia, and the Ber- 
mudas, together with Servants and Slaves, with 
feveral forts of Commodities and Provilions, as, 
Horfes, Camels, Aflinegroes, Cattel, alfo falted 
Flefhh, and Fihh of feveral forts; Butter and 
Cheefe; but by reafon of the great heat of the 
weather, it willfoon ftink, and become unfit to 
eat; fo that inftead of Butter, they make great 
ufe of Oyl for their Sauces. 
The Dayes and Nights are almoft throughout 
the year of an equal length, the Sun rifing and 
fetting at fix, except about October, and then

there is fome {mall difference. 
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The Ayr, though hot, is very 
moift , which caufeth all Iron- The Ayr, 
Tools, as Knives, Swords,Locks, 
Keys, @c.to ruft; fo that without conftant ufage, 
they will foon become eaten up with Ruft. And 
this great heat and moifture doth caufe the Plants 
and Trees to grow fo large and high. 
Here ‘are abundance of Fruits 
of all forts; as, Dates, Oranges The Fruits. 
two forts, the one fweet , and 


the other fharp, Pomgranates, Citrons , Limes 5.’ 


Limons, Macows, Grapes, Funiper-Apples, Papayerss 
Momins., Mombains, Acajous, Icacos, Cherries , 
Raifins , Indian-Figs, Cocoes , Plantins 5 Bononoes , 
Guavars , Prickle- Apples, Prickle-Pears , C uftard- 
“Apples, Melons, both Land and Water, and Pine- 
“Apples, the rareft Fruit in the Indies. 
Here are great flore of Fifh in 
the Sea; as, Swappers, Crabs, Their Fifh. 
Lobfters, Terbums , Macquerels, 
Mullets , Cavalloes , Parrot-Fifh , Cony-Fifh, and 
Green Turtles ; which of all others, are the moft 
delicious ; with feveral other forts appropriated 
to this-and the reft of the Caribby-Ifles ; but the 
Rivulets or Ponds have few or no Fifh in them. 
Here are no Beaftsj or Cattel 
but what are tame, and brought Their Cattel, 
them ; as, Camels, Horfes, Affine- 
Gras, Oxen, Bulls, Cows; Sheep, Goats and Hogs ¢ 
which are here in great plenty in every Plantation, 
it being their common Food; whofe Flehh is efteem- 
ed very good and delicious; but as for Beef and 
Mutton, it is very dear, as having but a fimall 
{tock ; but might be foon increafed, would they 
{pare ground enough for Palturage for them from 
their other occafions.

In ‘this Ifland are divers Caves, fome of which 
are very deep, and large enough to hold five hun- 
dred men; and thefe Caves are often the S: anctua- 
ry of fuch Negro-Slaves that run away ; in which 
they lie a good while before they are found out ; 
feldom ftirring in the day-time, although they 
are fuch unwholfome places ,by reafon of the great 


damps that are foundinthem: And it is fappof ed > 


that thefe Caves were the Habitation of the Na- 
tives. 

They have a Drink call'd Afobby, Their Drink. 
made of Potatoes foaked in water ; | 
another named Prizo, made of Caffavy- -Root and 
Water, which, though it is not fo Pies yet 
isreckoned much better, made by the Indians for 
their own drinking, which in it felf is a ftrong 
Poyfon, and this ‘the y caufe their old Women, 
whofe Breath and Teeth have been tainted 
with divers Poxes, to chew and fpit out in 
the water, for the better breaking and macera Eine 
theRoot, and in afew hours this Juice will purge 
itfelf of its poyfonous qualities ; for their po fon- 
ous Breath, and the poyfon of the ssl ‘Yo rae ng 
oppofites, work with fach veh emency, that they 
{pend their poyfonous qualities in the: oat FL 
they likewife drink Crippo,Kill- Devil, Punch, Plum- 
Drink, Plantane-Drink , a iltrong Drink Made of 
the skimming of Sugar, Beveridze, made of Spring- 
water , Sugar, and the Juice “of Oranges , and 
Wine of Pines, whichis only made of the Juice of 
the Fruit, which is the beft of all. 

Their Meat is generally Hogs- Their Adeats, 
Flefh, falted Flefh or Fifh,and wher 
any of the Cattel die by any diftemper, or by ac- 
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cident, itis given to the Wegroes, who feed like 


Princesonit; but they are commonly contented 
from weeks end to weeks end, with Potatees, Lob- 
lolly made of A4aze mixt with water 3 Caffader- 
Bread, common inall the Zndies, Bonariff, and fuch 
like Food that the Plantation affords ; as, Pompions 
as {weet as Adelons, Plantanes, Sugar-Canes, &c. 

They have alfo Turkeys, Pullets, 

Their Fowls, Mufcovy Ducks, Turtle-Doves, P1- 

geons and Rabbits, with excellent 

Their Fifh,  Fifh of divers kinds, not known 

to us, as the Green Turtle, who 
come inwiththe Tide, lie upon the Sand‘ till the 
next return, and are eafily takenin Lucaick Iflands, 
though notinthis; but fent hither; forit is but 
turning them on their backs with itaves, and there 
they lie till they arefetched away: Alarge Turtle 
(as we have mentioned ) will have in her Body 
half a Bufhel of Eggs, which fhe lays in the Sands, 
where they hatch by the Sun, When you are to 
kill one of the Fifhes, youlay him on his Back on 
a Vable, and when he fees you come with a knife 
in you hand to kill him, ke fends forth the molt 
grievous fighs that ever were heard, and fheds 
Tears In abundance; after he is opened, and his 
Heart taken out, if you lay it in a Difh, it will 
ftir and pant ten hours after the Fthh is dead, there 
is none more delicious in tafte, nor more nourifh- 
ing than he.”

fides the feveral forts of Liquors already named, 
Wines, Strong Waters, Brandy, and Englifh Beer 3 
fo that they find no want, and do not confider 
the condition of thofe poor wretches, their Ser- 
vants and Slaves, who are conftrained to fo hard a 
Labour. 

This Ifland may be dividedin- The Divifion of 
to Mafters, Servants and Slaves 5 the Ifiand. 
the Mafters live in allafiluence 
of Pleafure and Delight. The Apparel they al- 
low their Servants yearly, for the Men, are, fix 
pair of Drawers , twelve pair of Shoes, three 
Monmouth-Caps , fix Shirts, ; and for the Women, 
four Smocks, three Petticoats, four Coifs, and 
twelve pair of Shoes, befides a Rug-Gown to each, 
to keep them warm in the night, and to put on 
them when they come fweating from their labour. 
To the Negro-Men they allow but three pair of 
Canvas Drawers, and to the Women, but three 
Petticoats. 

But for themfelves (efpecially the better fort ) 
they are exceeding profufe and coftly. 

The Lodging of thefe poor Wretches is worlt 
of all; for. having laboured all the day in fo hot a 
Country, without any nourifhing Diet, at night 
they muit be content to liehard, on nothing but a 
Board, without any Coverlet,in theirHuts or ra- 
ther Hog-fties ; but Chriftian Servants are fome- 

, thing better treated, being allowed Hamocks. 

Every Sunday (which is the only day of Reff, 
and fhould be fet apart for the Service of God ) 
chey employ either in the getting of the Bark of 

Trees, and making Ropes with it, which they 
truck away for Shirts, Drawers, and thelike, or 
elfe fpend the Day in Recreation, as Dancing and 

. Wreltling, which they much delight in, though

they are no great Proficients in either ; for intheir 
Dancing they ufe Antick Actions, their, hands ha-

aFair, and according as they are hand{fom, lufty, 
well fhapen, and young; the youthfulleft and 
moft beautiful yield the greateft price; the ge- 
neral rate for the better fort of Negro-Men is 
thirty pound fterling, and five and twenty for a 
Woman, is ufual; if they buy any that have no 
Wives, they will come to their Mafters and com- 
plain they cannot live without, and he provides 
them one by the next Ships. Religion they have 
none, yet feem to acknowledge a God,by looking up 
to Heaven for Revenge when they are wronged : 
One WNegro-Woman being brought abed of two 
Children, her Husband provided a Cord to hang 
her, as falfeto him, but the Overfeer prevented 
it, by telling him, it was common with the Englifh 
Women, and they liked them the better; yet if 
he were refolved to hang her, he fhould be hang’d 
himfelf by her, the fear of which hindered him.

Bay is very capacious, deep and fecure for Ships, 
being large enough to entertain 500 Veflels at one 
time. The Town is long,containing feveral Streets, 
and graced with abundance of well built Houfes. 
It is very populous, being the refidence of the Go- 
vernour, or his Deputy, the place of Judicature, 
andthe Scale of Trade, where moft of the Mer- 
chants

chants and Factors in the Ifle have their Stores 
Houfes for the negotiation of their Affairs ; and 
from thefe Store-houfes or Shops, the Inhabitants 
are fupplied with fuch Commodities as they have 
occalion for, in exchange of theirs, which are the 
product of the Ifle. The Townis ill feated, the 
Ground being lower than the Banks of the Sea s 
by which means the Spring-Tides do flow over, 
and there remaining, do makea kind ofa moorifh 
Bogg, which doth occafion it to be more unhealth- 
ful than the other parts of the Ile. This Town 
for its Defence, and fecurity of the Ships, hath 
two itrong Forts oppofite to each other, with a 
Platform in the midft, which alfo commands the 
Road; all which are well fortified with great Guns, 
&c. The principal of thefe Forts is called Charles 
Fort, being feated in Nedham’s Point. , 
2.Little Briftol,formerly Sprights 
Little Briftol. Bay , fituate about four Leagues 
Leeward from St. AGchaels, hath 
a commodious Road for Ships, and is a place well 
frequented and traded unto, and is ftrongly de- 
fended by two powerful Forts. 

3. St. Fames, formerly called 
the Hall, feated not far from Bri- 
frol, hath the accommodation of 
a good Road for Ships, andis a place of a confi- 
derable Trade, for its defence, befides a large 
Platform, hath fortified Breait-works, and inthis 
Town is kept for the Preciné&t, the Monthly

This Town hath the accommodation of week- 
ly Markets, and here is kept the Monthly Courts 
for the Precinct. 

The other Places of Name along the Sea-coaft 
of this Ifle, beginning Eafterly, and fo encompaf- 
fing the Ifle, are as followeth, 

Fowl-bay, Auguftin's-bay, Maxwell's. bay, where 
there isa imall Ifle, Black, Rock, The Hole, Spikes-bay, 
Balifes-bay, Long-bay,C lark’s-bay, and Conftance-bay. 

This Ifland is very ftrong, as well by Nature as 
Art, being fheltered with Rocks and Shoals, and 
where Nature hath not thus defended it, it is for- 
tified by Trenches and Ramperts, with Pallifado’s, 
Curtains, and Counterfcarps ; befides, round about 
the Ifle, regarding the Sea, is ftanding-wood : 
here are alfo for its further defence, three Forts, 
one for a Magazine for the Ammunition and Pow- 
der to lie in,and the other two places for Retreats, 
as occafion ferves. They have alfo,for their further 
fecurity, a ftanding Militia, confifting of two Re- 
giments of Horfe, and five of Foot, which are ftout 
and well-difciplined Men, and always to be ready 
on beat of Drum. 

The Government is by Laws agree- 

Government. able to thofe in Exgland, for which 
they have Courts of Judicature, Ju- 

{tices of Peace,Conftables,Church-wardens,and the 
like. And for the adminiftration of Juftice, here 
are yearly fiveSeflions. It is divided into Eleven 
Precinéts,wherein are fourteen Churches aud Chap- 
pels; the whole fo filled with Houfes, that it may 
almoft feem one great Town. Thereisa Filh cal- 
Ted a Rock-fifb taken near this Ifland, which is red, 
intermixt with feveral other colours very delight- 
ful to the eye ; Anda great Fly, called by the Jn- 
dians., 
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dans, Cucuyos, which gives fuch a great light in 
the night, that it is called the flying Torch of 
America, not only guiding the Traveller, by fhew- 
ing his way in the night, but with the afliftance of

DESCRIPTION 
Ofthe ISL AN D of 
Secu RIS T.0P-AERS. 


T.CHRISTOPHERS, fo named from 
Chriftopher Columbus, the firft difcover thereof, 

who finding it very pleafant, gave it his own 
Name, which the fhape of the Mountains likewife 
inclined him to, for on its upper part it hath asit 
were upon one of its fhoulders another’ lefler 
Mountain, as St. Chriffopher is painted like a Giant, 
carrying our Saviour upon his back, like asit were 
alittle Child. It is fituated in the la- _ 
titude of 17 degrees, and 25 minutes Situation. 
on this fide the Line ; incircuit about 
75 Miles: the Land lies highin the midft, by rea- 
fon of fome very high Mountains, from which 
fprings feveral Rivers, which oftentimes, by rea- 
fon of the Rains falling from the Mountains, are 
overflown,to the detriment of the Inhabitants. 

The Soyl being light and fandy, is 
apt to produce all forts ofthe Country- The Soy. 
Fruits, Provifion and Commodities, as 
Sugar, Tobacco, Cotton, Ginger, &c. 

This {fleby reafon of its feveral great and fteep 
Mountains, between which are dreadful Rocks 
and Springs of hot and fulphurous Water, with 
horrid 
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( 46 ) 
horrid Precipices and thick Woods, yea fome 
Springs of Sulphur, which caufes one of them to 
be called the Suiphurous Mountain. 

There is on the Sea-fide a Salt-Pit, called Gul- 
defac; and not far from the Salt-Pit there is a 
{mall Jffbmus of Land, which reacheth within a 
Mile and a half of the Ifland of Nevis and 
Mevis, 

The Ifland is placed exceeding delightful, and of 
a moft delectable profpect to the eye of the be- 
holder, for it is divided into feveral ftages, from 
the uppermoft whereof a man may take an exceed- 
ing pleafant profpect of allthe Plantations and 
Gardens, which gently defcend to the Sea-fide, 
and in regard of the general afcent of the Ife, 
the lower ftage or ftory dothnot debar the eye 
of the pleafant profpeé of that which lieth ata 
femoter diftance ; and that which makes the pro- 
{pect the more delectable in the feveral Planta- 
tious (which are bounded with Rows of Trees al- 
ways in their verdure) are the fair Houfes covered 
with glazed Slate. 

The whole Ifland is divided into four Quarters 
or Cantons ; two whereof are poffefled by the 
Englifh, and twoby the French, but fo feparated, 
that People cannot go from one Quarter toan- 
other without pafling over the Lands of one of 
the two Nations. The Englifh"have more little 
Rivers in their. Divifion, the French more of the 
plain Countrey fit for Tillage. The Engilfh ex- 

ceed the French in number, but the French have 
four Forts; of which, one hath regular Works 
like a Citadel; that of moft note commands the 
Haven, and is called Bafé-Terre; and the Englih 
only two, one commanding the great Haven, and 
the other a Defcent not far from Pointe de Sable ; 
and 
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and to prevent Differences between the two Nati- 
ons, each of them have a Guard upon the Fronti- 
ers of their Divifion, which is renewed every 
day. 
The Englifh have erected five fair Churches, 
well furnifhed with Pulpits, and Seats of excellent 
Joyners Work of precious Wood, the Minifters 
being fent thither by the Lord Archbifhop of Can- 
terbury ; one of the Churches is at Sandy-Point, 
one at Palm-Tree, another near the Great Rood, and 
two at the Inlet of Cayoune, with many fair Stru- 
cures. . 

The French and Englifh Colonies had their be- 
ginning at the fametime ; for in the Year 1625. 


Monfieur Defnambuck,, a French , and Sir Tho- 


mas Warner an Englifh Gentleman, joyntly took 
pofleffion of Sir Chriftophers on the fame day, in 
the Names of the Kings of Great Britaix and France, 
their Maiters, that fo they might have a place of 
fafe Retreat, and a good Haven for the Ships of 
both Nations bound for America, as being well 
furnifhed with Provifions, and therefore often vi- 
. fited by the Spaniards , who fometimes left the 
Sick there to be looked to by the Caribeans, with 
whom they had made a Peace uponthole Terms. 
Thefe two Gentlemen, having thus taken pof- 
feffion:of the Ifland, for the better eftablifhment 
of thefe Colonies , returned to their refpective 
Countries, leaving fome men in it to fecure it; 
but fufpecting fome private Intelligence between 
the Indians and Spaniards, for deftroying all, both 
Engli(h and French, in their abfence, (to prevent 
which) they in one night rid their Hands of the 
inoft factious of that Nation, and foon after for- 
ced all the reft, who were got together in feveral 
Bodies, and ftood upon their Guard, to a to 
fome 
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( 48 ) 
fome other Iflands, and leave that to their Difpo- 
fal. After this, they returned home, where their 
Conqueit and Proceeding being approved of by 
the Kings their Mafters, they returned with Re- 
cruits of Men, in the quality of Governors and 
Licutenants under the Kings of Great Britain and 
France ; and having divided the Ifland according 
to their firft Agreement ; and the Exelifh having 
plentiful Provifions from London, profpered much 
more than the French, who wanted neceflary af- 
fiftance. 

The French, befides their feveral Habitations 
difperfed up and down in their Quarters, have at 
Baffe-Terre (near the Haven where Ships lie at An- 
chor) a Town of a good bignefs, whofe Honfes 
are well built, of Brick, Free-ftone and Timber, 
where the Merchants have their Store-houfes, 
and is well inhabited by Tradefmen,-and are well 
ferved with fuch Commodities both forthe Back 
and Belly, together with Utenfils for their Houfes 
and Plantations, as they have occafion for, in ex- 
change of {uch Commodities which are the Pro- 
duct of the Ifland. 

Here is a fair and large Church, as alfo a pub- 
lick Hall, for the Adminiftration of Juftice. ‘Here 
is alfo a very fair Hofpital, built by the General, 
for fuch People as cannot get Cure attheir Houfes; 
where they are well maintained, and attended by 
Phyfitians for the recovery of their healths. Here 
is alfoa {tately Caftle, being the Refidence of the 
Governour, being moft pleafantly feated at the 
foot of a high Mountain, not far from the Sea, 
having {pacious Courts, delightful Walks and 
Gardens, which caufetha curious Profpect. 

In 1619. a powerful Fleet from Spaim under Don- 
Frederick de Toledo, had received Order from that 
King, 
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( 50 ) 
impoflible thofe Veflels thould contain fo great a 
number, he permitted the reft to continue in the 
Ifle till they had opportunity of Tranfporta- 
tion. 

Upon which, Don Frederick, weighed Anchor ; 
but affoon as the Fleet was departed, thofe of the 
Englifh that were left, began to rally, and took 
a refolution to carry on the Settlement of their 
Colony; during which Tranfaction at St. Chrifto- 
phers , the F French, who went to Sea, having fuf- 
fered . many Inconveniences, were forced to put 
in at the Iflands of St. Adartin and Adontferrat, but 
loo king on them as Defarts in comparifon of the 
Places the y had left, and bein g defirous to be in- 
formed of the condition of the Spaniards there, 
{ent one of their Ships to St.Chriftophers ; who 
returning, gave them an Account that the Enemy 
was gone, and the Englifh sein employed 
in re-building, planting and repairing Defolati- 
ons. This unexpeéted good News revived their 
decayed hopes, and’ perfuaded them to a fpeedy 
return 3 the Englifh Colony with conftant fup- 
plies from London, for that time grew very pow- 
erful, peopl ing not only this Place, bat fending 
new Plas pide: from he ceto Barl bud, Montfer- 
vat, Antego,and Barbadees which are grown very 
numerous a Fate for the Trade of the. rich 
Commodities they are furnifhed with, as well as 

this curious Ifland , whofe chiefeft

modittics, Giger, with { feveral other forts of 
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GSE) 
feet, their fore-feet being highelt, their Eyes live- 
ly and fparkling, they conftantly hold up their 
heads, and are fo very active, that they leap up 
and down perpetually, like Birds when they make 
no ufe of their Wings, their Tails are fo turned 
up towards their back, that they make a Circle 
and ahalf ; they love to look upon men, and are 
conitantly ftaring on them; when they are pur- 
fued, they open their mouths, and put out their 
tongues like little Hounds. 

There isa large Bird intheCarzb- 
bies called the Eagle of Orizoca, Their Fowls. 
much like an Eagle in fhape, all his 
Feathers are of “light Gray, marked with black 
Spots, fave that the end of ‘his Wings and Tail 
are yellow , he hatha piercing fight, and feeds on 
other Birds, yet to fhew his Generofity , never 
fets upon the weaker fort, but thofe that are 
armed with crooked Beaks and fharp Talons like 
himfelf; nay, it is obfervable, he never feizes his 
Prey on the Ground or a Tree, but ftays tillitc 
has taken its flight, that he may engage it in the 
open Air with “equal advantage, upon whom he 
furioufly faftens his Talons, and having mattered 
them, beats leh in pieces and devours them. There 
is alfo a large Bird in this Ifle called a Craw-Fowl, 

bout the Picoek of a great Duck, the Feathers 
Afh-co our , and hideous to the Eye; it hath a 
long flat back, a great head, fmall eyes, deep fet 
in his head, Nadia, fhort neck, under which hangs 
a Bag or Craw fo big that it will contain two Gal- 
lons of Water; they are commonly found on 
Trees by the Sea-fide, where, afloon as they per- 
ceive a'Fifh at advantage, they feize it, and fwal- 
low it whole ; they are fo attentive on their Filh- 
ing, fixing their Eye conftantly on the Sea, te 
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hey are eafily fhot, and become a prey to others! 
They have fuch an an adinirabte Sight, that they 
will difcover a Fifhin the Seaat a very great di- 
flance, and under Water above a fathom, yet 
they will ae feize until they come almoft. even 
withit ; their Flefh isnot to be eaten: Hereare 
likewife found a kind of Pheafants which are cal- 
led Pintadoes, becaufe they are as it were painted 
with colours, and have about them fmall points, 
like fo many: Eyes on adark Ground. 

To conclude with thefe Fowls, we fhall give an 
account of the Coli ibry or Humming- Bird, whic hi ee 
admirable for its Beauty, ee {weet Sent, and 
manner of Life; for being the leaft of all Birds, 
he glorioufly confirms tt ie Saying of Pliny That 
Nature is ever greatest inits east produttions: Some 
of thefe Birds are no bigger bedied than the great- 
er forts of Flies, yet of fuch beautiful Feathers, 
that the Neck, Wings and Back repreient the 
Rainbow; there are others that have fuch a bright 
red under their Neck, that at a diftance one would 
imagine it to be a Carbuncle,theBell y and under the 
Wing sas yellow.as Gold, the Thighs green like 
an Emerald, the Soa and Beak as black as polifh’d 
Ebony, the two little Eyes like two Diamonds fet 
in an Oval, of the colour of burnith’d Steel, the

wind were raifed in the Air of a fudden, which 
furprizes them that hear him before a fee him ; 
he lives only on the dew which he fucks oe the 
flowersof Trees with his Tongue, which! 
than his Beak, hollow as a Reed, and at I 
bignefs of a {mall Needle; ’tis Bigiane! to look on 
him in that pofture, for fpreading abroad his lit- 
tle Creft, one would think he had on his heada 
Crown of Rubies and ali forts of precious ftones, 
animated, and flying inthe Air: The Female com- 
monly lays but two Eggs, which are oval, about 
thebignefs of a Pea or {mall Pearl ; and thoughhe 
lofe much of his Beauty when dead, yet there is 
fo much left, that feme Ladies have worn them for 
Pendants, and imagined they became them better 
than any other; its Smell is fo odoriferous, that

It is but fmall, being not above 
Its Circuit. 18 Milesin Circuit ; and inthe 
midft of the Ifle there is but 
one only Mountain, which is of a great heighth, 
but of an eafie accefs, and cloathed with Trees up 
tothe very top; about which Mountains are the 
Plantations, which reach to the Sea-fhoar. Here 
are divers Springs of frefh-water , whereof fome 
are {fitrong enough to make their way into the Sea ; 
and one Spring is of a hot and mineral Water ; 
not far from whofe Spring-head are Baths made , 
found very beneficial for feveral Difeafes. 
The Exglifh planted themfelves 
Inhabitants, inthis Ile in1628. and are ftill pof- 
feflors thereof, being now about 
threeor four thoufand Inhabitants; who live well 
and drivea very handfom Trade for fuch things as 
they have occafion for, by exchan- 
Commodities. ging fuch Commodities as the Ifle 
produceth , as,°Sagar, Cotton, Gin- 
ger, Tobacco, &c. which they exchange for other 
Conveniencies. ¢ 
Of all the Caribby-I/lands, none 
Their Govern- is fo well governed as this; Ju- 
ment. ftice being adminiftred with that 
impartiality, and all Debauchery 
and Immorality feverely punifhed, by a Council 
of the moft eminent and anciént Inhabitants. 
For the Service of God, there 
Their Churches. are three Churches ereéted ; and 
for its further fecurity, and 
fafety, ic hath a Fort, whereon are mounted fe- 
veral great Guns, that command at a great 
diftance, for the fecurity of the Ships in the Road 
or Harbour; which likewife fecure. their Store- 
houfes, into which all the Commodities lat

for the ufe of the Inhabitants, are difpofed, and 
fo diftributed to them that have occafion for 
them.

hath great ftore of Deer, with es Fertility.

This Ifle, asthe reft of the Charibbies, is trou- 
bled with Mufcheroes, Chigoes , A4urigoims and 
there are Lizards five foot in length, and a foot 
about, their Skins of divers colours, according to 
the different Soil they are bred in; feveralof them 
have fuch glittering Scales and Skins, that at a di- 
{tance off, look like Cloth of Gold and Silver ; 
they have four feet, each with five Claws, and 
very fharp Nails; they run exceeding falt , and 
climb trees dexteroufly ; and yshether they love 
men, or are ftupid, they ftand {till looking on the 
Huntimen, faffering them to put a Ginn with a 
running knot about their necks, which is faftened 
to the end of a Pole, whereby they get them off 
the trees where they reft themfelves; they have 
wide Jaws, with excecding fharp Teeth, their 
Tongues thick, and whatfoever they catch with 
their Teeth they hold very faft, which are not at 
all venomous; the Females lay Eggs about the 
bignefs of Woodcocks, the fhell being foft, which 
they lay deep in the Sands of the Sea-fhoar to be 
hatched by the Sun; they are fometimes eaten, 
though not very well liked by many. 

The -Annolis is another Creature very common 
in all the Plantations, about the bignefs of a £7 
zard, but the Head longer, the Skin yellowish ; 
and they are green on their backs, gray and blew 
ftreaks drawn from the very top of the Head to

The Horn-fly is another, 
which hath two Snouts like anElephant, one turn- 
ing upward,and the other down,about three Inches 
long, the Head is blew like a Grafhopper, the 
Eyes green; theupper fideof the Wings of a 
bright Violet, damaskt with Carnation, heightned 
by a fmall natural thred of Silver, the Colours 
drawn with fuch curiofity, that the moft curious 
painting cannot reach it ; infomuch as fome at firft 
fight have thought it tobe Artificial, becaufe of 
its lively Carnation colour and ftring of Silver ; 
but having taken it into their hand, they have 
thought Natureto be in a gay kind of humour, 
and hadga mind to divert herfelf when fhe be- 
{towed fuch fumptuous Robes on this fmall Queen 
of Infects. 

There is likewife in this Ifland an Infect fome- 
what like a Snail, called.a Soldier, but have no 
fhells proper tothemfelves; therefore, to fecure 
their weak bodiesagainft the Air, and the affaults 
of other Creatures, they get fhelter in fuch fhells 
as they. find moft convenient, which, for the moft 
part, is that of Perriwinkles, butas they grow big- 
ger they fhift their fhells,and go into bigger ; their 
Foot, or Inftrument, is like a Crab’s-claw, where- 
with they clofe the entrance of their fhells, for the 
fecurity of their bodies: if they be fet neer the 
ire, they foriake their Quarters, butif it be pre- 
fented to them, to get it again, they go in back- 
ward ; when they defign to change quarters,which 
they are very fubject to-do,there happens a furious 
Ingagement , managed with their clafping Inftru- 
ment, ‘till the itrongeft gets pofleflion, which he 


enjoys very peaceably during his pleafure.

There is likewife found in thefe parts a mon- 
ftrous Spider, which when fhe {preads her legs, is 
fo large, that fhe takes up above the breadth of a 
man’s hand, whofe body confifts of two parts,one 
round, and the other flat, lefler at one end, like 
a Pigeons Egg, with a hole in the back, which is 
as it were their Navel; it is armed with two 
fharp Tufhes, which are very folid, black, and 
fhining ; fo that there are fome that make ufe of 
them for YTooth-pickers, being firft fet in Gold, 
which are counted to have a power of prefer- 
ving from corruption and pain, rubbing the 
places therewith ; when they come to be old, they 
are clothed with a fwarthy Down, which is as 
foft as Velvet: they have about ten feet, each 
having four joynts, and at the ends afmed with 
a black, hard Horn. They fhift their old 
Skins every Year, and alfotheir Tufhes; they 
feed on Flies, and fuch Vermin ; and in fome-pla- 
ces it hath been obferved, that their Webs are of 
fuch a ftrength, that fmall Birds can hardly get 
themfelves from it: 
There is alfo a very lovely Animal, 
Animals. called the. Fly-catcher, it hath four 
| Legs, andis of a very fmail fize, fome 
of them feeming to be covered. with fine gold 
or filver Brocado, and feveral with a mixture of 
Green, Gold, with other very delightful Colours ; 
they are fo very familiar, that they will come 
boldly into Rooms, doing no mifchief, but on 
the contrary, clear them of Flies, and fuch kind 
of Vermin, which they perform with fuch acti- 
vity of flight , that the cunning of Huntfmen is 
not to be compared to it, for he generally lies 
down where he expects the Fly to come, keep- 
ing his eye always fixed thereon, purine He 
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(65) 
head into as many different poftures, as the Fly 
removes places, and ftanding upon. his fore-feet, 
gapes after it, his little mouth being half open, 
asif hehad fwallowed it in hope ; and if one come 
near him, and make never fo great a noife, it 
will not difturb him, and at laft, having an op- 
portunity, he goes direct on his prey, very 
rarely mifling of it. They are fo extraordinary 
tame, that they will come at Dinner-time upon 
thevery Table, and endeavour to catch Flies upon 
their Hands or Clothes, being extraordinary neat 
and clean things : the Eggs they lay are as big as 
Peafe, which ;they leave to be hatched by the 
Sun, covering of ic firft with Sand: they are no 
fooner killed, but all their beauty vanifheth, and 
they become pale. It may be counted a fort 
of Camelion, partaking of the colour of thofe 
things on which it makes its ordinary refidence, 
for being about Palm-Trees, it is green, and 
about Orange-Trees, yellow, and the like. 

The Palm-Worm is remarkable from its infinite 
number of Feet, which are like Briftles under his 
Body, which, if purfued, help him to creep 
with incredible fwiftnefs. It’s half a foot long, 
the upper part covered with fwarthy Scales, 
which are hard, and joynted one within another, 
like the Tiles of a Houfe; but the moft danger 
in this Creature is, that he hath akind of Claw, 
both in Head and Tail, wherewith he pierces fo 
home, and poyfons the wound he makes therewith, 
that for the {pace of 24 hours the party feels great 
pain. 

There was feveral years fince brought from 
thence a Bird about the bignefs and fhape of a 
Swallow, only two large Feathers cn the Vail, 


a little fhorter, and,the Beak turned down, 
like

black under the Belly, fomething white, like our 
Swallows; in fhort, it isfo very like them, that it 
may be called the Swallow of America.

was no frefh Water in it; but the Exglifh, who 
have planted themfelves init, have met with fome 
few ‘Springs of frefh Water ; befides which, the 
Inhabitants, which are about 3 or 900 perfons, 
have made feveral Ponds and Cifterns for the pre- 
ferving of Rain-water. 
The Commodities of this Ifle 
Its Commodities. are Sugar, Indjco, Ginger, and 
Tobacco, &c.

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This Ifle doth abound with 
Fifh of allforts, amongft which Theo Fifh. 
the Shark-fifh deferves remark ; 
it is a kind of Sea-Wolf, or, Sea-Dog, the moft 
devouring of all Fifhes, and: the moft greedy. of 
Mans-flefh, and therefore exceeding dangerous to 
thofe that fwim ; he lives altogether by prey, and 
generally follows Ships, to feed onthe filth caft 
out of them intothe Sea. Thefe Monfters feem 
yellow in the water ; fome of them are of a vait 
length and bignefs, infomuch that they are able to 
cut aman in twoat one bite; their Skin fo rough, 
that they pollifh Wood with it, inftead of Files ; 
their Heads are flat, and the opening of their 
Mouths. is under their Snout, fo that they are 
forced to turn their Bellies almoft upward when 
they feize their prey ; their Teeth are very fharp 
and broad, jagged likea Saw, fome having three 
or four ranks in each Jaw-bone, they lye within 
their Gums, but fufficiently appear when there is 
occafion. Thefe cruel Sea-Dogs are attended by 
two or three {mall Fifhes, and fometimes more, 
which go before them with fuch fwiftnefs and ex- 
actnefs, that they go either forward or ftay as he 
doth: The Meat of him is not good, but the 
Brains are found to be good and profitable againit 
the Stone and Gravel. 

There is likewife found another ravenous Sea- 
Monfter, called the Becuze, a dreadful enemy to 
Man-kind, in fhape like a Pike, being about feven 
or eight foot long; he lives by prey, and furi- 
oufly faftens, like a Blood-hound, on the Men he 
perceives in the water. He carries away whatfo- 
ever he once faftens on, and his Teeth are fo veno- 
mous, that the leaft touch of them becomes mar- 
tal, if fome fovereign Antidote be not immediate- 
ly 
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( 62 ) 
ly applied, to divert and abate the Poyfon. 

There are another fort of Becuzes, by fome cal- 

led Sea Wood-Cocks, their Beaks being fomewhat 
likea Wood-Cock’s Bill, only the upper part much 
longer than the lower, and moves both Jaws with 
like facility, fome of them being four foot long, 
and twelve inches broad near the Head, whichis 
fomewhat like a Swines, with two large Eyes ex- 
treamly fhining ; he hath two Fins on the fides,and 
under the Belly a large Plume, rifing higher, likea 
Cock?s Comb, reaching from Head to Tail: Be- 
fides a long’folid Beak, it hath two forts of Horns, 
hard and black, and about .a foot and a half in 
length, which hang down under his Throat, and 
are particular to this kind of Fifh, and thefe he 
can eafily hide in a hollow place under his Belly, 
which ferves them for a fheath ; it hath no Scales, 
but a rough, black Skin on the Back, and the Meat 
is eatable. 
_ Another Fifh, found about thefe Iflands, is called 
the Sea-Urchin, or Hedge- Hog, and rightly deferves 
that Name; it is round as a Ball, and full of ex- 
ceeding fharp Prickles, which makes it to be fear- 
ed, and by feveral itis'called the Armed. Fifh; they 
are fent as Prefents to thofe that are curious , to 
hang in their Clofets. 

There is great plenty of moft forts of Wild 
Fowl,and not wanting in Venifon and Tame Cattel. 
The Commodities this Ifland affords are Sugar, 
Indico, Ginger, and Tobacco, &c. 
he Sea-Parrotsare very admirable, having ex- 
nary fparkling and beautiful Eyes, the Ball 
f being as clear-as Criftal, inclofed within 
as green as an Emerald, of which colour 
cales on their Backs; they have no Teeth, 
but Jaws above and below of a folidbone, very 
itrong, 
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trong, of the fame colour with their Scales, and 
divided into little compartiments, very beautiful 
tothe Eye; they live on Shell-fifh, and they cruth, 
as between two Milftones, with their hard Jaws, 
Oyfters, Mufcles, and other Shell-fifh, to get out 
the Meat. They arean excellent fort of Fifth to 
eat, and fo great, that fome of them have weigh- 
ed upward of twenty pound. 

The Dorado, by fome called the Sea-Bream, by 
others the Amber-fifh,is alfo common in thefe parts ; 
fo called, becaufe in the water the Head feemsto be 
of_a green guilt, and thereft of the Body as yel- 
low as Gold. It takes great pleafure and delight 
in following of Ships, but being fo fwift, is very 
hard to take, being extraordinary well furnifhed 
for f{wimming, having the fore-part of the Head 
fharp ; the Back briftles with prickles reaching to 
the Tail, which is forked ; two Fins on each fide 
the Head, and as many under the Belly, andthe 
whole Body rather broad than big’; all which give 
him a ftrange command of the water: he is as 
good Meat as a Trout or Salmon 5 they are caught 
only witha piece of white Linnen tyed to theHook. 

This [{fland alfo abounds with 
divers forts of Fowlsand Birds; Fewls and Birds. 
thofe of more thanan ordinary 
kind are the Cazades, which fome count the moft 
beautiful Bird inthe World, being under the Belly 
and Wings of a waving Aurora colour; the Back 
and one half of the Wings of a very bright Sky- 
colour; the Tail and greater Feathers of Wings 
are mixt with a {parkling Carnation, diverfified 
witha Sky ; upon the Back it is grafs-green with 
hining black , which very much addeth to the 
Gold and Azure of the other Plumage ; but the molt 
beautiful part is the Head covered with a kind of 
Murrey- 
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6 f@) 
Murrey-down, chequered with green, yellow, and 
a pale blew, which reaches waving oom to his 
Back, the Eye-lids being white, and the Apple of 
the Eye of a moft excellent yellow, and be like a 
ee fet in Gold ; it hathupon the Head a Toft, 
or Cap of Feathers, of a Vermilion red, fpark- 
ling like a lighted Coal, which is incompaffed by 
other {maller Feathers of a Pearl colour. It is 


about the bignefs of a Pheafant, and exceeding 


kind and familiar with its friends, but as fevere to 
its enemies. 

The Flamet is an exceeding large and beautiful 
Bird, about the bignefs of a wild Goofe ; his Beak 
is like a Spoon, his Legs and Neck very long, fo 
that his Body is three foot f from the ground, their 
Feathers being white when they are young, after 
Murrey, and when they come to beold, ofa bright 
Carnation, being rarely feen but in great compa- 
nies ; and their hearing and {melling is fo perfect, 
that they f{mell the Huntfmen and Fire-arms at a 
large diftance, and therefore, for fear of furprize, 
they make their aboad in the midft of the Fens, one 
of them be ing always Centinel while they are 
fearching about the waters fora livelihood ; as 
foon as he hears tl nec noife, or feesa man, he 
takes his flight it, and makes a great cry, ford fignal 
to th 1e reft to f slice him: when the Huntfmen 

e them, they get the wind of them, that they 

not fmell the Powder , and covering thenifelves 

sats n Ox-hide, creep on theit hands and’feet “till 

i ey get fuch an opportunity that they are fure of 
killing them. 





DESCRIPTION 


OF THE 


Ifland of SuVINCENT. 


| HE Ifland of St. Ysncent lies in the latitude ! 
of 16 degrees North from the Line, and is . a 
about 24 Miles in length, and 28 in | 
breadth, wherein are feveral high Situation. 
Mountains , having between them 
exceeding fruitful Plains, yielding good ftore of 
Sugar Canes, which grow naturally without plan- 
ting : It is well water’d with Rivers, and hath {e- 
veral convenient Harbours and Bays for Shipping. 
The Englifh have here fome fettlement, but are 
not very powerful, it being more populous of 
Caribeans, than of any poffefled by them, who 
have here many fair Villages, where they dwell 
exceeding pleafant, without the leaft difturbance ; 
and though they are jealous of thofe Strangers 
that live near them, and keep Guard when they 
come upon their Roads, yet they do not deny 
Caffavy Bread, Water, Fruits, and other Provi- 
fions growing in their Country, to them that want 
them, taking in exchange Wedges, Hooks, and 
other Implements of Iron, which they much 
efteem. Their fimplicity is very remarkable in 
_teveral things, as in admiring our Fire-Arms, but 
FE efpe- 
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( 66) 
efpecially Fire-Locks, to which they {eeno fire put, 
as to Muskets, and therefore believe Aaboya, or 
the Devil, fets them on fire; they believe when 
the Moon is Eclipfed, the Devil eats her; they 
daunce all night, making a noife with Gourds , 
wherein are many pebble ftones ; when they fmell 
any evil fcent, they cry, M4aboya, or the Devil, 75 
here, let us be gone from him. 

Some time fince, moft of the Caribeans were per- 
{waded, that Gun-powder was the Seed of fome 
Hearb, infomuch that fome of them fowed it in 
their Gardens. ‘They never make ufe of Salt, ac- 
counting it very prejudicialto health, and when 
they fee Chriftians ufe it, cry, Compere, thou 
haftneth thy own death, but inftead thereof, they 
feafon all things with 4merican Pepper : Neither 
do they eat Swines-flefh, for this fimple reafon, 
leaft they fhould have {mall Eyes like that Beatt, 
which they judge the greateft deformity; nor 
Tortoife or Turtle, left they fhould participate 
of its lazinefs and ftupidity. They have nonotion 
of aDeity, fo that neither Prayers, Ceremonies, 
Sacrifices, or any Exercife or Aflembly whatfoe- 
ver, isto be found amongft them; but fay, the 
Earth is their indulgent Mother, who furnifhes 
them with all things neceflary to Life. If any 
difcourfe to them about God, and the Myfteries 
of our Religion, they hearken attentively, but in 
the end, anfwer as it were in jeft, Friend, thon 
art very eloquent and fubtile, 1 wifh I could talk as 
well as thee. Nay, they fometimes fay, Thatif 
they fhould be perfwaded by fuch Difcourfes, 
their Neighbours would laugh at them. A'cer- 
tain Caribean being at work on a Sunday, Moun- 
fieur Jontel faid to him, Friend, He that made 
Heaven and Earth will be angry with thee for working 
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on this Day, for he hath appointed this Day for his 
Service : And 1, replied the Savage very biuntly, 
am already very angry with hims for thon fay st he ts

Master of the World and the Seafons, He it 1s therefore 


that hath forborn to fend Rainin due time, and by rea- 


Son of the great Drougth, hath caufed my Manioc and 


my Potatoes to rot in the ground; now fince he hath 
treated me fo ill, I will work on every Sunday o7 pur- 
pofeto vexbim: A pregnant Example of the Bru- 
tality of this wretched People. 

They have a natural fentiment of fome Divinity 
or Superior Power, that hath its Refidence in Hea- 
ven, which they fay is content to enjoy quietly the 
delights of his own felicity, without being offen- 
ded at the ill actions of Men ; and is endued with 
fo great goodnefs, as not to take any Revenge, 
even of his Enemies, from whence they render 
Heaven neither Honour nor Adoration, interpre- 
ting its liberality and long-fufferance , an effect 
either of its weaknefs or indifference towards Man- 
kind, believing that there area number of Good 
and Evil Spirits, the Good being their Gods, and 
every one imagines he has one particularly defign’d 
for his Conduct, yet will not acknowledge them 
Creators of the World: And when the Chriftians 
tell them, we adore that God who made Heavei 
and Earth, and caufeth the Earth to bring forth 
Fruits and Herbs for our nourifhment ; they an- 

fwer, It is true, thy God hath made the Heaven 
and Earth, of France, (or fome other Country 


which they name) and caufes the Wheat to grow 
there; but our God has made our Country, and 
caufes our Manioc to grow. This Manioc is a 
Root of a fall Tree or Shrub, whercof the C Ar im 
beans make Bread. When they are recovered of 


fome Difeafe, they fet a little Table at the end of 
F 2 their 
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er a, 
their Hutts, and upon it their Offerings, but with- 
out the leaft Adoration or Prayers 5 yet they in- 
vocate their Falfe Gods, when they defire his pre- 
fence ; but this is done by their Priefts, and that 
upon four occafions. 1. To Demand Revenge. 
>. To be Healed of Difeafes. 3. Toknow the 
Event of their Wars. 4. To invocate them to 
carry away their Great Devil, or M4aboya, for they 
never pray to him: His Invocation is by Sing'ng 
fome words, and burning Tobacco, the fcent 
whereof is fo pleafant, that it makes this little 
Devilappear. And when their feveral Priefts call 
upon their feveral Gods together, as they {peak, 
thefe Gods, or rather Devils, rail, quarrel, and 
feem to fight with each other. Thefe Demons 
fhelter themfelves fometimes in the Bones of dead 
Men, taken out of the Graves, and wrapt in Cot- 
ton, and thereby give Oracles, faying, it is the 
Soul of the deceafed Perfon; they make ufe of 
them to bewitch their Enemies, the Sorcerers 
wrapping up thefe Bones with fomething that be- 
longs to the Enemy. 

Thefe Devils do alfo fometimes enter into the 
Bodies of Women, and fpeak by them, clearly an- 
{wering all queftions demanded: After the Boy or 
Prieft isretir’d, the Devil ftirs the Veflels, and 
makes a noife with his Jaws, as if he were eating 
and drinking the Prefents prepared for him, but 
the next day they find he hath not medled with any 
thing. Thefe poor Wretches complain that fome- 
times A4aboya beats them feverely, which though 
fome impute to melancholy Dreams, -yet other 
Perfons of Quality and exquifite Knowledge, who 
have lived long in St. Vincent's Mand, do affirm, 
that the Devils do effectually beat them, and they 
often fhew on their Bodies the vifible marks of the 
blows 
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( 69 ) 
blows they have received:Sometimes they make hor- 

rid complaint of his Cruelty, faying, That of late he 

is mightily incenfed againft the C aribeans,, accoun- 

ting the Exropeaas happy that their Maboya doth 

not beat them. ‘Thofe who have been very con- 

verfant with them, and have likewile been at their 

Affemblies, fay, That notwithftanding their Ig- 

noranceand Irreligion,they fear, more than Death, 

the Evil Spirit whom they call Aaboya, for he 

doth many times appear to them in moft dreadful 

and hideous Shapes, and what is more remarkable, 

is, that this unmerciful and. bloody Executioner, 

who is an infatiable Murtherer fromthe beginning 

of the World, moft cruelly torments and wounds 

thofe miferable People, when they are not fo for- 

ward as he would have them to engage in War ; 

fo that when they are reproach’d with Blood-thir- 
ftinefs, their anfwer is, They are forced thereto 

by Maboya againft their Wills. 

It is this moft cruel and bloody Spirit that cau- 
fes them to act fuch barbarous Cruelty upon thofe 
they take in War, in relating which, I had need 
dip my Penin Blood, being to draw fich a Picture 
which muft needs raife horror in the Beholder. 
In which there appears nothing but Inhumanity, 

3arbarifm and Rage, to fee Rational Creatures 
devouring thofe of the fame kind with them, and 
filling themfelves: with their flefh and blood, a 
thing which Pagans heretofore thought fo full of 
Execration, that they imagined the Sun withdrew 
himfelf,becaufe he would not give fight to fuch bloo- 
dy Banquets. When thefe Cannibals, or Eastern Men, 
(here their proper Names) have brought home a 
Prifoner of War of the Arovagues, he belongs of 
right to him who either feized him. in Fight, 
or took him running away ; being brought to 
F 3 this 
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this Ifland, he keeps him fafe in his Houfe, and 
after he has made him faft four or five days, pro- 
duces him upon fome Solemn Day of Debauch, .to 
ferve for a Publick Sacrifice, to the mortal hatred 
of his Country-men toward that Nation. If any 
of their Enemies die on the place of Battel, they 
eat then there; they defign only for Slavery the 
young Maids and Women taken in War ; they 
have tafted ofall the Nations that frequent them, 
and upon experience affirm, that the Frexch are 
the mo{t tender, and the Spaniards the hardelt of 
digeftion ; but riow they feed-on no Chriftians 
at all. 

They abftain from feveral Cruelties formerly 
ufed before they killed their Enemies, for now 
they think it:enough to difpatch them at a blow 
or two witha Club, and afterwards cut them into 
pieces, and having boyl’d them, they devour them: 
They heretofore put them to feveral torments be- 
fore they gave them the mortal blow, which de- 
plorable-Relation they themfelves have given to 
thofe who have been curious, from their own 
mouths. Thofe who have been fo unfortunate in 
the time of War, to fall as Prifoners into their 
Hands, are not ignorant of the cruel torments 
they defign againft them, and therefore to arm 
themfelves with conftancy , and to exprefs how 
generous a People the Avouagues are, march very 
chearfully to the place of Execution, being neither 
bound nor dragged thereto, but prefent them- 


{elves with a mild and fteady countenance before

the whole Affembly, which they know defire no- 
thing fo much as their Death, and expecting their 
abufes and bitter difcourfes, prevent them in thefe 
tetms ‘* I know wel] enough upon what account 
‘* you have brought me to this Place, I doubt et 
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<¢ but you are defirous to fill yourfelves with my 
«¢ blood, and that you are impatient to exercife 
¢¢ your teeth upon my-body ; but you have not fo 
‘much reafon to triumph, to fee me in this con- 
<¢ dition; nor I much to be troubled, my Coun- 
“ try-men having put your Predecellors to greater 
<¢ miferies than you are now able to invent againit 
“¢ me, and I have done my part with them in 
‘ mangling, maflacring and devouring your Peo- 
¢ ple, your Friends, and your Fathers ; befides 
‘this, I have Relations who will not fail to re- 
“ venge my quarrel with advantage upon you, and 
“upon your Children, for the moft inhumane tor- 
“ tures you intend againft me, what torment foe- 
& ever the moft ingenious cruelty can dictate 
“to you, for the taking away of my life isnothing 
‘© in comparifon of thofe which my generous Na- 
“tion prepares for you in exchange; therefore 
¢¢ delay not the utmoft of your cruelty any longer, 
ond affure yourfelves, | both flight and laugn

The Great Soul of our Arovagses was not on 
his Lips,, but likewife fhewed it alfoin the elfe

burnt his Sides with a flaming Brand, another cut 
great gobbets of flehh out of him, and had cut big- 
ger if the bones would have admitted it, and then 
they caft Pepper into his wounds ; others diver- 
ted themfelves in fhooting Arrows at the poor Pa- 
tient, and every one took pleafure in tormenting 
ofhim; but he fuffer’d with the fame unconcer- 
ned countenance, and exprefled not the leaft fenfe 
of pain. After they had thus {ported along time 
with the poor wretch, and growing weary of 
infulting and out-braving by his con{tancy, which 
feemed {till the fame, one of them came, and with 
one blow difpatch’d him with his Club. This is 
the Ufage wherewith the  Caribeans heretofore 
treated their Prifoners of War,but now they think 
itenough to put themtoa {peedy death. - As foon 
as this unfortunate perfon is thus laid dead upon 
the place, the young Men take the Body, ‘and ha- 
ving wafhed it, cut it in pieces, and then boy] 
fome part, and broyl fome upon wooden Frames, 
made for that purpofe, like a Gridiron, When 
this deteftable Difh is ready, and feafoned accor- 
ding to their Palats, they divide it into fo many 
parts as there are Perfons prefent, and joyfully 
devour it, thinking the World cannot afford 
equal therewith, fo that the Women lick the very 
flicks whereon the Fat dropped, not fo much from 
the delicionfhefs they find in that kind of fufte- 
nance, as fromthe exceflive pleafure they receive 


in being revenged in that manner on their chiefeft 
Enemies ; and to heighten 
againit the Arovagues, t 
from it, and preferveit 
few drops thereof in 
folemn Entertainm 


this rage and hatred 
hey fave the Fat that comes

HE Ifland of Dominica is fituated it Its Situa- 
| the Latitude of 15 Degrees,30 Mi- ton. 
nutes, and about 12 Leagues in length, 
and 8 in breadth. On the Weft-fideis a very con- 
venient Harbour for Ships. It is very mountainous 
in the midft, which incompafles an inacceflable 
bottom, where, fromthe tops of certain Rocks, 
may be feen an infinite number of Dragons, Vi- 
pers, and other moft venomous and dreadful 
creatures, whom none dares come near, yet there 
are many Fertile Villages, producing feveral Com- 
modities, but chiefly Tobacco, which is planted 
by the Englifh ; but the Natives, which are Caa- 
bals, and very barbarous, doth much hinder the 
coming of the Exglifh to fettle there ; for the Can- 
ribeans are very populous in it, and have a long 
time entertained thofe who come to vilit them 
with a ftory of a vaft monftrous Serpent that fre- 
quented that bottom ; affirming, that there was 
on its Head a very {parkling Stone, like a Car- 
buncle of ineftimable price, which it commonly 
covered 
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74) 
covered with a thin moving skin, like a Mans eye- 
lid, but when he drank or {ported himfelf in that 
deep bottom, it was fully and plainly difcovered, 
the Rocks and all about ce place receiving a won- 
derful luftre from the fire, ifluing out of that pre- 
cious Crown. 

They are generally, very friendly with the 
French, and upon the appEpage of any of their 
Ships, feveral Canoes, with three or four Indians 
in each of them, immediately meet them and con- 

duc them tothe Havens, where they may fafely 
Anchor. And having prefented the Captain and 
others Officers with the choiceit of thofe Country- 
Fruits, they commonly bring them, they offer the 
reft in exchange, for Fithing: ‘hooks, and other fuch 
kind of trifles, which they : account precious. » But 
to the Englijh they havea great averfion, concei- 
ved, as is reported, upon thts occafion: Some evil- 
minded Exglifh-men, under the Flags of other Na- 
tions , having, by. pretended kindnefs and little 
gifts, gotten divers of them on board their Ships, 
and made them merry with Aqua Vite and Brandy, 
which Ae love extreamly, they fuddenly hoifted 
up fail, and carried away thofe poor, innocent 
pe who expected no fuch Treachery, from 
fuch pretended Friends. And although the Ezglijh 
have indeavoured to fatisfie them, yet fo impla- 
cable is their temper, that they can’t be perfwaded 
to forget or fone ethe injury; but, next fo the 

Arovagues, a People on te Continent, they hate 

the Englifl h as their worft Enemies: and to fuch 

an height of envy hath this Aétion exafperated 
them, that they hate the very Language, and can’t 
indure to hear it {poken, and if a French man, or 
any other at peace with them, happep,through for- 
petfulnefs, to make ufe of an Englifh Expreflion, 
in 
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+n difcourfing with them, he runs the hazard of 
contracting his envy for ever upon himfelf. Nor 
dothey fail, when they find opportunity, to make 
incurfions into Montferrat, Antego, and other of our 
Engli(h Settlements, plundering and burning down 
their Houfes, and carrying away fuch Men, Wo- 
men and Children as they can get into their hands 
by farprife, but do not eat them as they do the 
Arovagues. 3x 
They can’taindure to be called Cannibals: they 
do eat the flefh of their enemies, which they. fay 
is to gratifie their revenge, and not out of any 
delicacy they findinthe meat. ‘T hey are for the 
moft part of a good tractable difpofition, and 
fch enemies to feverity , that thofe of them 
that fall into the hands of the Europeans’, Or 
any other Nation, if their Mafters treat them 
with rigour, they die out of pure grief. “They 
defpife Riches, and often reproach the £uro- 
peans for their avarice and exceflive defire of 
Wealth, not only for themfelves, but thofe that 
come after them too, fince the Earth will find 
a fufficiency for all men, who will take pains to 
manure it; telling them, that they never per- 
plex and torture themfelves with cares for thofe 
things whereby their Lives are preferved ; and 
yet, for any thing they can fee to the contrary, 
they are fatter in flefh and much happier in the 
whole courfe of their Lives, than thofe that do 
always eat and drink of the belt. And, to fay the 
truth, they are a People that live without ambi- 
tion, vexation, or difquieting themfelves witha 
fruitlef$ thoughtfulnefs about future Events 5 ha- 
ving no defire of acquiring Wealth and Honour, 
flighting Gold and Silver as things not worth the 


valuing , protefting they can't but wonder we 
fhould 
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fhould efteem, fo much as we do, feeing we are 
fo well furnifhed with things much more valuable 
and beautifuller, as they efteem Glafs, Criftal, 
and the like tobe. When they fee any of the 
Chriftians are perplex’d, they cry, Compeer, which 
fignifies Friend or Goflip, How miferable dot thou 
make thy Life, by expofing thy felf to fuch long and 
aangerous Voyages, oppreffing thy felf with cares and 
the inordinate deftre of getting Wealth, which puts 
thee to'all this trouble, and is the occafion of the va- 
rious inconvemencies thou every day meetest withal, 
from whith we are wholly free. And that which yet 
feems'to me much ftranger, is, your being no le[s dif- 
quieted about the Goods youhave already gotten, than 
you are about thofe you defire to obtain. Thou art al- 
ways im fear lest fomebody fhonld rob thee by Land 
or by Sea, or that thy Gooas fhould fuffer Shipwreck, 
or thou fhouldest fuffer dammage by their coming too 
late for the Market, And by this means thon growest 
old vefore thy time, thy Hair turns grey, thy Body 
waxes lean, thy Forehead wrinkled, a thoufand in- 
convemencies attend thy Perfon, and as many afflittions 
furround thy Heart, and hurries thee with the greater 
[peed to thy Grave. What a ftrange thing ’tis, that 
thou canst not content thy felf with what thy own 
Countrey proauces, and contemn Riches, as thou feest 
usdo. Or tell me, Doth that Wealth which you Chri- 
fitans purfue with fo much eagernefs, tend to your 
aavancement in holinefs? doth it prevent your dying, 
or can you carry any of tt ito that Eternity you fome- 
times talk of. ) 
Sometimes they will upbraid the Earopeans with 
manifeft injuftice,in invading their Country; Aa- 
ving driven us from Mevis, Montferrat, Antego, @e. 
none of all which did by any pretence of right belong 
to you, and threatning ftill to take away what w left’; 
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What fhall become of the poor Caribeans! Whither 
foal we fly next for Fabitatsons would you have us 
goand dwell inthe Sea with the Fifhes 2? Which kind 
of Difcourfes fhew them not to be fo Savage as 
thofe of St. Vincents. 

They are great enemies to thieving, and live 
without diftruft of each other, frequently lea- 
ving their Houfes and Plantations without any to 
look to them; but if they chance to lofe any 
thing, though but a little Knife, they.will weep 
and grieve a Week after; and if any Chriftians 
live near, they prefently fufpect them, and fay, 
Some Chriftian hath been here. And in their Com- 
plaints to any of the French Governours, this is 
commonly the firft: Thy Mariners (for fo they 
call all ftrangers) have taken away a Knife (or fome 
fuch fmall trifle) out of my Cottage. 

They are a People linked in one common intreft, 
and love each other extreamly, fo that very rarely 
any difference arifeth amongtt them; but if they 
are by chance offended , though it be by one of 
their own People, they feldom ever forget it, but 
ftudy all imaginable ways of revenge, and when 
their Sorcerers tell them fuch an one hath done 
them the Mifchief that happens to them, they 
watch all opportunities to kill him, crying out, 
He bath bewitched me, I will be revenged on 
him. 

They bear great refpect to ancient people, the 
younger fort complying in all things with their 
fentiments and wills. Their Youths have no 
converfation either with their Maids or married 
Women, and are generally lefs amorous than 
thofe of the Female Sex, though both are very 
chaft, a Vertue worthy admiration in a barbarous 

People that go naked. But, by the pernicious 
: Examples 
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Examples the Chriftians have fet them, they are 
now grown fomewhat more loofe. They are 
great lovers of Neatnefs, which is not very ufual 
among Savages, for if a man fhould but eafe him- 
felf in their Garden where their Potatoes grow, 
they will forfake them. :

Town, Woodbridge, and Pifcataway: which are all 
inhabited by a fober and induftrious People, who if 
have neceflary Provifions for themfelves and Fa- it 
milies, and for the comfortable Entertainment of i 
Strangers and Travellers. And this Colony is ex- 
perimentally found generally to agree well with 
Englifh Conftitutions. ' 

For Navigation it hath thefe 
advantages, not only to be fi- Jts Advantanges 
tuate along the Navigable part for Navigation. 
of Hudfon’s River, but lies alfo 
fifty Miles on the main Sea. And near the midf 
of this Province isthat noted Bay for Ships, with- 
in Sand- Hook, very well known not to be inferiour 
to any in America, where Ships not only har- 
bour in greateft ftorms, but ride fafe with all 
winds, and fail in and out thence, as wellin Win- 
ter as Summer. 

For Fifhery, the Sea-banks there are very well 
ftored with variety of Fifh, not only fuch as are 
profitable for Transfportation, but 
fit for: Food there; As Whales, Ced- - Its Fifh. 
fih,Cole,and Hake-fifh, large Adackarel, 
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and many other forts of flat and fimall Fifh. The 
Bay alfo, and Aud/on’s River, are plentifully 
ftored with Sturgeon, Great Baffe, and other Scale- 
fifth ; Eels and Shell-fifh, as Oyfters, &c. in great 
plenty and eafie to take.

Waters. _ plied with lovely Springs, Rivulets,. 

In-land Rivers , and Creeks which 

fall into the Sea, and Hud/on’s River, in which is 

much plenty and variety of frefh-Fifh and Water-

There is alfo great plenty of 

Trees. Oak;Timber , fit for Shipping , and 

Maits for Ships, and other variety

duceth variety of good delicious Fruits ; as,Grapes, 
Plums, Mulberries, Apricocks, Peaches, Pears, Ape 
ples, Quinces, Water- Melons, &c. which are here 
in England planted in Orchards and Gardens. 
Thefe, as alfo many other Fruits which come to 
perfection in England, are the more natural pro- 
duct of this Country. 

There are already great ftore 
of Hor fes » Cows, Hogs, and fome Cattel. 
Sheep, which may be bought at 
reafonable prices, with Exglifh.Money, or Englib 
Commodities, or Man’s Labour, where Moneys 
and Goods are wanting. What fort of Mine or 
Minerals are in the Bowels of the Earth, after- 
time muft produce, the Inhabitants not having 
yet employed themfelves in fearch thereof. But 
there is already a Melting-Furnace and Forge fet 
upin this Colony, where is made good Iron, which 
is of great beneficto the Country. It is exceed- 
ingly well furnifhed with fafe and 
convenient Harbours for Ship- Harbours, 
ping ; whichis of great advan- 
tage to that Countrey, and affords already for 
Exportation great plenty of Horfes ;and alfo Beef, 
Pork, Pipe-ftaves, Boards, Bread, Flower, Wheat,

thereof that Colony has been confiderably peo- 
pled, and that much, from the adjacent Coun- 
tries, where they have not only for many years en- 
joyed their Eftates according to the Conceflions, 
but alfo to an interrupted exercife of their parti- 
cular Perfwafions in Matters of Religion ; and we 


the prefent Proprietors, fo foon as any perfons

The Englifh that are fettled 
Bu ying of Lands. here, buy the Lands of the:Na- 
duis tives, and give them real fatif- 
faction for the fame, whereby they are aflured of 
rae love and friendfhip for ever, and the poor 
‘eatures are never the worfe, but much better, 
as themfelves confefs ; being now fupplied , by 
way of Trade, with all they want or ftand in need 
of, Hunting and eihine as they did before, ex- 
cept in App or planted Ground, bring home to 
the Engl:{h feven er eight fat Bucks i ina day. 
I Thete j isa Town called Burlington, which will 
quickly be a. place of great Trade ; their Or- 
chards are fo laden. with Fruit, .that the very 
Bradches have been torn away with the weight 
thereof; it is delightful to the eye, and moft de- 
licious to the tafte ; Peaches in fuch plenty, that 
they bring them home in Carts; they are véry 
delicate Fruit, and hang almoft like our Oxious 
tied upon Ropes: jThey receive forty Bufhels of 
good Engh{b Whea t, for one Bufhel fown. . Cher- 
vies they have in abundance, and Fowl and Fifh 
ereat plenty, with feveral that are unknown in 
rere are likewile, Bears, Wolves, Foxes, 
Rattle- Snakes fear Gogell alotherCreatures,as Limagia, 
(fa ith my Author) becaufe the Indians bring fuch 
Skins to ie bug I have travelled feveral hundred 
of Miles t and fro, yet never, to my knowledge, 
faw one of Babe except two Rattle-Snakes, and 
killed them both, fothat the fearof them is more 
than the hurt: neither are we troubled with the 
Jdusk:to-fiy in this place, our Land lying generally 
high and healthy, and they being commonly in 
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bogey ground. With common and reafonable 
care there may in a few years be Horfes, Beef, 
Pork, Flonr, Bisket and Peafe to fpare; yea, this 
Country will produce Honey, Wax, Silk, Hemp, 
Flax, Hops, Woad, Rapefeed, Madder, Potaz{hes, 
Anmfeed, and Salt, Hides, raw or tann d; and 
there is avery large vaft Creature, called 4 Adso/e, 
of whofe Skins are made excellent Buff; belides 
the natural product of Pitch, Tar, Rozin, Eur: 
pentine, &c. As for Furs, they are Beaver, black 
Fox, and Ozter, with divers other forts. The 
Tobacco is excellent upon the River Delaware. 
There may be very- good fifhing for Cod and 
Cufh, as feveral have found by experience, who 
have caught great plenty of well-grown Fifh. 
Upon the whole matter, this Province affords 
allthat is either for the Neceflity, Conveniency, 
Profit or Pleafure of Humane Life; and it may 
therefore be reafonably expected, that this Coun- 
try, with the reft of America, may in a few 
Agesbe throughly peopled with Chriftianity. And 
this fhall fuffice for New Ferfey.

: HE Country itfelf inits Soil, Air, Water, 
Seafons, and Product, both Naturaland Ar- 
tificial, is not to be defpifed. 
The Land contains divers forts of 
Farth; as Sand, yellow and black, Jts Soil. 
poor and rich: Alfo Gravel, both 
loomy and dufty; and in fome places a faft, fat 
Earth, like to our beft Vales in Exgland, efpecially 
by Inland-Brooks and Rivers ; God, in his wifdom, 
hath ordered it fo, that the Advantages of the 
Country are divided, the Back-Lands being gene- 
rally three to one richer than thofe that lye by 
Navigable Waters ; we have much of another

For the Seafons of the Year, ha- 
Its Climate. ving, by God’s goodnefs, now lived 
over the coldeft and hotteft, that 
the oldeft liver in the Province can remember, I 
can fay fomething to an Englifh underftanding. 
Firft, Of the Fall, forthen I came in: I foundit 
from the 24th of Oétober, to the beginning of 
December, as we have it ufually in Seprember, or 
rather like an Exglsjh mild Spring. From December, 
to the beginning of the Month called A4arch, we 
had fharp, frofty weather ; not foul, thick, black. 
weather , as our North-Eaft Winds bring with 
themin Exgland, but a Sky as clear as in Summer, 
and the Air dry, cold, piercing, and hungry; yet 
I remember not, that I wore more Clothes than 
in England. The reafon of this cold is given from 
the great Lakes thaz are fed by the Fountains of 
Canada. The Winter before wasas mild, fcarce 
any Ice at all; while this for afew days frozeup 
our great River Delaware. From that Month, to 
the Month called Juve, we enjoyed a {weet Spring, 
no Guits, but gentle Showers anda fineSky. Yet 
this [ obferve, that the Winds here, as there, are 
moft incon{tant Spring and Fall, upon that turn of 
Nature, thanin Summeror Winter. From thence, 
to this prefent Month, which ended the Summer, 
(commonly fpeaking) we have had extraordinary 
eats, yet mitigated fometimes by cold Breezes. 
The Wind that rules the Summer-feafon, is ithe 
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rare to want th om North-Weftern feven 
days together, and whatever Mifts, Fogs, or Va- 
pours, foul the Heavens by Eafterly or Southerly 
Winds, in two hours time aresblown away ; the

one is always followed by the other. A Remedy 
that feems to be a peculiar Providence in it to 
the Inhabitants; the multitude of Trees yet 
{tanding , being liable to retain Mifts and Va- 
“pours, and yet not one quarter fo thick as I ex- 
ecreds 

The natural produé& of the Coun- 
try of Vegetables, is Trees, Fruits, Vegetables. 
Plants, Flowers 3 the Trees of moft 
Note, are, the Black Walnut, Cedar, Cyprus, 
Chefnut, Poplar, Gum-wood, Hickery, Saflafras, 
Afh , Beech, and Oak of divers forts, as Red, 
White and Bleck; Spanifh Chefnut and Swamp, 
the moft durable of all ; of all which there is plen- 
ty for ufe of Man. 

The Fruits that I find inthe Woods, 

are, the white and black Mulberry,Chef- | Fruits. 
uts, Walnut, Plums, Strawberries, 
Cranberries, Hurtleberries, and Grapes of divers 
forts, the great red Grape, (now Ripe) called by 
ignorance , the Fox-Grape (becaufe of the relifh 
it hath with unskilful palates) is init felf an ex- 
traordinary Grape, and by art doubtlefs may be 
cultivated to an excellent Wine, if not fo fweet, 
yet little inferiour tothe Frentiniack, asit isnot 
much unlike in tafte, ruddinefs fet afide, which in 
fuch things, as well as Mankind, differs the cafe 
much. ‘There is a white kind of Muskadel, and 
a little black Grape, like the clufter of Grapes in 
England, not yet fo ripe as the other, but they tell 
me whenripe, fweeter, and that they only want 
skilful Vinerons to make good ufe of them; Jiz- 
tend to venture on it with my French-Man this Seafon, 
who fhews [ome knowledge 1m thofe things. 

Here are alfo Peaches, very good, and in great 
quantities, not an Indian PIintation without them ; 
Dut 
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but whether naturally here at firft, [knew not, 
however one may have them by Bufhels for little ; 
they make a pleafant Drink, and I think not infe- 
riour to any Peach you have in England, except 
the true Newington. Tis difputable with me, 
whether it be beft to fall to Fining the Fruits of 
the Country, efpecially the Grapes, by the care 
and skill of Art, or fend for Forreign Stems and 
Sets already good and approved ; it feems moft 
reafonable to believe, that not only a thing grow- 
eth beft, where it naturally grows; but will hard- 
ly be equall’d by another’s Species of the fame 
kind, that doth not naturally grow there. | But 
to refolve this doubt, I intend: (if God give me 
life) totry both, and hope the Confequences will 
be as good Wine as any Exropean Countries of the 
fame Latitude do yield. 
The artificial Product of the Coun- 
Its Produit. try, is Wheat, Barley, Oats, Rye, 
Peafe , Beans , Squafhes, Pumkins , 
Water-Melons, Musk-Melons, and all Herbs and 
Roots that our Gardens in England ufually bring 
forth. 
Of Living Creatures, as Fifh, 
Living Crea- Fowl, and the Beait of the Woods, 
tures. here are divers forts, fome for 
Food and Profit, and fome for Pro- 
fit only; for food as well as profit, the Elk, as 
big as a {mall Ox, Deer bigger than ours, Bea- 
ver, Racoon, Rabbits, Squirrils, and fome eat 
young Bear, and commend it. Of Fowls of the 
Land, there is the Turkey, (forty or fifty pound 
weight) which is very great ; Pheafants, Heath- 
Birds, Pidgeons, and Patridges in abundance : 
Of the.Water, the Swan, Goofe, white and gray, 
Ducks , Teal, alfo tle Snipe and Curloe, pe. 
tnat 
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that in great numbers; but the Duck and Teal 
excel, nor fo good have I ever eat in other Coun- 
tries. Of Fil, there is the Sturgeon, Herring, 
Rock, Shad, Catfhead, Eel, Smelt, Pearch, Roch; 
and in Inland Rivers, Trout, fome fay Salmon, 
above the Falls. OfShell-fifh, we have Oyfters, 
Crabs, Cockles, Concks, Mufeta’s ; fome Oyfters 
fix Incheslong, ; and onefort of Cockles, as big 
as the ftewing Oyiter; they make a rich Broth. 
The Creatures for profit only, by Skin or Furr, 
and that are natural to thofe Parts, are the Wild- 
Cat, Panther, Otter, Wolf, Fox, Fifer, Minx, 
Musk-Rat: And of the Water, the Whale for 
Oyl, of which we have good ftore 5 and two com- 
panies of Whalers, whofe Boats are built, will 
foon begin their work, which hath the appearance 
of a confiderable improvement to nothing of our 
reafonable hopes, of good Cod in the Bay.’ We 
have no want of Horfes, and fome are very good, 
& fhapely enough ; two Ships have been fraighted 
to Barbadoes with Horfes and Pipe-ftaves, fince my 
coming in; here is alfo plenty of Cow-Cattel, and 
fome Sheep ; the People Plow moftly with Oxen. 
There are divers Plants, that 

not only the Jndians tell us, but Plants, 

we have had occafion to prove, by 

Swellings, Burns, Cuts, @c. that they are of great 
virtue, fuddenly curing the Patient 5 and for {mell, 
I have obferved feveral, efpecially one, the wild 
Mirtle ; the other | know not what to call, but are 
moft fragrant ; the Woods are adorned with love- 
ly Flowers, for colour, greatnefs, figure and va- 
riety ; I have feen the Gardens of London belt fto- 
red with that fort of beauty, but think they may 
be improved by our Woods; I have fent a few to

The Natives 1 fhall confider in their Perfons, 
Language, Manners, Religion and Government, with 
my fenfe of their Origizal. For 
Their Perfons. - their Perfons, they are. generally 
tall, itreight, well built, and of 
fingular proportion; they tread ftrong and cle- 
ver, and moftly walk with a lofty Chin; of 
Gomplexion black, but by defign, as the Gypfies 
in England, they greafe themfelves with Bear’s 
Fat clarif’d, and ufing no defence againft Sun or 
Weather, there Skins muft needs be {warthy; 
their Eye is little and black, not unlike a ftreight- 
look’d Jew; the thick Lip and flat Nofe, fo fre- 
quent tothe Eaft-Indians and Blacks, are not com- 
mon to them ; for I have feen as comely European- 
like Faces among them, of both, as on your fide 
the Sea; and truly an J/¢aliaz Complexion hath 
not much more of the White, and the Nofes of 

feveral of them have as much of the Roman. 
Their Lazguage is lofty, yet narrow, but like 
the Hebrew;,in Signification full, ° 
Their Language. like Short-hand in Writing; one 
: word fetveth in the place of 
three, and the reft are fupplied by the underftan- 
ding of the Hearer; imperfect in their Tenfes , 
wanting in their Afcods, Participles, Adverbs, Con- 
junctions, Interjections: 1 have made it my bufinefs 


to underftand it, that I might not want an Inter- 


preter on any occafion; and I muft fay, I know 
not a Lenguage, {poken in Ewrope,that hath words 
of more fweetnefs or greatnefs, in Accent and Em- 
phafis,than theirs; for Inftance,Oétorockon Rancocas, 
Oriston, Schakamazon, Poquefin, all which are 
Names of Places, and have grandeur in them of 
words 
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words of fweetnefs: Amma is Mother, J/fimus a 
Brother, Wetapa Friend, Ufque oret very good, 
PoruBread, Adetfe eat, Matta no, Hatta to have, 
Payo to come, Sepaffen, Paffejou, the Names of Pla- 
ces; Lamane, Secane, Menanfe, Secatereus, are the 
Names of Perfons; if one ask them of any thing 
they have not, they will anfwer, Ad4utts ne hotta, 
which to Tranflate, is, mot I bave, inftead of, I 
have not. 
Of their Cuffoms and Manners 
there is much to be faid. I will Cufoms and 
begin with Children: So,foon as Manners. 
they are born, they wafh them in 
Water ; and while very young, and in cold Wea- 
ther to chufe, they plunge them inthe Rivers to 
harden and embolden them: Having wrapt them 
ina Clout, they lay them ona ftrait thin Board, a 
little more than the length & breadth of theChild, 
and {waddle it faft upon the Board, to make it 
itreight ; wherefore all Indians have flat Heads 5 
and thus they carry them at their Backs. The 
Children will go very young, at nine Months com- 
monly ; they wear only a {mall Clout round their 
Waift till they are big ; if Boys, they goa Fifhing 
till ripe for the Woods, which is about fifteen s 
then they Hunt, and having given fome proofs of 
their Manhood, by a good return of Skins, they 
may Marry, elfe it is fhame to think of a Wife. 
The Girls ftay with their Mothers, and help to 
Hoe the Ground, Plant Corn, and carry Burthens ; 
and they do well to ufe them to that Young, which 
they muft do when they are Old; for the Wives 
are the true Servants of their Husbands ; other- 
wife the Men are very affectionate to them. When 
the young Women a fit for Marriage, they wear 
Jomething upontheir Heads for an va ei ant 
H ue 
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(98 ) 
but fo as their Faces are hardly tobe feen, but when 
they pleafe: The Age they Marry at, if Women, 
is about thirteen and fourteen ; if Men, feventeen 
and eighteen; they are rarely elder: their Houfes 
are Mats, or Barks of Trees, fet on Poles, inthe 
fafhion of an Englifh Barn, but out of the power 
of the Winds, for they are hardly higher than a 
man; they lieon Reeds or Grafs. In travel they 
lodge in the Woods about a great fire, with the 
Mantle-Douffils they wear by day, wrapt about 
them, and a few Boughs ftuck round them. Their 
Diet is Maiz or Indian-Corz, divers ways prepa- 
pared ; fometimes roafted inthe Afhes, fometimes 
beaten and boiled with Water, which they call 
Homine; they alfo make Cakes, not unpleafant 
to eat; they have likewife feveral forts of Beans 
and Peafe, that are good nourifhment ; and the 
Woodsand Rivers are their Larder. 
if an European comes to fee 
Their Enter- them, or calls for Lodging at 
ment. their Houfe or Wigwam, they give 
him the beft place and firft cut. 
1f they come to vifitus, they falute us with an 
Ie ah, which isas much as to fay, Good be to you, 
and fet them down, which is moftly on the ground, 
clofe to their Heels, their Legs upright ; may be 
they fpeak not a word more, but obferve alk 
paflages: If you give them any thing, to eat or 
drink, well, for they will not ask; and be it little, 
or much, if it be with kindnefs,. they are well- 
pleafed, elfe they go away fullen, but fay nothing. 
They are great concealers of their own refent- 
ments; brought to it, | believe, by the revenge 
that hath been practifed among them; in either 
of thefe they ere not exceeded by the: Jtalians, 


A Tragical Inftance fell out fince I came into. the 
Coun-

Country; A King’s Daughter, thinking herfelf 
flighted by her Husband 5 in fuffering another 
Women to lie down between them, rofe up, went 
out, pluckt a Root out of the ‘ground, and eat 
it, upon which fhe immediately died; and for 
which , laft Week, he made an Offering to her 
Kindred, for Atonement, Liberty, and Marriage, 


as two others did to the Kindred of their W ives, © 


that died a natural death: for till Widowers 
have done fo, they muft not Marry again. Some 
of the young Women are faid to take undue li- 
berty before Marriage for a Portion; but when 
Married,chafte : when with Child,they know their 
Husbands no more, till delivered; and, during 
their Month, they touch no Meat they eat, but 
with a ftick, left they fhould defile it; nor do 
their Husbands frequent them, till that time be 
expired. 
But in Liberality they excel, 
nothing is too good for their T, heir Liberality 
Friend; give them a fine Gun, 
Coat, or other thing, it may pafs twenty hands, 
before it fticks ; lightof heart, ftrong affections, 
but foon {pent ; the moft merry Creatures that 
live, Feait and Dance perpetually ; they never 
have much, nor want much: Wealth circulateth 
like theBlood, all parts partake ; and though none 
fhall want what another hath, yet exact obfervers 
of Property. Some Kings have fold, others pre- 
fented me with feveral Parcels of Land; the Pay 
or Prefent I_ made them, were not hoarded by the 
particular owners, but the neighbouring Kings 
and their Clans being prefent when the Goods 
were brought out, the parties chiefly concerned, 
confulted, what and to whom they fhould give 
them ; to every King then, by the hands of a per- 
s ha fon 
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{on for that work appointed, is a portion fent, fo 
forted and folded, and with that gravity, that it 
is admirable; then that King fubdivideth it in 
like manner athong the dependants, they hardly 
fi leaving themfelves an equal fhare with one of. their 
| Subjeéts:and be it on fuch occafions as Feftivals,or 
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at their common Meals, the Kings diftribute, and 
o themfelves laft; they care for little, and the

water; andif they eat any fle fh, ic muft be of the 
Female of any Creature: if they die, they bury 
them with their Apparel, be they Men or Women, 
and the neareft of Kin flings in fomething precious 


aap m, as atoken of their love: their mourn- 
ing is blacking of their faces, which they continue 
| for 
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inthe Afhes ; and after that, they fell to dance5 
but they that go, muft carry a {mall Prefent of 
their Money, it may be fix pence, which is made 
inthe Bone of aFifh; the black is with them as 
old, the white Silver ; they call it all Wam- 
pum. 
Their Government is by Kings 
Government. which they call Sachema,and thofe 
by fucceffion, but always of the 
Mothers-fide ; for inftance, the Children of him 
that is now King , will not fucceed, but his Bro- 
ther by the Mother, or the Children of his Sifter, 
whofe Sons (and after them the Children of her 
Daughters) will reign ; for no Woman inherits: 
the Reafon they render for this way of Defcent, 
is, that their Hffue may not be fpurions. Every 
King hath his Council, and that confifts of all the 
old and wife men of his Nation, which perhaps is 
two hundred People: Nothing of moment is un- 
dertaken, be it War, Peace, felling of Land, 
Traffick, without advifing with them ; and which 
is more, ‘with the youngmentoo. °*Tis admirable 
to confider how powerful the Kings are, and how 
they move by the Breath of the People. I have 
had occafion to be in Council with them upon 
Treaties of Land, and to adjuft the Terms of 
Trade: Their Order is thus; The King fitsin 
the middle of a half-Meon, aud hath his Council, 
a oe and shinee oneach hands behind them, or 
ata httle diftance, fitthe younger Fry in the fame 
rib ure ; having confulted and. refolved their Buli- 
finefs, the King depen one of them to {peak to 
me, and hadi the e Name of his King faluted me; 
then'took me by the hand, and told1 me, [hat he 
was ordered : ‘his King to fpeak tome 5 and that 
now it was not he,. but the Raid that {fpoke; be- 
caufe 
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( 103 ) 
eaufe what he fhould fay, was the King’s Mind. H¢ 
firft prayed me to excufe them that they had not 
complied with me the laft time, he feared there 
might be fome fault in the Interpreter, being nei- 
ther Indian nor Englifh; befides it was the Indsan 
cuftom to deliberate, and take up much time in 
Council before they refolve ; and that if the young 
People and Owners of the Land had been as ready 
as he, I had not met with fo much delay. Ha- 
ving thus introduced this Matter, he fell to the 
Bounds of the Land they had agreed to difpofe of, 
and the Price (which now is little and dear, that 
which would havebought twenty Miles, not buy- 
ing now two.) During thetime that this Perfon 
fpoke, not aman of them was obferved to whilper 
or fimile; the Old grave, the Young reverent in 
their deportment: They do fpeak little, but 
fervently and with elegancy; 1 have never feen 
more natural fagacity, confidering them without 
the help of Tradition; and he will deferve the 
Name of wife, that out-wits them in any lreaty 
about athing they under{tand. 

When the Purchafe was agreed, great Promifes 
pafled between us of Kindnefsand good Neigh- 
bourhood, and that the Indians and Englifh mutt 
live in Love as long as the Sun gave Light ; which 
done, another made a Speech to the Jvdians, in 
the Name of all the Sachamakers or Kings, firit to 
tell them what was done; next, to charge and 
command them to love Chriftians ; and particularly 
to live in peace with me, and the People under my 
Government: That many Governors had been in 
the River, butthat no Governor had come himfelf 
to live and ftay here before ; and having nowtuch 
aone that had treated them well, they fhould ne- 
verdo him or his any wrong. At every Sentence 
bn’ 4. of

©f which, they fhouted, and faid, Amen, in their 
way. 

The Juftice they have is pecuni- 
Their Fupice. niary ; in cafe of any wrong or 
evil fact, beit Murder itfelf, they 
atone by Feafts and Prefents of their Wampum, 
which is proportioned to the quality of the Of- 
fence, or Perfon injur’d, of the Sex they are of : 


For in cafe they kill a Woman, they pay double ; 


and the reafon they render, is; That fhe breedeth 
Children, which men cannot do. ’Tis rare that 
they fall out, if fober; and if drunk, they for- 
give it; faying, it was the Drink, and not the 
Mar, that abufed them. We have agreed, that 
in all differences between us, fix of each fide fhall 
end the Matter. Don’t abufe them, but let them 
have Juftice, and you win them: The worft 185 
they are the worfe for the Chriftians, who have 
propagated their Vices, and yielded them Tradi- 
tion for ill, and not for good things. But aslowan 
Ebb as they are at, and in as glorious as their con- 
dition looks, the Chriftians have not out-liy’d their 
fight with all their Pretenfions to an higher mani- 
feltation. What Good then might not a good 
People graft, where there is fo diltinct a Know- 
ledge left between good and evil? ‘I befeech God 
toencline the hearts of all that come into thefe 
Parts, to ont-live the Knowledge of the Natives, 
by a fixt obedience to their greater Knowledge of 
the Will of God; for it were miferable indeed 


‘for usto fall under the juft cenfure of the poor 


Indian Confcience, while we make profeflion of 
things fo far tranfcending.

Ten Tribes; and that for the following Reafons : 
Firff, They wereto gotoaLand not planted or 
known; which to be fure A ifia and Africa were, 
if not Europe ; and he that intended that 
extraordinary Judgment upon them , might 
make the Paflage not uneafie to them, as It is npt 

unpoflible in itfelf, from the Eaftermoft parts of 
Afia, to the Weftermoft parts of America. In 
the next place, I find them of like countenance, 
and their Children of fo lively refemblance, that 
aman would think himfelf in Dukes- Place or Berry- 
Street in London, when he feeth them. But this is 
not all; they agree in Rites, they reckon by 
Moons, they offer their firft Fruits, hey have a 
kind of Feaft of Tabernacles , they are faid to lay 
their Altar upon twelve Stones, their'mour ning a 
year, Cuftoms of Women, with many things that 

do not now occur. 

So much for the A/atives; next, 

the old Planters willbeconfiderd The old Planters. 

in their Relation, before [come 
to our Colony, andthe Concerns of it. The fir! 
Plantersin thefe parts, were the Dutch, ad eh =< 9° 
after them the Swedes and Finns. The Dutch aly 
plied themi{el ves to Traflick, the’ i des and F: 
to’ Hust bandry. There were ae S bat 
tween them fome years, The’ E Dutch looked upon 
them as intruders upon their Purchafe and Poilef- 
fion ;. which was’ finally ended in the furrender 
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made by Fobn Rizeing, the Swed AES (Gove! “Tr no} a to 
Peter St ey efant, G sOVEr nor for the shales of Rel 
land, Aino 1655. The Dutc! inhabit moft ly hte 


parts of the Province that We € upon or pear th 
Bay, and the Swedes the Frefhes of the R 
pare. “There isno need of giving any c 
of them, who are better known there +1 
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but they are aplain, ftrong, induftrious People, 
yet have made no great progrefsin Culture, or 
propagation of Fruit-trees; as if they defired 
rather to have enough, than Plenty or Traffick. 
But I prefume the Indians made them more care- 
lefs, by furnifhing them with the means of Profit, 
to wit, Skins and Furs for Rum, and fuch ftrong 
Liquors. They kindly received me as well as the 
Englifh, who were few, before the People con- 
cerned with me, came among them. | muft needs 
commend their refpect to Authority , and kind 

behaviour to the Ezgl:jh ; they do not degenerate 

from the old Friend/hip between both Kingdoms. 

As they are People properand ftrong of Body, fo 

they have fine Children, and almoft every houfe 
full ; rare to find one of them without three or four 

Boys, and as many Girls; fome fix, feven and 

eight Sons: And I muft do them that right, I fee 

few young men more fober and laborious. The 

Dutch have a Meeting-place for Religious Wor- 

fhip, at Wewcaftle ; and the Swedes three, one at 

Chriftina, one at Tenecum, and one at Wicoco,.with- 
In half a Mile of this Town.

Skulkil , any one of which have room to lay up the 
Royal Navy of England, there being from four to 
eight fathom water ; the lefler Creeks or Rivers, 
yet convenient for Sloops and Ketches of good 
Burden, are, Lew, Mefpilon, Ceda, Dover, Cran- 
brook, Eeverfham, and Georges below, and Chiche- 
fier, Chefter , Toacawry, Pemmapecka, Fortqueffin, 
Nefhimene, and Pennberry in the Frefbes, many lef- 
fer, that admit Boats and Shallops. Our People 
are moftly fetled upon the upper Rivers, which 
are pleafant and {weet , and generally ‘bounded 
with good Land. 
The planted part of the Pro- 
vince and Territories, is caft into Their Counties. 
fix Counties, Philadelphia, Bucking- 
ham , Chefter , Newcaftle , Kent and Siffex , con- 
taining about four thoufand Souls. Two Gene- 
ral Affemblies have beenheld, and with fuch Con- 
cord and Difpatch, that they fate but three weeks, 
and at leaft feventy Laws were palt without one 
Diflent in any material thing. But of this more 
hereafter, being yet raw and new in our Geer: 
Fowever, I cannot forget their fingular refpect to 
meinthis Infancy of things; who, by their own 
private expences fo early confidered mine for the 
Publick, as to prefent me with an Impoft upon 
certain Goods imported and exported : which, af- 
ter my acknowledgment of their A ection, I did 
as freely remit to the Province and the Traders 
to it.

any of their Qualities of Purchafed Lands; and 
as itis now placed and modelled between two Na- 
vigable Rivers upon a neck of Land, and that 
Ships may ride in good Anchorage, in fix or eight 
fathom Water in both Rivers, clofe to the City , 
and the Land of the City level, dry and wholfom ; 

The 
City is fo ordered now, by the Governour’s Care 
and Prudence,that it hath a Front to each River,one 
half at Delaware, the other at Skwkil; and though 
all thiscannot make way for {mall Purchafers to be 
in the Fronts, yet they are placed in the next 
streets, contiguous to each Front; viz. all Pur- 
chafers of one thoufand Acresand upwards, have 
the Fronts, (and the High-Street) and to every 
five thoufand Acres purchafe in the Front, about 
an Acre, and the fmaller Purchafers about half an 
Acre in the backward Street ; by which means the 
leaft hath room enough for a Houfe, Garden, and - 
a {mall Orchard, to the great content and fatisfa- 
ction of all here concerned. 

The City confifts of a large Front-Street to 
each River, and a High-Street, (near the middle) 
front (or River) to front, of one hundred foot 
broad, and a broad Street in the middle of the 
City, from fide to fide, fquare of ten Acres; at 
each Angle are to be Honfes for Publick Affairs, as 
a Meeting-Houfe, Aflembly or State-Houfe, Mar- 
ket-Houfe, School-Houfe, and feveral other Build- 
ings for other concerns.

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Gdes the broad Street) that run crofs the City, 
from fide to fide, all thefe Streets are of fifty foot 
breadth. 

After he had continued there above a Year, from

Eighty to each Ship; which comes to Seven thou- 
fand two hundred Perfons: at leaft a Thoutand 
there before, with fuch as from other places in 
our neighbourhood are fince come to refide among 
us: and, I prefume, the Births at leaft equal to 
the Burials ; for having made our firft Settlement 
high in the Frefhes of the River, we do not find 
our felves fubject to thofe feafonings that affect 
fome other Countries upon the fame Coait. 

The People are a Collection of 
divers Nations in Europe: As Its Inhabitants. 
French, Dutch, Germans, Swedes, 

Danes, Finns, Scotch, irifh, and Englifh, and of 
the laft, equal to all the reft, and which is admi- 
rable, not a reflection upon that account: But as 
they are of onekind, and in one place, and under 
one Allegiance , fo they live like People of one 
Country: which civil union has had a confi- 
derable 
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derable Iniluence towards the. profperity of that 
place. 7

Of Country-Settlement. 


1. We do fettle in the way of 
~Townthips or Villages, each of Their Settle: 
which contains s000 Acres in ments. 
{quare, and at leaft ten Famlies, 
the regulation of the Country, being a Family to 
each 500 Acres; fomée Townlhips have more , 
where the intereft of the People is lefs than that 
quantity, which often falls out. 

2. Many that had right to more Land, were at 
firft covetous to have their whole quantity, with- 
out regard to this way of fettlement, though by 


fuch Wildernefs-Vacancies they had ruined the: 


Country, and their own Intereft, of courfe. I 
had in my View, Society, Affifiance, eafie Com- 
merce, Infiruttion of Youth, Government of Peoples 
Manners, Conveniency of Religious affembling, En- 
couragement of Mechanicks, aiftintt and beaten Roads, 
and it was anfwered in all thefe refpects,I think, 
to an.univerfal content. 

3. Our Townbhips lie {quare, generally the 
Village in the centre; The Houfes either oppo- 
fite, or-elfe oppofite to the middle, betwixt two 
Houfes over the way, for nearer neighbourhood. 
We have another method, that though the Village 
be in the centre, yet after a different manner: 
five hundred Acres are alotted for the Village, 
which, among ten Families, comes to fifty Acres 
each: this lies fquare, and on the outlide of the 
Square ftarids the Houfes,and their fifty Acres run- 
ning back, whofe ends mecting, make the centre 
of the soo Acres as they are tothe whole. Before 
the Doors of whole Houfes, lies the Highway, 
and ¢crofsit every man’s 450 Acres of Land, that 

1 2 makes 
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makes up his Complement of 500; fo that the 
conveniency of Neighbourhood is made agreeable 
with that of the Land. 

4. I faid nothing in my laft, of any number of 
Townfhips, but there were at leaft Fifty fettled, 
before my leaving thofe Parts, which was in the 
Month called ugust 1684. 

5: I vilited many of them, and found them much 
advanced in their Improvements; Houfes over 
their heads, and Garden-plots, Coverts for their 
Cattle, an encreafe of Stock, and-feveral Enclo- 
ures inCorn efpecially, the firft Commerce: And 
I may fay of fome poor men, even to the begin- 
nings of an Eftate, the difference of labouring 
for themfelves and for others; of an Inheritance, 


and a Rack-Leafe being never better underftood.

The Product of the Earth. 


1. The Earth, by God’s Blefling, 
The Earths has more than anfwered our expecta- 
Product. tion; the pooreft places in our Jud g- 
ment, producing large Crops of 
Garden-ituff, and Grain; and though our Ground 
has not generally the Symptoms of the fat Necks 
that lie upon Salt Waters in Provinces Southern 
of us, our Grain is thought to excel, and 
our Crops to be as large. We have had themark 
of the good Ground amongft us, from thirty to 
fixty-fold of Exgli(h Corn. 

2.' The Land requires lef Seed ; three Pecks of 
Wheat fows an Acre; aBufhel at moft, and fome 
have had the’ encreafe I have mentioned. 

3. Upon Trial,we find that the Corn and Roots 
that grow in Exeland, thrive very well there ; 
as, Wheat, Barley, Rye, Oats, Buck.Wheat, Peafe, 
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Beans, Cabbages, Turneps, Carrots, Parfneps, Colli- 
Aowers, Afparas agus, Onions, Charlots , Garlick 25 and 
Irifh Potatoes ; we have alfo the Spant ifh, and y very 
good Rice, whichdo not grow here 

4. Our Low-Lands are ” excellent for Rape, and 
Hlemp and Flax. A Trial hath been made, and of 
the two laft there isa confiderable quantity dref- 
fed yearly. 

5. The Weeds of our Woods feed our Cattel, 
to the Market as well as Dairy: I have feen fat 
Bullocks brought thence to Market before A4d{um- 
mer. Our Swamy 9s or Marfhes yield us courfe Hay 
for the Winter. 

6. Englifh Grafs-Seed takes well; which’ will 
give us fatting Hay in time. Of this I madean 
Experiment i in my own Court-Yard, upon Sand 
that was dige’d out of my Cellar, with Seed that 
had on in a Cask, oped to the Weather two 
Winters anda Summer; | caus’d it tobe fown in 
the fering of the Mouth called April, and a 
fortnight before ALdfummer it was. fit to mow 3 Sait 
grew very thick; but I ordered it to be fed, bein; 
inthe nature of aGrafs-Plot, o on purpote to feet 
the Roots lay.firm; and though it had been meer 
Sand caft out of the Cellar, but a year before, the 
seed took fuch Root, and held the "Barth fo fait, 
and faitened it felf fo well inthe Earth; that it 
held and fed like old Englifh Ground.. | 
this, to confute the p eeeys that | 
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thofe P Parts; asui that, Firil, Englifh Grafs 
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not grow ; next, not enough to : and laftly, 
not firm enough to feed, from ‘te ye y of the 
* Mould. 
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They Sun-dry them, andlay them up in Lofts, as 
we do Roots here, and {tew them with Meat in 
Winter-time. Adusk: Melons and Water-Melons are 
raifed here, with as little care as Pumpkins in Eng 
land, the Vine efpecially prevails , which grows 
every where ; and upon Experience of fome French 
People from Rochel, and the Ifle of Rhee. 
Good Wine may be made there, efpecially, 
Wine .when the Earth and Stem are fined and civi- 
lized by Culture. We hope that good skill 
in our moft Southern parts will yield us feveral of 
the Srreights-Commodities, efpecially, Oyl,. Dates, 
Figs, Almonds, Raifins and Currans, 


Of the Product of our Waters. 


1. Atighty Whales rowl upon the 
The Waters Coaft, near the ‘Mouth of the Bay 
| of Delaware; eleven caught and 
work’d into Oyl in one Seafon. We juitly hope 


_ aconfiderable Profit by a Whalery, they being fo 


numerous, and the Shore fo furable. 

2, Sturgeons play continually in our Rivers in 
Summer ; and though the way of curing them, be 
not generally known, yet by a Receipt I had of one 
Collins, that related to the Company of the Royal 
Fifbery, 1 did fo well preferve fome, that I had of 
them good there three Months of the Summer, 
and brought fome of the fame fo for England. 

3. Alloes, as they call them, the Fews, Alice, 
and our Ignorants, Shades, are excellent Fifh, and 
of the bignefs of our largeft Cap; they are fo 
plentiful, that Captain Svmith’s Overfeer , at the 
Skulkil, drew fix hundred and odd at one Draught ; 
three hundred is no wonder, one hundred famili- 
arly ; They are excellent pickled. or fmoaked, as 
, ean | | well 
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well as boyled frefh; they are caught by Nets 
only. 

4. Rocks are fomewhat rounder and larger, ‘alfo 
a whiter Fifh, little inferior in relifh to our AZ/- 
let, we have them almoft in the like plenty. Thefe 
are often Barrell’d like Cod, and not much inferior 
for their fpending. Of both thefe, the Inhabi- 
tants increafe their Winter-Store: Thefe are 
caught by Nets, Hooks and Spears, 

3. The Sheepshead, fo called, from the refem- 
blance of its Mouth and Nofe to a Sheep, is a Fifh 
much preferred by fome; but they keep in Salt 
Water ; they are like a Roch in fafhion, but as thick 
as a Salmon, not folong. We have alfo the Drum, 
a large and noble Fifh, commended equal to the 
Sheeps-head, not unlike to a New-found-land Cod, 
but larger of thetwo. *Tis fo called from a noife 
it makes inits Belly when it is taken, refembling 
a Drum. There arethree forts of them, the Black, 
Red, and Gold-colour; the Black is fat in the 
Spring, the Red in the Fall, and the Gold-colour, 
believed to be the Black grown old, becaufe it is 
obferved that young ones of that colour have not 
been taken. ‘They generally take them by Hook 
and line,as they do Cod,and they fave like 1t,where 
People are skilful. There are abundance of lefler 
Fifh to be caught at pleafure, but they quit not 
coft, as thofe I have mentioned, neither in magni- 
tude nor number, except the Herring, which 
{warms in fuch fhoals, that it is hardly credible ; 
in little Creeks, they almoft fhovel them up in 
Tubs. Thereis the Car-fifh, or Flat-head, Lampreyy 
Eel, Trout,Perch,black and white Smele,Sun-fifh, &c. 
Alfo Oyfters, Cockles, Canks, Crabs, Mufcless Ma- 
nanofes.

t. Ithas been often. faid, we are 

Provifion. ftarved’ for want of Food; fome 

vere apt to fugeft their Fears,others 
to infinuate their Prejudice, and when this was 
contracted, and they affured we had plenty, both 
of Bread, Fith and Flefh, then twas objected, we 
were forced to fetch it from other places at great 
Charges: But neither is all this true, though all 
the World will, think we muft either bring Provi- 
fion with us, or get it of the Neighbourhood till 
we had gotten houfes over our. heads, and a little 
Land in tillage. We fetched none, nor were we 
wholly kept by Neighbours; the old Inhabitants 
fupplied us with moit of the Corn we wanted, and 
a good fhare of Pork and Beef: >Tis true, Mew- 
York, New-England, and Road-] [fland, did with their 
Provifions fetch our Goods and‘Money,. but at fuch 
Rates, that fome fold for almoft what they gave, 
and others carried their Provifions back, expecting 
a better Market nearer ; which fhewed no {cakcity, 
and that we were not totally deftitute in our own 
River. But if my Advice be of any value, I would 
have them buy ftill, and not weaken their Herds, 
by killing up their young Stock too foon. 

But the right meafure of Information’ muft be 
the proportion of value of Provifion there, to 
what they are in more planted and mature Colo- 
nies. Beef is commonly fold at the rate of two 


pence per pound ; and Pork for two pence halfpeny, 


Veal and Adutton at three pence, or three pence 
halfpeny | of that Countrey Money; an Exglifh 
Shilli 


108 goes for Sixteen pence. Grain fellsby 
uinel; Wheat at four fhillings, Rye, and ex- 
cellent 
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“cellent good, at three fhillings ; Barley, two thil- 
lings fix pence, Indian Corn two fhillings fix pence, 
Oats, two fhillings, in that Money ftill, which 
ina new Countrey,where Grain is fo much wanted 
for Seed, as well as Food, cannot be calleddear ; 
and efpecially if we confider the confumption of 
the many new Comers. 

3. There. is fo great an encreafe of Grain, by 
the diligent application of People to Husbandry, 
that within three years, fome Plantations have 
got twenty Acres in Corn, fome forty. 

4. They are very careful to increafe their Stock, 
and get into Dairies as faft as they can. They al- 
ready make good Butter and Cheefe. A good Cow 
and a Calf byher fide, may be worth three pounds 
Sterling, in Goods at firft coft. A pair of work- 
ing Oxen eight pound, a pair of fat ones little 
more, and a plain breeding Mare about five pounds 
fterling. 

5. For Fifh, it is brought to the door, both 
frefhand falt, fix Alloes or Rocks for twelve pence, 
and falt-fifh at three farthings per pound, Oy/fers 
at two fhillings per Bufhel. | 

6. Our Drink has been Beer and Punch, made 
of Remand Water ; Our Beer was moftly made of 
Adoloffes, which well boyled with 3af/afras or Fine, 
infufed into it, makes very tolerable Drink; but 
now they make Malt, and Malt-Drink begins to be 
common, ‘efpecially at Ordinaries, and the houfes 
of the more fubftantial people. In our great 
Town there is an able man that has fet up a Brew- 
honfe in order to furnifh the people with geod 
Drink, both there and up and down the River. 

- Having faid thisof the Country, for the time I 
was there, I fhall add one of many Letters that 
have come to my hand, becaufe brief and full,

y Aving an opportunity by a Ship from this Ri- 
A. ver (out of which feveral have gone this 
year ) I thought fit to give a fhort account of Pro- 
ceedings, as to Settlement here, and the Improve- 
ment both in Town and Countrey: As tothe 
Countrey, the Improvements are large, and Set- 
tlements very much thronged, by way of Town- 
ihip and Villages, great inclination to planting 
Orchards,which are eafily raifed,and fome brought 
to perfection, much Hay-feed fown, and much 
planting of Corn this year, and great product faid 
to be, both of Wheat, Rye and Rice ; Barly and 
Oats prove very well; befides Indian-Corn and 
Peafe of feveral forts; alfo Kidney-Beans, and 
Englifh Peafe of feveral kinds, I have had in my 
own Ground, with Exglifh Roots, Turnips, Par/- 
nips, Carrots, Onions, Leeks, Radifhes and C abbages, 
with abundance of Herbs and Flowers: I know 
but of few Seeds that have mifs'd, except Rofe- 
mary Seed, which being Engli(b, might beold. Al- 
fo I have fuch plenty of Pumkins, Adusk-Melons, Wa- 
ter Melons, Squafhes, Cofhaws, Bucks-hens, Cucum- 
bers and Simnels of divers forts, admired at by new 
comers, that the Earth fhould fo plentifully caft 
forth, efpecially the firft years breaking up, and 
on

on that which is counted the worft fort of Sandy 
Land. 1am fatisfied, and many more, that the 
Earth is very fertil, and the Lord hath done his 
part, if man ufe but amoderate diligence : Grapes, 
Mulberries., and many wild Fruits, and natural 
Plums in abundance this year have I feen and eat of. 
A: brave Orchard and Nurfery have ] planted , 
and they thrive mightily, and bear Fruit the 
firft year; I endeavour to get choice of Fruits 
and Seeds from many parts; alfo Hay-Seed , 
and have fowed a Field this Spring for Trial. 
Firft, I burned the Leaves, then had it grubb’d, 
not the Fields, but the fmall Roots up, then fow’d 
great and fmall Clovers, with a little old Grafs- 
Seed, and had it onlyraked over, not plowed nor 
harrowed, and it grows exceedingly: Alfo, for 
Experience, I fowed fome Patches of the fame 
fort in my Garden, and dunged fome, and that 
grows worft; I have planted the Jrifh Potatoes, 
and hope to have a brave encreafe to tranfplant 
next year. Captain Rapel (the Frenchman) faith, 
he made good Wine of the Grapes of the Coun- 
try laft year, and tran{planted fome, but intends 
to make more this year ; alfo a Frenchman inthis 
Town intends the fame; fer Grapes are very 
plentiful. 

Now as tothe Town of Philadelphia, it goes on 
in Planting and Building to admiration, both in 
the Front and backward, and there are about 600 
Honfes in three years time ; and finceT built my 
Brick-Houfe, the Foundation of which was laid 
at my going, whichI defignaftera good manner, 
to encourage others, and that from building with 
Wood ; it being the firft, many take example ; 

and fomethat built wooden Houles, are forry for 
it ; Brick Building is faid to be as cheap: Bricks 
are 
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are exceeding good, and better than when I built, 
more makers fallenin, and Bricks cheaper; they 
were before at 16s. Englifh, per Thoufand,and now 
many brave Brick houfes are going up with good 
Cellars. Arthur Cook is building him a brave Brick 
Houle near William Frampton’s, on the Front; for 
Wiliam Frampton hath fince built a good Brick 
Houle, by his Brew-honfe and Bake-houfe, and lett 
the other for an Ordinary. ‘ohn Wheeler from 
New-England, is building a good Brick Honfe by 
the Blem Anchor, andthe two Brick-makers a dou- 
ble Brick Houfe and Cellars ; befides feveral other 
going on. Samuel Carpenter has built another 
Houfe by his. Iam building another Brick Houfe 
by mine, which is three large Stories high, befides 
a good large Brick Cellar under it of two Bricks 
and a half thicknefs in the Wall, and the next 
Story half under ground ; the Cellar has an arched 
Door for a Vault to go (under the Street) to the 
River, and fo to bring inGoods, or deliver out. 
Humphrey Murry, fcom New-York, has builta large 
Timber-Houfe with Prick Chimneys. ohn Test 
has almoft finifhed a good Brick Houfe, and a 
Bake-houfe of Timber; and N. Aden a good 
Houfe next to Lhomas Wynn's Front-Lot. John Day 
a good Houfe after the London fafhion, moft Brick- 
with a large Frame of Wood in the Front, for 
Shop-windows:; all thefe have Balconies. Thomas 
Smith and Daiel Pege are Partners, and fet to ma- 
king of Brick this year, and they are very good: 
Alfo Paffours, the German Friend; Agent for the 
Company at Frankford, with his Dutch People, are 
preparing to make Bricks next year. Samuel Car- 
our Lime-burner on his Wharf. Brave 


i¢ is found here, as the Workmen fay, 


being proved. We build moft Houfes with Balco- 
nies. 
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nies. Lots are much defired in the Town; great 
buying one of anothe. We are now laying the 
Foundation of a large plain Brick Houfe for a 
Meeting-Houfe, in the Center (fixty foot long, 
and about forty foot broad) and hope to have it 
foon up, there being many hearts and hands at 
work that willdoit: A large Meeting-houfe, fifty 
foot long, and thirty eight broad alfo going on 
the front of the River, for an Evenirig-Meeting, 
the Work going on apace; many Towns-people 
fetling their Liberty- Lands. 1 hope the Society 
will rub off the Reproaches fome have caft upon 


them. We now begin to gather in fomething of: 


our many great Debts. 
I do underftand three Companies for Whale: 
catching, are defigned to fifh in the Rivers-mouth 


this Seafon, and find through the great plenty of 


Fifh, they may begin early. A Fifherman this year 
found away tocatch Whitings inthis River ; and 
it is expected, many forts of Fifh more than has 
been yet caught, may be taken by the skilful. Fifh 
are in fuch plenty, that many forts on Tryal, , have 
been taken with Nets in the Winter-time. The 
Swedes laughing at the Ezglifh for going Hp try, 
have fince tried themfelves. The River is fo big 
and full of feveral forts of brave Fith, that rth ke . 
lieved, except frozen over, .we may catch any time 
inthe Winter. Iti great pity, but two or thre 
experienced Fifhermen were here to ply this River, 
to falt, and ferve,frefh Fifh tothe Town. <A gooc 
a to pickle Sturgeon is wanting; fuch abun 
ance being in the River, even before 4 e Town: 
ae are catcht, boyled, and eaten. Laft Winte1 
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ands and Englifh from the Country AW e€ are neral- 
ly very well and healthy here , but abundance dead 
in Maryland this Su mmer. The 
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The Manufacture of Linnen by the Germans goes 
on finely, and they make fine Linnen. Samuel Car- 
peter having been lately there, declares, They had 
gathered one Crop of Flax, and had fown the fe- 
cond, and faw it come up well, and, they fay, 
might have had forwarder and better, had they had 
old Seed, and not ftayed fo long for the growth of 
the new Seed to fow again. 1 may believeit, for 
large has my experience been this year, though in 
a {mall piece of ground,to the admiration of many. 
I thought fit to fignifie thus much,knowing thou 
wouldit be glad to hear of the People and Provin- 
ces welfare: The Lord preferve us all, and make 
way for thy return, which is much defired, not 
only by our friends, but all forts, lam, @c. thy

Thefe things that we have in Profpect for Sfa- 

ples of Trade, are Wine, Linnen, 

Trade andCom- Hemp , Pot-afhes and Whale-oyl - 

merce. to fay nothing of our Proyifions 

for the Iflands, our Saw-AGIs, 

Sturgeon, fome Tobacco, and our Furrs and Skins, 

which of themfelves are not contemptible: I 

might add Jroz (perhaps Copper too) for there is 

much Mines, and it will be granted us, that we 

want no Wood, though I muit confefs, I cannot 

know how to help preferring a Domeftick or Self- 
fudhiftence to a life of much profit, by the extream 

toylof Foreign Fraffick.

Eftates with fair profit. 


It is fit now that I give fome Advertifement to 
Adventurers,which way they may 

lay out their money tobeft advan- Advice to Ad- 
tage, foas it may yield them fair venturers. 
returns, and with content to all 

concerned, which is the laft part of my prefent 
task; and I muft needs fay fo much wanting, that 
it has perhaps given fome occafion toignoranceand 
prejudice to run without mercy, meafure or diftin- 
ction, againit America, of which, Penfylvania to 
be fure has had its fhare. 

1. It is agreed on all hands, that the poor are 
the hands and feet of therich. It is their labour 
that improves Countries, and to encourage them, 
is to promote the real benefit of the Publick. Now 
as there are abundance of thefe People in many 
parts of Europe, extreamly defirous of going to 
America, fo the way of helping them thither, or 
when there, and the return thereof to the Disbur- 
fers, will prove what I fay to be true. 

2. There are two forts,fuch as are able to tranf- 
port themfelves and Families, but have nothing to 
begin with there, and thofe that want fo much as 
to tranfport themfelves and Families thither. 

3. The firft of thefe may be entertained in this 
manner. Say [ have five thoufand Acres, I will fet- 
tle ten Families upon them in way of Village, and 
build each an Houfe, an out-Houfe for Cattel, fur- 
nifh every Family with ftock; as four Cows, two 
Sows, 2 couple of Mares, and a yoke of Oxen, 
with a Town-horfe, Bull and Boar. I find then 
with Tools, and give each their firft Ground-feed ; 

Nay They 
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they fhall continue feven years, or more, .at half 
increafe, being bound to leave the Houfes in repair, 
and a Garden and Orchard,I paying for the Trees, 
and at leaft twenty Acres of Larid within Fence, 
and improved to Corn and Grafs. The charge will 
come to about fixty pounds Englifh each Family ; at 
the feven years end, the improvement will be 
worth, as things go now, one hundred and twenty 
pounds, befides the value of the encreafe of the 
Stock, which may be near as much more, allowing 
for cafuaities,efpecially if the People are honeft and 
careful, or a man be upon the Spot himfelf, or have 
an Overfleer fometimes to infpe€&t them. ‘The 
charge in the whole is eight hundred thirty and 
two Pounds. I think I have been modeft in my 
Computation. Thefe Farms afterwards are fit for 
Leafes at full Rent, or how. elfe the owner hall 
pleafe to difpofe of them ; alfo the People will by 
this time be skilled in the Country , and well pro- 
vided to fettle themfelves with Stock upon their 
own Land. | 

4. The other fort of poor People may be very 
beneficially tranfported upon thefeterms. Say I 
have five thoufand Acres, I fhould fettle as before, 
I will give to each Family one hundred Acres,which 
in the whole makes one thoufand, and to each Fa- 
mily thirty Pounds Exglifh, half in hand: and half 
there, which in the whole comes to three hundred 
Pounds, after four days are expired, in which 
time they may be eafie, and in a good condition ; 
they fhall each of them pay 5 /. and fo yearly for 
ever,as a Fee-farm-rent, which in the whole comes 
to fifty Pounds a year. Thus a Man that buys five 
thoufand Acres may féecure and fettle his four thou- 
fand by the gift of one, and in a way that hazard 
and intereft allowed for, amounts to at feaft ten 
per 


* 
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per Cent. upon Land fecurity, befides the value it 
puts upon the reft of the five thoufand Acres. I 
propofe that there be at the leaft two working 
hands befides the Wife, whether Son or Servant, 
and that they oblige what they carry; and fot fur- 
ther fecurity, bind themfelves as Servants for fome 
time, that they till fettle the faid Land according- 
ly: And when they are once feated their improve- 
ments.are fecurity enough for the Rent. 

5. There is yet another expedient, and that is, 
to give ten Families one thoufand Acres for ever, 
at afmall acknowledgment, and fettle them in way 
of Village, as afore; by their feating thus, the 
Land taken up is fecured from others , becaufe the 
method of theCountry is anfwered, and the value 
fuch a fettlement gives to the réft referved, is not 
inconfiderable , I mean the four thoufand Acres, 
efpecially that which is contiguous, for their Chil- 
dren when grown up, and Handicrafts, will foon 
covet to fix next them, and fuch and fuch after fet- 
tlements to begin at an improved rent in Fee, or 


for long Leafes, or finall acknowledgments, and | 


good improvements muit advance the whole confi- 
derably.. I conceive any of thefe methods to iflue 
ina fufficient advantage to Adventurers , and they 
all give good encouragement to feebleand poor Fa- 
milies. 

6. That which is moft advifable for People in- 
tended thither, tocarry with them, is, in fhort, 
all things relating to Apparel, Building, Houfhold- 
ituft, Husbandry, Fowling and Fifhing, fome Spite, 
Spirits, and double Beer, at firft, were not ainifs. 
But I advife all to proportion their Eftates thus, 
one third in Money, and two thirds in Goods. Up- 
on Pieces of Eight there will be almoft a third 
gotten, for they'go at fix fhillings ; and by Goods 

K well 
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Well bought , at leaft fifty Pounds Sterling for 
évery hundred. Pounds, fo that a Man worth four 
hundred Pounds here, is worth fix hundred Pounds 
there, without {weating. 


Of the Natives. 


1. Becaufe many flories have been Prejudicially 
progagated, as if we were upon ill 
The Natives. terms with the Natives, and fome- 
times, like Fob’s Kindred, all cutoff 
but the Meflenger that brought Tidings; I 
think it requilite to fay thus much, that as there 
never was any fuch Meflenger, fo the dead People 
were alive at our laft advices, fo far are we from 
ill Terms with the Natives, that we have lived in 
great friendfhip. I have made feveral Purchafes, 
and in Pay and Prefents they have received at leaft 
twelve hundred Pounds of me. Our humanity has 
obliged them fo far,that they generally leave their 
Guns at home, when they come to our Settle- 
ments; they offer us no affront, not fo much as 
to one of our Dogs; and if any of them break 
our Laws, they fubmit to be punifhed by them: 
And to this they have tyed themfelves by an 
Obligation under their Hands. We leave not 
the leaft indignity to them unrebuked, nor wrong 
unfatished , Juftice gains and awes them. They 
have fome great Men amongft them, I mean, for 
Wildom, Truth and Juftice. I refer to my for- 
mer Account about their Laws, Manners and Re- 
ligious Rites.

The Government is, according 
fo the words of the Grant, asnear Their Govern- 
to the Englifh as conveniently may — ment. 
be; inthe whole we aim at Du- 
ty to the King, the prefervation of Right to all, 
the fuppreflion of Vice, and encouragement | of 
Vertue and Arts ; with liberty to all People to 


Worthip Almighty God, according to their Faith 
and Perfwafion. 


Of the feafons of Going, and ufual time 
of Paffage. 

1. Though Ships go henceall 

times ofthe Year, it muftbeac- The Jeafons of the 
knowledged, that togo fo as to Ships Paffage. 
arrive at Spring or Fall, isbeft: _ 
For the Summer may be of the hotteft for frefh 
Comers ; and inthe Winter the Wind that 
prevails, is the North-Weft, and that blows off 
the Coaft ; fo that fometimes it is difficult to enter 
the Capes. ; 

2. 1 purpofe therefore, that Ships go hence 
about the middle of the Months call’d February and 
Auguft, which (allowing two Months for Paflage) 
reaches time enough to plant in the Spring fuch 
things as are carried hence to plant; and in the 

Fall, to get a fall ‘Cottage, and clear fome Land 
againft the next Spring. - Ihave madea difcovery 
of about a hundred Miles Weit, and find thofe 
back-Lands richer in Soil, Woods and Fountains, 
than that by Delaware, eipecially upon the Safque- 
hanab River, 
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3. I muft confefs, I prefer the Fall to come thi- 
ther, as believing it moft healthy to be followed 
with Winter than Summer ; though (through the 
great goodnefs and mercy of God) we have had 
an extraordinary portion of Health for fo new and 
numerous a Colony, notwithitanding we have not 
been fo regular in time. 

4. The Paflage is not to be fet by any Man, for 
Ships will be quicker and flower; fome having 
been fonr Months, and fome but one: and as often 
generally between fix and nine Weeks: One Year, 
of four and twenty Sail,J think, there was not 
three above nine, and there was one or two under 
fix Weeks in Paflage. | 

5. To render it more healthy;it is good to keep 
as much upon Deck as may be, for the Air helps 
again{ft the offenfive {mells ofa crowd, and aclofe 
place. Alfo to {crape often the Cabbins, under 
the Beds ; and either carry. ftore of Rue and 
Wormwood,and fome Rofemary,or often {prinkle 
Vinegar about the Cabbin. Pitch burnt 1s not 
amils fometimes, again{t faintnefs and infectious 
Scents. I fpeak my experience, for their benefit 
and direction that may need it. 

And becanfe fome has urged my coming back, 
as an argument againft the place, and the proba- 
bility of its improvement ; adding, that I would 
for that reafon never return: I think fit to fay, 
Yaat next Summer (God willing) I intend to go 
back, and carry my Family and the beft part of 
my perfonal Eftate with me. . And this I do not 


not only of Duty, but Inclination and Choice. 


God will blefs and profper poor America. 
I fhall conclude with this further notice, That 
to the end fuch as are willing to embrace any of 
ihe foregoing Propofitions, for the impor 
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of Adventurers Eftates, may not be difcouraged 
from an inability to find fuch Landlords, Tenants, 
Mafters and Servants, if they intimate their defire 
to my Friend Philip Ford, living in Bow-lane in 
London, they may in all probability be well accom- 
modated ; few of any quality or capacity , de- 
figned to the Province, that do not inform him of 
their inclination and condition. 

Now for you that think of going thither, I have 
this to fay, by way of Caution. ‘* If.an hair of our 
“¢ heads fall not to the ground, without the Provi-

“ greater moment. Wherefore have a due reve- 
““ rence and regard to his good Providence, as 
““becomes a People that profefs a Belief in Provi-

Ilandof MONTSERRAT. 


Ontferrat is a \fland of a {mall 
extent, being not above Its Extent. 

Ten Miles long, and Nine broad. 
It was fo called by the Spaniards, at their difcove- 
ry of it, froma Mountain therein, which refem- 
bles that of Montferrat, near Barcelona, in Spain. 
It is Situated in the Latitude .of 
Its Situation. feventeen degrees on this fide the 
. Line. *Tis very much inclined to 
Mountains, which for the moft part are very well 
cloathed with Cedar and other ufeful Trees ; the 
Valleys and Plains being likewifevery pleafant and 
fruitful. °Tis chiefly Inhabited by 
Inhabitants. Irifh, intermixed with fome Englifh, 
making together about feven Hun- 
dred Perfons. There is in it avery fair Church, 
of a delightful Structure, built by the liberal con- 
tributions of the Governour and Inhabitants ; 
the Pulpit, Seats, and all the reft of the Carpen- 
ters and Joyners Work, being framed of the moft 
precious fweet-fented Wood of its own Pro- 

duct. | 
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There is fometimes taken upon the Coaft of 
this Ifland, a ftrange kind of Mon- 
fter, about four Footlong, and pro- 4 firange 
portionable in bulk, having on its  A4Zonfter. 
Head a great bunch like an Hedghog ; 
his Skin hard and rough, like that of a Sea-Dog ; 
of a black colour, ; his Head is flat, having on 
the upper part of it many little rifings, and a- 
mong them two very fmall black Eyes ; his Mouth 
is very wide, his Teeth fharp, and two of them 
crooked like a Boars; he has two Finns, and a 
broad forked Tail; all which renders him of fo 
terrible alook, that they call him theSea-Devil ; 
which Name was given it chiefly upon his having 
two liltle black Horns, growing above the Eyes, 
turning towards his Back like a Rams; his Flefl 
is foft, full of ftrings, and of a poyfonous quality, 
caufing ftrange Vomitings and Swoonings, which 
prove mortal, if not timely prevented by a fpe- 
cifick Antidote. 

Another, called the Sea-Unicora, 
is no lefs wonderful; fome ofthem Sea-Unicorz, 
being eighteen Foot long, of a cu- 
rious Vermilion colour ; the Body covered with 
blew Scales,(intermix’d in fome places with white) 
about the bignefs of a Crown piece; it hath fix 
Jarge Finns, like the end of Galley Oars 5 a Head 
like a Horfe, and a fair ftreight Horn, about nine 
Foot long, ifluing out of the fore-part of it, wax- 
ing {maller and fmaller to the very point ; which 
isfo exceeding hard and fharp, that it wil pierce 
through the hardeft Bodies; its Fefh is delicate 
Meat, and its Body folarge, that three Hundred 
Perfons are reported to have fed upon one taken 
in thofe Parts. 
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But none of thofe Sea Monfters, that are eata- 
ble, are fo much in efteem as a certain Fifh, called 
by the French, Lamantine, or Manaty ; fome where- 
of are eighteen Foot long, having a Head like a 
Cow, and Is therefore called the Sea-Cow ; it hath 
a thick dark coloured Skin, fomewhat hairy, which 
when dried, ferves for a defence againft the Arrows 


Of the Indians ; inftead of Finns they have two 


fhort Feet, which feem much too weak for the fup- 
perting fo heavy a Body; he lives upon what grows 
on the Rocks, and in fhallow places where there 
is not much Water. : 
: Upon this Coaft likewife are often 
Flying Fifh, feen great numbers of Fifhes which 
Fly fifeeen or- twenty Foot above 
Water, and near one Hundred Paces in length, 
but no more, in regard their Wings are-dried by 
the Sun; they are fomewhat like Hertings, but of 
a rounder Head and broader Back ; their Wings 
like a Bats; in their flight they often ftrike a- 
gain{t the Sails of Ships, and fall, even in the 
day time, upon the Decks, and fome report them 
to be very good Meat ; the occafion of their flying, 
is, to avoid danger from greater Fifhes ; but they 
meet with Enemies in the Air, as well as Water; 
having open hoftility with certain Sea-Fowl,which 
living only upon prey, feize them as. they fly. 
The Sworvd-Fifhis worth ob- 
The Sword-Fifh, ferving,as wellas the Flying-Fifh; 
i it hath at the end of the upper 
Jaw a defenfive weapon, about the breadth of a 
great broad Sword, which hath fharp hard Teeth 
on both fides; feveral of thefe Swords are five 
Foot long, and about fix Inches broad towards 
the lower end; with feven and twenty white 
{olid Teeth in each rank, and the bulk of their Bo- 
PRM ae ed Stig dies 
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dies anfwering thereto; the Head of this Monfter 
is flat, and hideous to behold, being in form of a 
Heart, having near their Eyes two vents,at which 
they caft out the Water they have {wallowed; 
they have no Scales, but a grayifh Skin on the 
Back, and white under the Belly, which is rough 
like a File; they have feven Finns, two on each 
Side, two on the back, and one which ferves them 
fora Tail: Some call them Saw-Fifhes, and others 
Emperours ; becaufe there is always open War be- 
tween them and the Whale, which is very often 
wounded to death by their terrible weapon.

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Before the difcovery of America, there were 
not found in thefe Parts any Horfes, Kine, Oxen, 
Sheep, Goats, Swine, or Dogs; but for the better 
conveniency of their Navigations, and fupply of 
their Ships, in cafe of neceflity, they left fome of 
thefe Creatures in feveral Parts of this New-found 
World , where they have fince multiplied and be- 
come fo numerous, that they are more common 
than in any Part of Europe. 
But befides thefe Forreign kind of Cattel, there 
were before in thefe Iflands cer- 
Their Beaftsand tain forts of ftrange four footed 
Catrel, Beafts ; as, the Opaffum, about 
the bignefs of a Cat, with a fharp 
Snout, the neither Jaw being fhorter than the up- 
per, like a Pigs; it hath very fharp Claws, and 
climbs Trees eafily, feeding upon Birds, and (in 
want thereof) upon Fruit; it is remarkable for 
a purfe or bag of its own Skin, folded together 
under its Belly, wherein it carries its Young, which 
he lays upon the ground.at pleafure, by opening 
that natural purfe ; and when he would depart, 
he opensit again, and the Young ones get in, and 
he carries them with him where-ever he goes ; the 
Female fuckles them without fetting them on the 
ground, for her Teates lie within that purfe ; 
they commonly bring fix Young ones; but the 
Male, who hath fuch another natural purfe under 
his Belly, takes his turn to. carry them, to eafe 
the Female. 

There is alfo in fome of thefe Ifands a kind of 
wild Swine, with fhort Ears, almoftno Tail, and 
their Navels on theirBacks; fome of them are all 
black , others have certain white {pots ;_ their 
ftrange grunting is more hideous than that of 
Swine 5 they arecalled Favaris ; the flethtis- of tafte 
good

good enough, but very hardly taken, in regard 
the Boar 1s in a manner unwearied, by reafon ofa 
vent or hole he hath on his Back, by which his 
Lungs are mightily refrefhed ; and if he be forced 
(when he is purfued by Dogs) to ftop, he is arm- 
ed with fuch fharp and. cutting Tufhes, that he 
tears to pieces all that fet upon him. 

The Zatous is another ftrange Creature, armed 
with ahardicaly coat, wherewith they cover and 
fecure themfelves, as with armour ; having a 
Head and Snout like a Pig, wherewith they turn 
up the ground; they have alfo in each Paw five 
very fharp Claws,which help them to thruft out the 
Earth with the more eafe,.and pullup the Roots 
whereupon they feed in the night time ; they 
have in their Tail a fmall bone, which is repor- 
ted to help deafnefs, and noife, and pains in the 
Ears ; they are about the bignefs of a Fox, and 
their flefh is accounted delicate Meat ; when they 
are purfued or fleep, which is ufually in the day 
time,they clofe themfelves clofe up together like a 
Bowl, and get in their Feet, Head and Ears with 
fo much dexterity under their hard Scales, that 
their whole Body is by that natural armour fecured 
againft all the attempts of Huntfmen and Dogs ; 
and when at any time they come near any preci- 
piece, or fteep hill, they rovl down without get- 
ting any harm. 

There is likewife the Agouty, another Creature 
ofa dark colour, with alittle Tail, without Hair, 
having two Teeth only in each Jaw ; it holds its 
meat in the two. fore-Claws like a Squirrel, and 
its ufualcry is, asif it diftin&ly pronounced the 
word Covey ; when it is hunted, it gets into hollow 
Trees, out of which it is not to be forced but by 
{moak, making a hideous cry before they will 
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leave the holesin which they are gotten; if taker 
while young, they are eafily tamed; but if old, 
with exceeding difficulty ; when they are angry, 
they ftrike the ground with their hind-feet like a 
Rabbet, being about the fame bignefsand fhape, 
only their Ears are fhort and round ; °tisa fierce 
Creature, and its hair (whenangry) ftands per- 
fectly upright. 

There is likewife~ AZssh-Rats, which live in 
holes and boroughs like Rabbets; there comes from 
them a {cent like Musk, which caufes melancholly, 
and fo ftrongly perfames their boroughs, that it is 
eafie to find them out. 

But of all te Creatures which this Ifland pro- 
duces, the Alegator is the moft remarkable ; it 
keeps near the Sea, and in Rivers, and Iflands un- 
inhabited, and fometimes likewife on fhore, a- 
mong the Reeds; it is a Créature very fearful to 
behold, and grows to the very laft day ofits life 
fo that many of them are eighteen Foot long, and 
as big abont as a Hogfhead ; their lower Jaws are 
Immoveable, but their Mouth is fo wide, and their 
Teeth fo exceeding fharp, that they can with 
eafe bite a Man in two: Thofe that are bred in 
frefh Water fmell of Musk, and that fo ftrongly, 

that they perfume the very Air an hundred Paces 
round about them, and fcent the very Water in 
which they live; thofe of them that live in the 
Sea have not fo ftrong a fcent, however both kinds 
ere exceeding dangerous to fuch as fwimin thofe 
Parts; they are always very fly, and make ufe of 
a cunning flight for the feizing Horfes and Cows, 
it being their cuftom to lye lurking at the places 
where ufually they come to drink; watching’ his 
advantage; and having half fhut his eyes, floats 
upon the top of the Water like a piece of rotteu 
ah Se Wood, 
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Wood, by which means he gets by fmall degrees 
fill nearer to the poor Beaft, and while he is 
drinking without the leaft dread of fuch an Enemy, 
fuddenly feizes him by the lips, dragging him un- 
der Water until he is drown’d, after which he 
eats him. | 
He likewife fometimes furprizes Men by the 
fame flight ; for one who was a Servant to the 
Conful of Alexandria, going to take up one of 
them , thinking it had been a piece of Wood, 
was fuddenly feized on, and drawn by it to the 
bottom of the River, and never feen more.

BARBADA, or BARBUDA. 


Arbada is fituated in 17 degrees Situation. 
and a half of Northern Latitude ; 

of no great extent, not exceeding fifteen Miles in 
length, and of no great account to the Englifh, 
who are the Poffeffors of it ; yet itis found to be 
of a fertile Soyl, well ftored with Cattel and 
Sheep, and might produce feveral good Commo- 
dities, were it well manag’d, to the advantage of 
the Inhabitants. But it is fubject to one great in- 
conveniency,as well as fome others of thofe Iflands, 


viz. the Garibeans of Dominica, and other places, 
make 
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inake frequent Incurfions, and commit great Spoils 
in it; the enmity and averfion which thofe Can- 
bals have received againftthe Englifh Nation in gen 
neral,be fo great,& irreconcilable,that there feldom 
pafleth a Year wherein they do not make an Erupti- 
on into fome one or other of thefe Iflandssand if not 
prefently difcovered, and vigoroufly oppofed at 
their firft Landing, do much mifchief, deftroying 
all before them with Fire and Sword, except the 
Women and Children, which, together with the 
Spoil and Plunder, they carry.off to their own 
Territories. 

The Caribeans, who Inhabit divers of thofe 
Iflands,are generally thought to have been former- 
ly driven by their Enemies from the Continent of 
America, and forced to.take fhelter here , having 
among{t themfelves various and very different 
Opinions, Cuftoms and-Ceremonies ; fuchas live 
near, and~-converfe with the Chriftians, have re- 
linguif’d many of their ancient barbarous Ufages, 
and have very,much civiliz’d their Converfations ; 
which gave occafion to two ancient Caribeans to 
entertain fome of the European Chriftians with this 
or the like Difcourfe. “ Our People are now quite 
“* degenerated from what they formerly were, and 
*in.a manner. become juft-like yours ;, and fo dif- 
“‘férent are. we now grown-from. what we were 
“‘ before, that we find it.a matter of fome difficul- 
““ty, for us t9 know. ourfelves. To.which dege- 
*¢ neracy of ours, attribute thofe furious Hurricanes 
“‘ which happen now more frequently, than they 
“¢ were wont to,do inthe Days of Old. 

The Inhabitants are bandfom, well-propor- 
tioned, of a fmiling Countenance, their Eyes and 
Hair are black, their. Foreheads and Nofes flat, 
being crufhed down by «their Mothers, at the 
time 
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time of their Birth, and all the time of théir 
Sucking, becaufe they imagine that flatnefs to bea 
kind of beauty and perfection. ‘Their Feet are 
large and thick, and fo exceeding hard, that al- 
though they go bare-foot, neither fhall you fee 
any of them blind, lame, crook-back’d, bald, or 
having any other natural infirmity. Such Scars 
and Deformities as they get-in the Wars, they 
glory in, as'‘evident demonftrations of their Va- 
jour. ‘Their Hair is ftrait and long, the Women 
attributing the higheft excellency to that which 
exceeds in blacknefs; both Men and Women tye up 
their Hair behind, which they bind fo hard, that 
it ftands up upon their Heads like.a horn, but 
hangs loofe upon the top ; it falls down again on 
each fide of their Heads. The Men, fo foon as 
their Beards begin to grow, pluck them up by 


‘the roots, accounting it a great deformity tothe 


Ewropeans to wear any: both Men and Women 
go naked, and if any fhould fo much as endea- 
vour to touch their Privy-Parts, all the reft will 
deride them: and thofe who converfe amongft 


the Chriftians, though they are much civilized,and - 


have forfaken many of their odd and barbarous 


Cuftoms, yet no perfwafion can prevail with them 
to relinguifh this. | 

They generally fay, they came naked into the 
World, and it willbe a madnefs for them to hide 
the bodies nature has beftowed upon them ; not- 
withftanding which they change. the natural co- 
Jours of their skins, by dying them ‘with a red 
Compofition, which they make for that purpofe, 


and wherewith they always anoint themfelves after 


rs 


wafhing ; and many times, to make themfelves ap- 
pear themore gallant, as they imagine, they draw 
black Circles about their Eyes with the Juyce of Ju- 
niper- 
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Apples; and when they would appear more gal- 
Jant than ordinary, put on aCrown of Feathers of 
different colours, and hang Fifh-bones, or Buck, 
made of. Gold, Siver, or Tin, in their Ears, and 
fome of them make holes through their Lips, or 
in the {pace between their Noftrils, wherein they 
hang Rings, Fifh-bones, or fome fuch Toys, to in- 
creafe their gallantry; and fome of the better fort 
wear Necklaces of Amber, Coral, Criftal, or fome 
fuch kind of glittering ftuff. | 
There grows in this Ifland 
Their Fruits. great fore of. excellent Fruits, 
| wiz. Oranges, Pomegranates, Ci- 
trons, Raifins, Indian-Figgs, and Coco-Nuts, that 
famous Fruit whereof. fome Hiftorians tell fuch 
Miracles; the Nut grows upon the very trunk or 
top of the Tree, which is never found without 
Fruit, for it bears new every Month: when the 
Nut is broke, which is) very large, (many of them 
weighing above ten pound) the Fruit appears as 
white as Snow,. extreamly nourifhing, and in tafte 
much like an Almond, inthe middle whereof there 
lies aclear Liquor, fo exceeding pleafant and de- 
licious in: tafte, that many prefer it before the 
beft Florence-Wine. . One of them affords Meat 
enough to filla good large Difh withal. Befides 
| which, there are divers excellent 
Their Comms-_ Trees and Woods, as Brazil, 
dities. Ebony,and the like ; Caffia, Cinna- 
mon, Cotton, Peppers Tobacco, In- 
dico, Ginger, Potatoes, Pine-Apples, and Sugar- . 
Canes, grow likewife there in great plenty ; and 
a certain living or fenfible Plant, efteemed one of 
the admirableft rarities in the World, which, as 
foon as touch’d with the hand, falls down, and the 
Leaves run together, as if they were fuddenly wi- 
“ese thered 
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thered; but, fo foon as the hand is removed, and 
the party gone, ‘it prefently rifes up and flourith- 

. thagain ; from whenceit is called, by fome, The 
Chafte Plant, in regard it will not endure to be 
touched, without exprefling its refentments of its 
injury. - 

There are not many venomous 
Creatures to be found in this Venomous Crea- 
Ifland, nor in any of the Carib- tures, 
bees, but yet ‘there are many 
Snakes and Serpents of many colours and forms, 
fome whereof are nine or ten foot long, and near 
as big as a Man’s thigh; one whereof being kil- 
led, a whole Hen, feathers and all, were found in 
her belly, befides a dozen Eggs, upon which the 
Hen was fitting when the Serpent feized her, 
which fhews them to be very large; notwith- 
ftanding they are not poyfonous, but pleafure the 
inhabitants by freeing their Houfes from Rats and 
other fuch like Vermine, which they kill and de- 
vour. There is another fort of Serpent, above 
an Ell long, and not above an Inch about, which 
feed upon Frogs and Birds , and are in co- 
lour of fo lovely a green, that they are very 
delightful tothe eye. But there are two forts 

of ‘Snakes:that are very hurtful and dangerous s 

the firft'is gray on the back, and feels foft like 

Velvet ; the;other is either yellow or red, very 

dreadful.to look on, their heads being flat’ and 

broad, and their jaws exceeding wide, and armed 
with eight or ten teeth as fharpas Needles, from 
whence they produce their poyfon, which lies in 
little purfes near the roots of theirteeth ; they do 
not chew their Food, (but {wallow it down whole) 
for if they fhould, the inhabitants fay, they would 
poyfon themfelves: they aré fo exceeding veno- 
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mous, that if aman chance to be hurt by them, 
if help be not immediately had, the wound in 
two hours proves incurable: nor have they any 
other vertue, that deferves commendation, but this, 
they never hurt any man, which doth not firft mo- 
left them.

G Fer: ge Sai nmers, an Englifh- MAB, fuffered 
upon that Coaft; they are a great multitude of 
Hles, being no lefs than 400 in number, as fome 
affirm, that liediftant 1600 Leagues from England, 
from Afadera 1000, from Ei/paniola 400, and from 
Carolina, which is the neareft part of land, about 
300 Leagues.

The biggeft of thefe Ifles is 
called St.Georges, andis aboutfive St. Georges. 
or fix Leagues long, and in the 
broadeft place not a League broad, all the reft 
being much lefs. The whole clufter do together 
form a body much like a Crefcent, and inclofe fe- 
veral very good Ports, the chief whereof. are 
thofe of the Great Sound, Harrington’ s Inlet, South 
hampton, and Pagets, which, with their Forts of 
Dover and Warwick, take their names from the fe- 
veral Noblemen that have been concerned as Ad- 
venturers. 

The Earth in thofe Ifles is exceeding 
fertile,yielding two Crops every Year, Fertilit y: 
which they generally gather in about 
the Months $uly and December. 

They have feveral forts of excellent 
Fruits, as Oranges, Dates, Mulberries. Fruits. 
both white and red, (in the Trees 
whereof breed abundance of Silk-worms, which 
produce great plenty of that-Commodity) and 
Lobacca: there has been found fome Pearl and \Anm 
ber-greafe, They ‘have likewife there plenty of 
Lortoife, their flefh being counted there very deli- 
cious: they have good ftore of Flogs, and great 
variety of Fowls and Birds, amongft which are 
Craues, and a fort of Sea-Fowl, which breeds in 
holes, like our Rabits; and fuch is the fruitfuloefs 
and the delightful verdure wherein thefe Ifles al- 
ways appear, that Summers feemed to take p! 
jure in his Shipwreck, and, neglecting his ret 
for England, endeavoured, with the afliftanc 
Sir Lhomas Gates, to fettlea Plantation there. At 
their firft coming afore they found themfelves fup- 
plied by a vaft variety of Fowl, which were taken 
without difficulty, no lefs than one thoufand of 
Lae 2: one 
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oe 
one kind, fomewhat bigger than a Pigeon, being 
caught by them in two or three hours fpace: this 
fort of Fowl lay fpeckled Eggs, as large as Hens, 
on the Sand, and this they do every day, without 
being frighted, though Men fit down by them. 
The greateit inconveniency that attends the place, 
is their want of frefh Water; there is none for 
their occafions, but what isto be found in Wells 
Pits,there being neither Fountain nor Stream in all 
thefe Ifles. 
The Sky is almoft continually ferene 
‘Air, and clear, and the Air fo exceeding 
temperate and healthy, that it is rare 
to hear of a Man’s dying of any other diftemper 
than that of Old Age, which has occafioned many 
to remove from Exgland thither, barely for the en- 
joyment of a long and healthful Life, and when 
they have continued there for any confiderable 
time, they are exceeding fearful of removing out 
io good an Air, left it fhould haften their re- 
moval to the Srave: However, when the Sky is 
any time darkened with Clouds, it Thunders 
i tens, and the Weather proves exceeding 
tormy and tempeftuous, the Wind fometimes 
rather thundering than blowing from every quar- 
ter, for forty eight hours together. The North 
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No venomous Beafts are to be fonnd 
inthis Ifland, neither will they live, if Bea/fs. 
brought thither; theirSpidersareno 
way poyfonous, butare of fundry and various co- 
lours, and in hot-weather make their Webs fo 
exceeding ftrong that the fmall Birds are fomie- 
times entangled and caught therein. 

There.grows in this Iiland a fort of 
Cedar-trees, which differ fromallother Tees. 
in the World, in feveral refpects, the 
Wood whereof is very fweet and well fented. 

The Englifh, who fettled themfelves 
upon this [fle in the Year 1612, are Proprie- 
the only Proprietors thereof, having tors. 
now eltablifhed a powerful Colony 
there,wherein are about five thoufand Inhabitants. 
The Ifland is exceeding ftrong, and defended as it 
were with a kind of natural Fortification, being 
fo fenced about with Rocks, that without know- 
ledge of the Paflages, a Boat of ten Tun cannot 
be brought into the Haven, although, by the af- 
fiftance of a skilful Pilot, there is entrance for 
Ships of the greateft burden. And, befides the 
natural ftrength of thofe Iflands, the Engli{h have, 
fince their fettling there, added fuchartificial helps, 


and fo ftrongly fortified the approaches, by Block-

fesand Forts, as renders it impregnable. 

In the Year 1616, which is four Years after the 

firft fettling there, Captain Tucker is fent over wit! 
pply, whereupon they applied theinielves 

the more earneftly to the planting of Cori, 4 

bacco, and other Commodities, {fo that, in about 

three Years, thofe Ifles began to gain fo much 

pute in England, that the improving them beca 

a publick byfinefs, many great Lords and Perfons 

of Quality interefting themfelves therein, as Ad-

venturers, whereupon Captain Byttler’, was di: 
pees thither. with a new Supply of bas Men, 

bout which time the Ifle was divided into Tribes 
or Counties, and the whole reduced toa fettled Go- 
vernment, bothin Church and State; after which, 
things fucceeded fo well, that it has been ever fince 
growing to greater perfection.

This Province of Carolina (faith he) was in 
the Year 1663. granted by Letters Patents from 
his late Majefty, in propriety to Edward, Earl of 
Clarendon; George, Duke of Albemarl, William, 
Earl of Craven; Fobn, Lord Berkley; Anthony, 
Lord Afbly, fince Earl of Shafesbury 5 Sir George 
Carteret,and Sir Fohn Coleton, Knights and Baronets 3 
and Sir William Berkley, Knight: By which Letters 
Patents the Laws of Evgland are always to be in 
force in Carolina, only the Lords Proprietors have 
power, with the confent of the Inhabitants, to 
make fuch By-laws as may be thought neceflary for 
the better government of the Province. So that 
no Money can be raifed, or Law made, without 
the confent of the Inhabitants or their Reprefen- 
tatives.. They are likewife. thereby indued with 
aright to appoint and impower Governours and 

ther Magiftrates, to grant Liberty of Confci- 
ence, make Conftitutions, with many other great 
Priviledges, @c. as will fufficiently appear by the 
Letters Patents. And the faid Lords Proprietors 
have there fettled a Conftitution of Government, 
whereby is granted Liberty of Confcience, and 
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miniftration of Juftice, and for the. laiting 
rity of the Inhabitants both in their Bodies anc 


Eftates. And by their Care and Endeavours, and 
at their very great charge, two Colonies are 


likewife fettled in that Province, one at Aloewmarl, 


inthe moft Notherly part, and the other at 4[v/y- 
River, which'is inthe Latitude of thirty two De- 
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Albemarl, which borders upon Vir- 
Albemarl.  ginia, only exceeds it in Health, Ferti- 
lity, and Mildnefs of Winter, being 
in the Growths, Produétions, and other things 
much of the fame nature with it, and therefore 
I fhall not trouble my felf nor the Reader witha 
particular Defcription of that part, but apply my 
{elf principally todifcourfe of the Colony fettled. 
at Afhly-River. | 
This’ Colony was firft fettled in the Month of 
April, 1670. by the Lords Proprietors, whodid, 
at their fole charge, furnith out three Ships with a 
confiderable number of able Men, and eighteen 
Months Provifion, together with Cloth, Tools, 
Ammunition, and whatfoever elfe was thought 
neceflary for this new Settlement ; and continued 
for feveral years after to {upply the place with all 
things neceflary, until the inhabitants were, by 
their own induftry, able to live of themfelves ; in 
which condition they have now been for divers 
years pail, and are arrived to a very great 
degree of plenty , fo that moft forts of Provi- 
‘fions ate cheaper there than in any other of the 
Engl {> Colonies, | 
Afhly-River , about feven Miles 
Ajbly.River, from the Sea, divides itfelf€ into 
two branches, the Southermoft {till . 
etains the name of Ahly, but the North branch 
s called Cooper-River. Upon the Point of Land, 
vhich'divides thofe two Rivers, theProprietors, 
ithe Year 1680. ordered the Port-Town, that

hould ferve for them both, to be built, calling it 
Charles-Town, whichis fince confiderably adyan- 
ced, tothe number of near two hundred Houfes, 
more being daily raifing by perfons of all forts, 
that repair thither fram the more Northern Enxglifh 

Colonies, 
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Colonies in the Sugar-Iflands,befides thofe that 20 
from England and Ireland; many perfons who like- 
wife went thither Servants, having,fince their times 
were out, gotten good fiocks of Cattel and Ser- 
vants of their own, built themfelves Houfes, and 
exercile their Trades. Many that went thither in 
that condition, being now worth feveral hundred 
Pounds, living in a very plentiful condition, and 
continually adding to, and increafing their Eftates . 
fo that Land is already become of that value, near 
the Town, that it is fold for twenty Shillings per 
Acre, though pillaged of all its valuable Timber, 
and not clearedof the reft. And the Land that ig 
cleared and fitted for planting, and fenced, is let 
for ten Shillings per Annum, the Acre, though 
twenty Miles diftance from the Town; and fix Men 
will, in fix Weeks time, fell, clear, fencein, and 
fitit for planting. At this Town, as foon as its 
Foundations were well laid, there Rode, at one 
time, fixteen Sail of Ships, (fome-whereof car- 
ried above two hundred Tun) that came from 
divers Parts of the King’s Dominions, to traf- 
fick there, which great concourfe of Shipping - 
will undoubtedly make ita confiderable Town of 
Trade. 

It’s aCountry blefled with a tem- 
perateand wholfom Air, neitherthe Temperature. 
heat in Summer, nor the cold in 
Winter, being the Igaft troublefom or offenfive, 
the latter being fo exceeding moderate, that it 
doth not fo muchas check the growth and flourifh- 
ing of the Trees and Plants; which is occafioned 
either by reafon-of its having the great Body of 
the Continent to the Weltward of it, and by con- 
fequence the North-Weft Wind, which always 
blows contrary to the Sun, and is the freezing 
Wind, 
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Wind, as the North-Eaft is with us in Europe, or 
elfe from the frozen Lakes which lie beyond Ca- 
nada, or fromthe uncultivated Earth; which being 
for the moft part covered with large, fhading 
Trees, or from all thofe reafons together; but 
certain it is, much more moderate both in heat 
and cold than any other place that lies in the fame 
Latitude ; December and Fanuary, which are the 
coldeft Months, are much of the fame tempera- 
ture as the latter end of A4arch or beginning of 
Aprilin England, which fmall Winter caufes a Fall 
of the Leaf, and doth as it were adopt the Coun- 
try-Production of all the Grains and Fruit that 
grow with usin Exgland, as well as thofe that re- 
quire a greater degree of heat, fo that the Apple, 
the Pear, the Plum, the Quince, the Apricock, the 
Peach, the Walnut, the Adulberry, and the Chefnur, 
thrive very well in the fame Garden, with the 
Oraage,the Limon,the Pomgranate, the Figg,and the 
Almond. Nor is the Winter fubject to Clouds 
and Fogs, but the Rain, though it fall often in 
the Winter Months, ufually comes in quick Show- 
ers, and are no fooner paft, but the Sun prefently

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that went over, and he was feventy five years of 
Age before he came their; infomuch that divers 
fromthe Bermudas removed thither, though they 
could never be prevailed upon to forfake that for 
any other Countrey than Carolina’; where there is 
a fairer Profpect both of Health, Pleafure and 
Profit than in any other place in all the We/t.In- 
dies, feveral perfons who went out of England 
fickly and confumptive, having prefently upon 
their Arrival there, recovered their health. 

The Soyl is generally very 
fruitful, and befides what is pro- 
per to the Climate, produces 
good Wheat, Rye, Barley, Oats and Peafe, Turnips, 
Carrots, Parfnips and Potatoes, and near twenty 
forts of Pulfe which we have not in England, {o 
that our Garden- Bean is not regarded there. 

Near the Sea, the Trees are not 
very large, but furtherupthey are The Trees. 
bigger, and grow further afunder, 
and fo free from Under-wood, that you may fee 
near half a Mile between the Bodies of thofe 
Trees, whofetops meeting, makea pleating fhade 
without hindering the Grafs, Mirtle » and other 
fweet-fented Shrubs from growing under them. 
There grow befides the Cedar, Cyprefs and thelike, 
the Oak, Afh, Elm, Poplar, Beech, and all other 
ufeful Timber. 

Their Woods likewife abound 
with Hlares, Squirrels, Racoons, Co- Beafts and 
mes and Deer, which laft are fo plen- Cattel 
tiful, that an Indian Hunter killed 
nine fat ones ina day, and the confiderable Plant- 
ers have one of thofe Jzdian Hunters for lef$ than 
twenty fhillings a year, who will find the Family, 
conlifting of thirty People, with as much Veni- 
fon 
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fon and Fowl as they can well eat ; their Woods 
and Fields being likewife ftored with great plenty 
of wild Turkeys , Partridges, Doves, Paraquetes , 
Pigeons, Cranes, and divers other Birds whofe flefh 
is delicate Meat. They have likewife plenty of 
Sheep and Hogs, both which increafe wonderfully 
there. - 
Carolina doth fo well abound with 
dts Rivers. Rivers, that within fifty miles of 
the Sea, you can {carcely place your 
felf feven miles from one that is navigable ; and 
fome ofthem are navigable for big Vefléls above 
three hundred miles up into the Countrey. Their 
Rivers. and Brooks abound with great variety of 
excellent Fifh, and near the Sea with goad Oyfters, 
in fome whereof Pearls are often found. 
The Exgli{h have a perfect Friendthip with the 
tives, and the Proprietors have taken carethat 
injuftice fhall be done them ; a particular Court 
cature compos’d of the fobereft and difinter- 
rfons being eftablifhed by their order, to 
ll differeyces that fhall happen between 
Englifh and then. ‘They are a People of a 
ready wit, and though illiterate, are generally 
found tobe of a good underftanding. For their 
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ime, they make ule of 
nftruct thetr Children in 


Stone, confifting of the number of the {lain, or 
thofe fetled at the Colony; and for. Religious 
Rites, as Sacrifices, Burials,-and the like, they 
make round Circles with Straws: or Reeds, by 
the differing placing whereof, it is known for 
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(357) 
what it is made ; and to meddle with any of thofe 
Circles, is accounted by them no better than Sa- 
crilege. 
They are generally well proportioned, and fo 
well affected to the Exglifh, that they are ready 
upon all occafions to contribute their Afliffance to 
them; they are generally of a good and honeft 
meaning, being no ways addicted to Vice or any 
Extravagancies, and always content themfelves 
with a mean Diet and Apparel for their prefent 
fabfiftance, without taking much care for the time 
tocome.. They are much addicted to Mirth and 
Dancing, and to Acts of Courage and Valour, 
which they prefer above all other Virtues, and are 
therefore almoft continually engaged in War, one 
Town or Village againft another; their Govern- 
ments generally being of no greater extent , and 
that fide which Fortune crowns with Victory, re- 
joyce with triumphant Jollities: By which means 
feveral Nations have been in a manner quite de- 
ftroyed fince our firft Settlement at Afkley River ; 
which keeps them fothin of People, and fo divi- 
ded among themfelves, that werethey lefs affected 
to the Explifh, yet they would have no reafon to 
entertain the leaft apprehenfions of Danger from 
them, being already too ftrong for all the Indians 
that inhabic within five hundred miles of them, if 
they were perfectly united, which the Indians 
know fo well, that they will never adventure to 
fall out with them, nor offer the leaft injury to any 
of the Englifh Nation. 
They worfhip one God,as the cre- 

ator of allthings, whom they call Their Worfhip. 
Okee, and to whom their High 

Prieft offers Sacrifice, but believes he hath fome- 
thing elfe to do than to mind humane affairs ; 
) which 
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which they fancy he commits to the Government 
of lefs Deities, that is, to good and evil Spirits, 
to whom their inferior Priefts make their Devoti- 
on and Sacrifices. They believe the tranimigration 
of Souls ; and when any of them die, their Friends 
inter with their Corps Provifions and Houfhold- 
{tuff for their Elizium Shades, which they imagine 
to be beyond the Mountains from the Indian Oce- 
an. They are very fuperftitious in their Marri- 
ages, and froma ftrange kind of Belief which is 
entertained amongft them, that from four Wo- 
men only all Mankind fprang: They divide them- 
felves into the like number of Tribes, and have 
four Buarying-places ; believing it to be a wicked 
and ominous thing to mingle their Bodies even 
when dead. 

The Lords Proprietors do immediately grant to 
all perfons that come thither to inhabit, the fol- 
lowing terms; for each Mafter or Miltrefs of a 
Family , fifty Acres of Land, and for every able 





Son or Man-fervant that they carry, or caufe to be 


carried thither, fifty Acres more, and the like 
foreach Daughter and Woman-Servant that is 
marriageable, and for every Child or Man or Wo- 
man-Servant under the Age of Sixteen, forty Acres, 
and fifty to each Servant fo foonas their Time 
with their Mafter is expired; which Land is to be 
enjoyed by them and their heirs for ever,upon pay- 
ing only one penny an Acre as a Quit-Rent to the 
Lords Proprietors, which is not to commence 
neither till two years after their firft taking up 
their Land. 

And in regard fome who have already fetled 
themfelves at Cyroliaa,and others that intend to gO 
thither, are defirous to fecure to themfelves large 
convenient Tracts of Land, without being com- 
pelled 
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pelled to carry over a great number of Servants 
at one time, or being cumbred with the payment 
of a yearly Rent, the Lords Proprietors have 
been prevailed upon to enter into an agreement 
to fel] Land outright to fuch who have a mind to 
buy it at the rate of fifty pounds for a thoufand 
Acres, referving to themfelves only a Pepper-corn, 
when demanded. 
The way of aman’s taking up 

Land there, duetohimeitherby Their way of 
carrying himfelf or Servants into taking up Land, 
the Countrey, or by Purchafe 

from the Lords Proprietors, is after this manner ; 
Having found a place to his Liking, which is not 
already poflefled by another, he applies himfelf to 
the Governor, and the, Proprietors Deputies, to 
fhew what Right he hath toit by Purchafe or o- 
therwife; who thereupon immediately iffue out 
their Warrant to the General Surveyor to mea- 
fure them out a Plantation containing fuch a num- 
ber of Acres, as he hath proved to be his Right ; 
which being prefently done , the Surveyor makes 
a Certificate that he hath meafured out the 
Land, and determined the Bounds of it: Where- 
upon, aDeed is prepared, and figned’ by the Go- 
vernour and the Deputies; which being fealed 
with the Proprietor’s Seal, and regiftred, is there 
accounted a good Conveyance in Law, thé Eftate 
being thereby affured and confirmed to him and his 
Heirs for ever: For the improving whereof, he 
ought to carry with him from Exglawd as many 
Axes, Bills, broad Hees, and grubbing-Hoes as he 
defigns to have men in his Plantation, together 
with a Saw or two, aSet of Wedges, Frames and 
Beetle-rings, fome reaping-hooks, Scythes, Hooks, 
Hinges, Bolts, Locks, and Nails of all forts;

and if his Stock will reach it, fuch Commodities 
as are the beft Merchandize, and will yield him 
ready Money there ; which are, Linnen and Wool- 
len Cloth, and all other Stuffs to make Cloaths 
with; together with ‘Thred, Silk, Buttoris, Ri- 
bonds , Hats , Stockings, Shoes, and the like ; 
which go off there at very good rates, and for 
which a man may purchafeé whatfoever Provifion 
he hath need of. Ships are generally going thither 
at alltimesof the Year, and the Paflage of a Man 
or Woman is generally five pounds, 
The Commodities which this 
Commodities. Countrey produceth, forthe Pro- 
fit as wellasthe fubfiftence of the 
Inhabitants, are feveral forts of Wines ; five feve- 
ral forts of Grapes growing naturally there; and 
there is care taken to plant the Rhenifh, Canary, 
Claret, Mufcat, Madera and SpanifhGrapes of all 
which are already Vineyards compleated, and 
Wine made, which proves very good both in co- 
Jour and tafte, the Countrey having gentle rifing 
Hills , of a fertil fandy Earth, proper for. the 
production of- Vines; and further .from the 
Sea feveral Gravel-Rocks, whereon they naturally 
grow,being indifferent large, and Infcious in tafte’; 
fo that feveral French Proteftants, that inhabit 
there, doubt not but in a little time to produce 
great quantitiesof good Wine. . Oy/ Olive, which 
being carried thither from Portugal and Bermudas, 
flourifh and increafe exceedingly, and will in all 
probability produce as large quantities of Oy}; 
that it will very much conduce to the enriching of 
the Inhabitants 5 Cortoz, Indigo, Silky Ginger, To- 
bacco, Flax, Hemp, Pitch, Tar, Fallop, Saffapa- 
rilla, Turmerick,, Saffafras , Swake-root, and the 
like. | 
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There are in this Countrey feve- 
ral forts of ftrange and monftrous 
Creatures ; for an Exglifh Gentle- 
man travelling with fome Indians, they met with 
a Kattle-Snake.two yards and a half long, andas 
big asa mans Arm, which by the greatnefs of its 
Belly, they imagined to be ig with young; but 
having killed and opened her, they found there on- 
ly a {mall Squirrel, which the had fwallowed 
whole ; the Indians affirming, that thofe Serpents 
ufe to lie under Trees upon which they fee any 
Squirrels, and fixing their Eyes {tedfaftly upon 
them, the little Creature is { frighted thereby, 
that he falls down, and tumbles into the Jaws of 
his Enemy. ‘Travelling through a Wood, a Deer 
feized by a wild Cat, croffed their way, almoft 
-Ipent with the Burden and Cruelty of his Rider, 
who having faftned upon his Shoulder, conti- 
nued fucking his Blood till the poor Beaft 
fell down under her; which one of the In- 
dians perceiving, fhot an Arrow at the wild Cat, 
which wounding her under the Belly, made her 
leave her Prey, which was already flain, and run 
towards them with a fierce and dreadful Look; 
but her wound being, mortal, her {trength and 
{pirits failed before -fhe reached them ; whereby 
they elcaped -her revenge, which peradventure 
otherwife fomesof them might have felt. This 
Creature is fomewhat larger than a Fox, of akind 
of a reddifh gray Colour, and in figure every way 
like an ordinary Cat, but exceeding fierce, raven- 
ous,.and fo cunning, that Knowing the Deer, up- 
on which they chiefly prey, to be two {wift for 
them, they lurk upon Branches of Trees, and as 
the Deer walk and feed under them, fuddenly. 
jump down upon their backs. Their Furis greatly 
M eftéemed, 
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efteemed, and their Flefh, though as rank as that 
of.a Dog, is eaten by the Indians. 

They faw daily great Herds of Red and Fallow 
Deer, Bears, Leopards and Wolves, but no Lions. 
The Wolves were to exceeding ravenons, that they 
were in great fear Icft their Horfes fhould have 
been devoured ; for in thenight-time they got to- 
gether in clufters, and howled fo near them, that 
it was impoflible to have faved them, had not the 
Fires which they kept continually burning in the 
night-time, terrified them, and frighted them a- 
way. The Woods were likewife full of Bears, 
Otters and gray Foxes: And arriving at length to 
the Appalatean Mountains, which were fo high and 
fteep, that they were a whole day before they 
could gain the Top ; from whence the next Morn- 
ing they had a beautiful profpect of the Arlantick, 
Ocean, which wafhes the Virgizian Shores ; but to 
the North and Weft other Mountains prevented 
their fight, and the exceeding Coldnefs prevented 
further Difcovery, and compelled thtm toa fpee- 
dy return. 

The fame Gentleman, at another time, when 
he wentto make what Difcovery he could of.the 
Countrey, met with another fortof Ivdians, who 
were Enemies to the Chriffians 5 yet venturing a- 
mongft them, and prefenting them with fome 
{mall Trifles of Glafs and Metals, found them very 
kind to him, and would fain have obliged himto 
have fetled amongft them, by propofing a Match 
between himand their King’s. or fome other Great 
Man’s Daughter, whom he fhould beft fancy ; nor 
could he wave their Courtefie, nor obtain leave 
to depart without a Promife of returning again 
within fix Months. And South-welt from them, 
he found a Nation differing in Government fro 
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all the other Jndians that inhabit thofe Parts, 
being rather Slaves than Subjeéts to their King, 
who was a very. grave Man, and courteous to 
Strangers, yet horrid barbarous in his Superfti- 
tion; that whilft this Gentleman was there, he 
fent three Youths to kill as many young Wo- 
men of their Enemies as they could meet withal, 
to ferve his Son ( who was then newly dead ) in 
the other World. They were not long before 
they returned with Skins torn off the Head and 
Faces of feveral young Girls,-which they laid at 
the Feet of their King, who received themas the 
molt acceptable Prefents.

This Country was firft difcovered 
inthe Year 1497. by Sebaflian Ca- Its Difcovery. 2 
bot, a Portuguefe, but his Mariners ie 
were all Exglifh, and therefore may juftly beclaim- hi 
ed byus. But it was more fully difcovered, toge- 
ther with allthat Tract of Sea-Coalt, by Sir Fran- 
cis Drake, and was called Virginia by Sir Walter 
Rawleigh, who vilited it foon after in honour of his 
Virgin Miftris,Queen Elizabeth. Inthe Year 1603. 
divers perfons, who obtained the Propriety of it 
from Sir Walter, made a Voyage thither, who 
difcovered Whit fon-Bay in forty one Degrees. The 
People ufed Snake-skins of fix Foot long for 
Girdles, and were exceedingly ravifhed with the 
Mufick of a Gittern, a Boy dancing in a Ring about 
him; they were more afraid of two Engi:fh Ma- 
ftives than of twenty Men. 

There being much time fpent in the difcovery 
of this Country, and not without vaft Expences, 
in the fetting forthof Ships, and that not without 
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brought to perfection, but at length, in the Year 
1607. Sir Soha Popham, and others, fettled a Plan- 
tation at the Mouth of the River Saghadoc, but 
Captain Fames Davis having chofen a finall place, 
almoft an Ifland, to fet down in, where, having 
heard a Sermon, readtheir Patent and Laws, and, 
after he had built-a Fort, failed further up the 
River and Country, where, finding an Iland that 
had a great fall of Water, and having haied 
their Boat over with a Rope, they came to ano- 
ther fall, which, by reafon of its being very fhallow 
and {wift, proved unpaflable; the Head of the 
River lying inabout forty five Degrees: They call 
their Fort, St.George, Captain George Popham be- 
ing Prefident , and the People feemed much affect- 
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ed with our mens devotion, and would fay, King 

James wa good King, ana his God a’ good God, bit 
our God Tanto a na HEY Ged, which is the Name 
of the evil Spirit that Ebates them every new | 
Moon, and mz ikes bien m worfhip him for fear; he- 

commanded the Jvdians not to converfe, nor come 
near the Evglifh, threatning tokillfome of them, 
if they did, and inflict ficknefsupon others, if they 
difobey’d him, beginning with two of their Saga- 
mores or King?s s Children, afhrming he had power 
todo the like againft the Englifh, and would the 
next new hades xecute it on choles In Fanuary, in 
the {pace of feven hours, they had Thunder, Light- 
ning, Rain, Frost and Siow, all in very great 
abundance: Ther eis likewife found a Bath fo hot 
tor two Miles about, they cannot drink of it, 
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ine of the Indians, for a Straw-hat and Knife, 
frit pt himfelf of hiscloat hing, which was Beaver- 
skinsy worth in England 505. or 3 1. to prefent 
them to the Prefi. lent, only leaving himfelf a piece

ed not only his hberty, but was in great favour 
aniong them, being extraordinary well pleafed 
with his Difcourfes of Ged, Nature and Art, fo 
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(*HESi5 5) 
that he had amoft noble Entertainment from Pow- 
batan, one of their Emperours, who fate in ftate 
upon his Bed of Mats, Pillow of Leather, im- 
broidered with Parl and white Beads, attired with 
Robes of Skins, as large as an Jrz{h-Mantle ; at his 
Head fate a handfom young Woman, .and another 
at his Feet, and on each fide the Room twenty 
others , their Heads and Shoulders painted red, 
with a great Chain of white Beads about their 
Necks, and a Robe of Skins, large like an Jr:(h- 
Mantle; before thefe fate his chiefeft Men, in their 
orders: Inhis Palace or Arbour, one Vewport, who 
accompanied Captain Smith, gav. the Emperour a 
Boy, inrequital whereof Powhatan beltowed upon 
him Namontack, his Servant, who was afterwards 
brought into England, yet after this Powhatan 
treacheroufly contrived the Murder of fixteen of 
of our Men, which was happily prevented by 
Captain Smith, who feized another of their Kings, 
and thereby obtained Peace with them upon his 
own Terms. 

This Emperour had about thirty Kings under 
him, his chief Treafure confilting of Skins, Cop- 
per, Pearls, Beads, and the like, all which were 
kept in ftore againft his Burial, being referved 
on purpole againft that time; his Houfe being 
fifty or fixty Yards long, frequented only by Priefts ; 
at the four Corners ftood four Images, as Centi- 


nels, one of a Bear, another a Dragon, the third

many Women as he pleafes, whom, after he is 
grown weary of, he beftows upon his Favorites.

His Vill, with the Cuftom of the Country, are 
his Laws, punifhing his Malefactors by broiling to 
death, inclofed about with fire, with feveral other 
Tortures. About ten Miles from Fames-Town one 
of 


Leopard, and the fourth a Giant: He hath as. 
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of their Kings made a Feaft in the Woods, the 
people being moft monftroufly painted, fome like 
black Devils, with Horns, and their Hair loofe, 
of variety of colours; they continued two days 
dancing in aCircle of a quarter of a Mile about, 
four ina rank, in two companies, exercifing feve- 
ral Antick Tricks, the King leading the Dance ; 
all in the midft had black Horns on their Heads, 
and green Boughs in their.Hands; next whom 
were four or five principal Men, differently paint- 
ed, who with Clubs beat thofe forward that tired 
in the Dance, which held fo long, that they were 
{carce able either to go or ftand ; they made a 
hellifh noife,and throwing away their Boughs,ran 
clapping their Hands up into a Tree, and tearing 
down a Branch, fell into their order again. After 
this, fifteen of their proper, Boys, between ten 
and fiften years old, painted white, were brought 
forth to the people, who fpent the Forenoon in 
{porting, and dancing about them with Rattles ; 
then,the Children being fetched away, the Women 
wept, and paflionately cried out, providing 4M4o/s, 
Skins, Mats and dry Wood, making Wreaths for 
their Heads, and decking their Hair with Leaves A 

after which, they were all caft ona heap ina Valley 
asdead, where a great Feaft was made for all the 
company for two hours; they then fell again into 
a Circle, and danced about the Youths, caufing a 

Fire tobe made on an Altar, which our Men thought 
was defigned to facrifice them to the Devil, but it 

was a miftake, and the Jzdians deluded our Men 

by falfe ftories, one denying , and another af- 

firming the fame thing, being either ignorant or 

unwilling to difcover the devilith Myfteries of their 

Religion ;)but a King being demanded the mean- 

ing of this Sacrifice, anfwered, That the Children 
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mere not all dead, but the Okee, or the Devil, did 
fuck the Blood from their left Breast, till fome of 
them died, but the rest were kept in the Wildernefs, 
till nine Moons were expired, during which they must 
nor converfe with any; of thefe were made Priefts and 
| Conjurers. 

They think thefe Sacrifices fo neceflary, that if o- 
| mitted,they believe theirOkee or Devil,& their other 
_ Gods would hinder them from having any Deer, 
Turkies, Corn or Fifh, and would likewife make 
a great Slaughter among them. They imagine 
their Priefts after Death, go beyond the Moun- 
tains toward the Sun-Setting, and remain there 
continually in the fhape of their Okee, having their 
Heads painted: with Oyl, and finely trimmed 
with Feathers, and being furnifhed with Beads, 
Hatchets, Copper and Tobacco, never ceafe to 
dance and fing with their Predeceflors; yet they 
fuppofe the common People fhall die, like Beafts, 
and never live after Death: Some of their Priefts 
were fo far convinced, that they declared our God 
exceeded theirs, as much as our Guns did their : 
Bows and Arrows, and fent many Prefents to the > 
Prefident, intreating him to pray to his God for 
Rain, for their God would not fend them any. 
By Break of Day, before they eat or drink, the 
Men, Women and Children above ten years old, 
run into the Water, and there wafh a good {pace, 
till the Sun arife ; then they offer Sacrifice to it, 
f{trewing Tobacco on the Land and Water, re- 
peating the fame Ceremony at Sun-Set. George 
Caffon aforementioned , was facrificed , as they 
thought, to the Devil, being ftript naked , and 
bound to two ftakes, with his Back againft a great 
Fire ; after which they ript up his Belly,and burnt 
his Bowels, drying his Flefh tothe Bones, which 
they 
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they kept above ground in a Rooms many other 
Englifhmen were cruelly and treacheroufly executed 
by them, though perhaps not facrificed, and none 
had efcaped if their Ambufh had. fucceeded. Pow- 
hatan invited one Captain Ratcliff and thirty others 
to trade for Corn, and having brought them with- 
in his Ambufh, murdered them all. 

Virginia, after its difcovery, coft no fmall pains 
before it was brought to perfection, with the lofs 
of many Exglifhmens Lives. In the Reign of King 
Fames the Firft, a Patent was granted to feveral 
Perfons asa Corporation, and called the Company 
of Adventurers of Virginia. But upon feveral Mif- 
demeanors.and Mifcarriages in 1623. the Patent 
was made null; fince which, it hath been free for 
all his Majefties Subjeéts to Trade into thefe 
Parts.

“Temperature. {weet and wholfom Ayr, and the 


Climate fo agreeable to the Ezglifh, 
fince the clearing it from Woods, that few die of 
the Countrey-Difeafe, cailed Seafoning. 

It is every where interlaced with 

Its Fertility. delectable Hills and rich Vallies, and 
of a Soil fo fertile, that an Acre of 

Ground commonly yieldeth 200 Bufhels of Corn, 
and produceth readily the Grain, Fruits, Plants, 
Seeds and Roots which are brought from Exgland, 
befides thofethat are natural to this Countrey and 
the reft of America. 

Here are excellent Fruits in great 

Its Fruits. abundance, which may be compared 
to thole of Italy or Spain 5 as,/Apri- 

cocks, Peacues, Melons, Apples, Pears, Plums, Cher- 
ries, Grapes, Figs, Quinces, Marrocks, Puchamins, 
Chefauts, Walnuts, Olsves, Strawberries, Rasberries, 


Goofeberries, 
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Goofeberries, and Maulberries in great abundance, 
Of their -Apples they make Sider, of their 
Pears Perry, and of their Grapes Wine. 

They have feveral forts of Roots, 
as, Potatoes, Carrots, Turnips, Arti- Their Roots. 
chokes, Onions, Cabbages, Coli flowers, 
Afparagus, &c. with moft forts of Garden-Herbs 
known to us, in great plenty. 

They have great plenty of Fowl ; 
as, wild Turkeys,which ufually weigh Their Fowl. 
fix Stone, or forty eight pound ; 
Partridges, Swans, Gee fe, Ducks, Teal, Wigeons, 
Dotterels, Heath-cocks, Oxe-eyes, Brants, Pigeons, 
Cranes, Fferons, Eagles, and feveral forts of Hawks, 
and for {mall Birds, innumerable quantities of fun- 
dry forts; as, Black-birds , Thrufhes, Red-birds, 
and above all, the AZckbird, which counterfeits 
the Noife of all Birds. 

They have great ftore of wild 
Bealts ; as, Lions, Bears, Leopards, Wild Beafts. 
Tygers, Wolves, and Dogs like Wolves, 
but bark not; Baffelves, Elks, whofe Flefh is as 
good as Beef, Rofconnes, Utchunquois, Deer, Hares, 
Bevers, Otters, Foxes, Martins, Polcats, Wefels, 
Mausb-Rats, Flying Squirrels, &c. And for tame 
Cattel, Cows, Sheep, Goats, fogs, and Horfes in 
great plenty. 

There is great plenty of excellent 
Fifth, as well in the Sea, and Bay Their Fifh. 
of Ghefopeack, as in the Rivers; 
viz. Cods , Thornback,, Sturgeon, Crampuffes,. Por- 
puffes, Drums, Cat-Fifh, Baffess Sheeps-heads (which 
makes Broth like that of Matton) Coney-fifh, 
Rock-fifh, Cray-fifh, White Salmons, Soals, Plaice, 
Mullets, Makarel, Trouts, Perches , Conger-Eels , 
Herrings, Oyjters, Shrimps, Cockles, Mufcles, ae 
The 
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The Commodities which the 
Commodities: Countrey dothor may produce, are; 

Hemp, Flax, Hops, Rape-feed, _An- 
uife-feed, Woad, Madder, Pot-Afhes, Foney, Wax 
Silk, if they would make it, fince A4ulberry-leaves 
grow in fo great plenty, feveral fweet Gums and 
excellent Balfoms of fovereign Vertues$ feveral 
forts of Plants and Woods ufed by Dyers; Here 
are Veins of Alum, Iron and Copper, togethér with 
fundry forts of rich Furs, Elb-Skins (which ma- 
keth excellent Buff) and other Hides 5 Pitch, Tar, 
Rozen, Turpentine, Butter, Cheefe, falted Fifh and 
Flefh, ‘which ‘find vent at Barbados and other Cha- 
ribby-Iflands ; but above all, Tobacco, which is their 
principal Commodity, and the Standard whereby 
all the reft are prized. 

There grows a kind of Flax, called Sik-grafs, 
of which the Indians make Thred and Strings, and 
is good to make Linnen Cloth and Shifts, and 
and would make excellent {trong Cables. 

Here all Tradefimen, efpecially Handicrafts find 
Sood encouragement ; and for thofe Commodities 
aforefaid, the Evglifh who have the fole Trade) 
bring them all forts of Apparel, all manner of U- 
tenfils belonging to Houfhold-ftufLor neceflary for 
their stualwese ae or otherwife ; alfo Wine, Bran- 
ay, and other firong Drinks ; likewife al Silks, Stuffs 
and Cloth, both Linnen and Woollen, which they 
convert to feveral Ufes according to their flancies, 
being now fupplied with Z Taylors. 

Here groweth likewife fundry forts 

Their Trees. iy Trees; as, the red and white 

_ Oak, black Walnut, Cedar, Pine, Cy- 

prefs, Chefnnt , Poplar, ‘Ath, Elm, &c. many of 

which are very good for the building of Ships,and 
other Ules. 

This 
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This Countrey is well watered 
with feveral great and fwift Rivers, Their Rivers. 
which lofe themfelves in the Gulph 
or Bay Chefopeak., which gives entrance for Ship- 
ping into this Countrey, and alfo to Maryland, 
next adjoyning, which faid Bay is very large, ca- 
pacious , and commodious for Shipping , eing 
faid to run up into the Countrey Northwards 
75 Leagues 5 in breadth in many places being 5,6, 
or 7 Leagues, and fometimes more, and 6 or 7 
fathom deep ; and its opening to the South, be- 
tween Cape Henry, which beginneth Virginia, and 
Cape Charles on the other fide oppolite , being 
about 10 or 12 Leagues wide. 

The principal of thefe Rivers beginning at 
Cape Henry, are Pawhonan, now called Fames’s Ri- 
ver, being found navigable about 50 Leagues, 
Pamaunke, now York-River, alfo large and naviga- 
ble about 20 Leagues. Rapahanock, or Ti opahanock , 
likewife a good River, and navigable about 40 
Leagues, which isthe laft River of Virginia north- 
wardly, that falls into the Bay of Chefopeak. 

Upon, or near thefe Rivers, for the conveni- 
ency of Shipping, the Englifh are feated, which 
at prefent do amount unto the number of about 
thirty or forty thoufand, and have fome Towns: 
the chief among ft which is James-Town, or rather 
James-City, commodioufly feated on James-River s 
the Town is beautified with many fair and well- 
built Brick Houfes ; and as it is the chief Town 
of theCountrey, here are kept the Courts of Ju- 
dicatory, and Offices of publick Concern. 

Next to Sames-Town, may be reckoned that of 
Elizabeth, feated at the bottom of the faid River, 
awell built Town. Alfo Dales-Gift, Wicocomeco, 
Lermuda, and others. 
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‘The Governour is fent over by His Majelty ;. 
who at prefent is the Right Honourable the Lord 
Howard of Effingham, and the Countrey 1s govern- 
ed by Laws agreeable with thofe of Exgland, for 
the decifion of all Caufes both Civil and Criminal ; 
which faid Laws are made by the Governour, with 
the confent of the General Aflembly, which doth 
confift of his Council, and the Burgefles chofen by 
the Freeholders. And for the better Government, 
the Countrey poflefled by the Exglifh, is divided 
into feveral Counties, in each of which are She- 
riffs, Fuftices of the Peace, and other Officers, 
which are from time to time appointed by the Go- 
vernor. 
The Names of the Counties, are 
Their Coun- thofe of Carotuck, Charles, Glocefter, 
ties. Hartford , Henrico, Fames, New- 
Kent , Lancafter , Middlefex, Nan- 
femund., Lower-Norfolk, Northa wmpton 4 INorthum= 
berland , Ra éppahanock Surrey, Wa arwithy Weftmor- 
land, Ifle of Wight, and York, andin each of thefe 
Counties are held petty Courts every Month; 
from which the ere may be Appeals to the Quarter- 
Court held at Sames-Town. 
The Virginians are not born fo 
Lbeir Com- f{warthy as they appear; their hair 
pleacton. is generally black and flaggy, which 
they wear long, few men-have 
Beards , becaufe they pluck out the Hairs that 
would grow ; their oyntments and {moaky houfes 
do ina great meafure caufe their Blacknels, where- 
by they ‘ook like I Bacon ; ; they are of aready wit, 
very fubtle and treacherous, not much addicted 
to La bour, being too great lovers of their eafe, 
and much given-to hunting. They have one Wife, 
many Concubines, and are likewile Sodomstes ; the 
ancient

ancient Women are ufed for Cookt, Burbers, and 
_other Services, the younger for Dalliance; they 
are modeft intheir Carriage, and feldom quarrel, 
in entertaining a Stranger, they fpread a Mat for 
him to fit down, and then dance before him, they 
wear their Nails long to flea their Deer, and put 
Bows and Arrows into the hands of their Chil: 
dren, before they are fix years old. In each Ear 
they have generally three great holes, wherein 
they commonly hang Chains, Bracelets, or Cop- 
per; fome wear a Snake therein, coloured green 
and yellow, near half a yard long, which crawls 
about their necks, and offers to kifS their Lips ; 
others have a dead Rat tied by the Tail. The wo- 
men raze their Bodies, Legs and Thighs with an 
Iron incurious knots and fhapes of Fowls, Fifhes, 
and Beafts, and rub a painting therein which will 
never come out. The Queen of Apometica was 
attired with a Cornet befet with many whitebones; 
with Copper in her Ears, and a Chain of the fame; 
fix times encompafling her Neck, The Safqueha- 
mocks area Giant-like People,’ very monftrous in 
proportion , behaviour and attire; their Voice 
founds as out of a Cave, their Garments are Bear- 
skins, hanged with Bears Paws, a Wolfes Head, 
and fuch odd Jewels, their Tobacco-pipes three 
quartersof a yard long, with the Head of fome 
Beaft at the end, fo weighty, as to beat out the 
Brains of a Horfe.

and itrewing the hairs of that Deer, every hair 
became a Deer. 

In the Reign of King Famesthe Firlt, one Toma- 
cona, an Indian, and Councellor to one of their 
Kings, came into Ezgland;, who landing in the 
Weft, was much furprized at our plenty of Corz 
and Trees, imagining we V entured into their Coun- 
trey to fap} ply thofe defects ; he began then to 
number - the Men he met with, but his Arithmetick 
foon failed him. He related that Okee their God, 
did often appear to ‘himin his Temple ; to which 
purpofe four of their Priefts go into the Houfe, 
tain ftrange words ‘and geltures, eight 
ed i

more are calle in, to ‘whom he d difcovers what his 
Willis ; upon him they depend in all their Pro-

cecdings;° as in taking Journeys, or the like: 
fometimes when they refolve to goa hunting, he 
by fome known token will direct where they thall 
find Game; which they with great chearfulnefs 
acknowledging, follow his Directions, and many 
times fucceed therein; he appearslike an handfom 
Indian, with long black Locks of Hair; ; after he 
has {taid with his twelve Confederates for fome 
time, he afcendeth into the Ayr from whence he 
ame. The Natives think it a difgrace to fear 
and therefore whenthey muit die, they do 
it refolutely 5 as it happen ed to one that robbec 
an Englifhman, and was by Pawhatan (upon com- 
plaint made againft him) fetched fixty miles fron 
the place w here | helay concealed , and by this Zo- 
moconto executed in the prefence of the Exglifh, his 
Brains being knockt out, withoutthe leaft fhew of 
fear or terror.

HE Province of Mary-Land is 


Situation: fituated between the degrees of 
37 and 50 min. or thereabouts, and 40 

deg.of Northern Latit. It is bounded on the North 
with Pennfyldania, New-England, and New-York , 
formerly part of New-Exgland; on the Eaft, the 
Ablantick Ocean, and Delaware Bay 5 onthe sous 
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(196 ) 
by Virginia; from whence it is parted by the Rit 
ver Patowmeck, whofe Southern Banks divide the 
Province from Virginia. 

The Bay of Chefopeack, giving entrance to 
Ships, both into this Countrey and Virginia, paf- 
fing through the heart of this Province, being 
found near 200 miles in the Land, into which 

falls feveral confiderable River ; 

Its Rivers as, Patowmeck, Patuxent, Ann-A- 

rundel, (alias Severn) and Safque- 
fabanough , lying on the Weft-fide of the Bay ; and 
to the Eaftof the faid Bay, thofe of the Choptanke, 
Nantecoke, Pocomocke,; and feveral other Rivers and 
Rivulets, to the great improvement of the Soyl, 
and Beauty of the Province, : 
The Climate of late is very a- 
The Climate. greeable to the Exglifh Conftitu- 
tion, efpecially fince the felling of 
the Woods, and the People accuftoming them- 
{elves to Englifh Dict, is very healthful and agree- 
able to the conftitution of the Englifh, few now 
dying at their firft coming, of the Country Dif- 
eafeor feafoning ; neither is the Heat extream in 
Summer, being much qualified by the cool and 
gentle Briezes of winds fromthe Sea, and refrefh- 
ing Showers of Rain, and the Cold in Winter, be- 
ing of fo little durance, that the Inhabitants can= 
not be faid to fuffer by either. 

The Countrey is generally plain and even, yet 
rifing in. fome places into fmall and pleafant Hills, 
which heighten the Beauty of the adjacent Val- 
lies. 

The Soyl is rich and fertil, naturally producing 
all fuch Commodities as are particularly fet down 
to its neighbouring Colony , Virginia; as, all 
forts of Beasts and Fowl, both tame and wild; 

Fifh, 
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Fifh, Fruits, Plants, Roots, Herbs,.Guins, Trees, 

Balfoms, &c. as likewife all Commodities produ- 
ced by Induftry, are here found in as great plenty 
and perfection. But the chief Trade of Adury- 
Land depends upon Tobacco , which is efteemed 
better for a foreign Market than that of Virginia, 
finds greater vent abroad; which Trade is not 
inconfiderable, fince a hundred Sail of Ships have 
in one year traded thither from Ezgrland, and the 
neighbouring Englijh Plantations. There isa com- 
petent ftock of ready Money in this Province , 
both of Exzglifh and Foreign, and his Lordfhips 
own Coin; yet their chief way of Commerce is 
by way of Barter or Exchange of Commodi- 
tl¢cs.

the place where they mee is fpacious, and round 
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This Province of Adary-Land, His Majefty King 
Charles the Firlt, in Anno 16 32. granted by a Pa- 
tent to the Right Honourable Caeilius Calvert, - 
Lord Bulremoré, and to his Heirs and Afligns, and 
by that Patent created himand them the true and 
abfolute Lords and Proprietors of the fame (fa- 
ving the Allegiance and Sovereign Dominion due 
to His Majeity, his Heirs and Succeflors ; ) thereby 
likewife granting to them all Royal Jurifdictions 
both military and Civil; as, Power of enacting 
Laws,martial Laws,making of Warand Peace,Par- 
doning Offences, conferring of Honours, coyning 
of Money, ce. and in acknowledgment thereof, 
yielding and paying yearly to his Majefty,his Heirs 
and Succeflors,two JndiacnArrows at Windfer-Caftle 
inthe County of Berks, on Eafter-Tuefday, toge- 
ther with the fifth part of all the Gold and Silver- 
Oar that fhall be found there. 

The Lord Baltemore hath his Refidence at AZt- 
tapany, about eight miles diftance from St. Aduries, 
where he hath a pleafant Seat, though the gene- 
ral Affemblies and Provincial Courts are kept at 
St. Maries ; and forthe better inviting of People 
to fettle here, his Lordfhip by the Advice of the 
General Affembly of that Province, hath long fince 
eftablifhed a Model of good ‘and wholfom Laws, 
for the eafe and benefit of the Inhabitants, with 
toleration of Religionto all forts that profefs the 
Faith of Chrift, which hath been a principal mos 
tive to many to fettle under that Government, 
rather than in another, where Liberty of Confci- 
ence was denied them. | 

This Province, where it is peo- 
Tes Counties. pled with English, is divided into 
ten Counties, to wit, five Eaftwards 
of Chefopeak-Bay , as, Cecil, Dorchefter, Kent, So- 
Tier mer fet,

Somerfet, and Falbot ; and five’ Weitwards of the 
faid Bay; as, Anne-Arundel, Baltemore, Calvert, 
Charles, and St. Maries. Here are likewife certain 
Magiftrates appointed by his Lordfhip in each 
County, as, Sheriffs, Fuftices of the Peace, &c. 

The Inhabitants (being in number about 16000) 
have begun the building of feveral Towns, which 
in few years tis hoped may come to fome perfe- 
ction; as, Calverton, Herrington, and Harvey- 
Town, allcommodioufly feated for the benefit of 
Trade, and conveniency of Shipping; but’ the 
principal Town is St. AZaries, feated on St.Georges 
River , being beautified with divers well-built 
Houfes, and is the chief Place, or Scale of Trade 
for the Province. 
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f Djoyning to Adary-Land Northwards, is a 
Colony called New-York, from our prefent 
Gracious Sovereign, when Duke of York, the Pro- 
prietor thereof by Grant from His Majefty, and is 
that part of New-England which the Dutch once 
poflefied ; it was firft difcovered | 
by Mr. Hudfon, and fold prefently Irs Difcovery. 
by him to the Datch without 
Authority 
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( 202 ) 
Authority from his Sovereign the King of Exgland, 
in 1608. The Hollanders in 1614. began to "plant 
there,and called it New-LNetherland; but Sir Samuel 
Argal, Governour of Virginia, routed them ; after 
which sthey got leave of King James to put in there 
for Frefh- ‘Water in their Paflage to Brazile, and 
did not offer to Plant tilla Bae while after the 
Englifh were fetled in the Countr hie In 1664. His 
late Ma je “thy King i the Second fent over four 
Commiffioners to reduce the Colony into bounds, 
that had been encro ‘ivhe d upon by each other ; 
who marched with ge hundred Red-Coats to 
Méanhadees , and took from the Dutch the chief 
Town, t hen called Newb Amflerdam, now New- 
Tork; and Aug. 29. turne mh out their Governour 
with a Silver Leg, and all the reft but thofe who 
acknowledged Subjection s the King of England ; 

fuffering them to enjoy their Houfes and Eft tates as 
before. _ Thirteen days after, Sir Robert Car took 
the Fort and Town of Aurania, now called Albany, 
and twel ve days afterthat, the Fort and Town of 
dir al ap poa, then Dilaware-Caftle , manned with 
Dutch and $ Swedes , fo that now the Englifh are Ma- 
{ters of three handfom Towns, three {trong Forts 
and 


a Cattle, without the lofs of one man. The 
firft Gov iis eta! thefe Percy or the King of Exg- 
land was Colonel WNicols, one of the Commiffio- 
ners.

Its Fertility, fertil Soyl, wel watered with Ri- 
vers, as in Adary-Land , already 

fpoken of,and is found to produce the fame B afts 
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The moft confiderable Town is 
that of New-York; being well ts Situation, 
feated both for Trade, Security, 
and Pleafure, ina fimall Ifle called Alanahatan, re- 
garding the Sea, made fo by Hudfon’s River, which 
fevereth it from Long-Ifland, which faid River is 
very commodious for Shipping, being about two 
Leagues broad. The Town is large, containing 
about five hundred well-built Houfes, built with 
Dutch-Brick, and the meaneft not valued under one 
hundred Pounds; to the landward it is encom- 
pafled with a Wallof good thickuefs, and forti- 
fed at the entrance of the River, fo as to com- 
mand any Ship which paffeth that way, by a Fort, 
called Fames-Fort: and for Civil Government, it 
hath a Mayor, Alderman, Sheriff, and Fuftices of 
she Peace for their Magiftrates. The Inhabitants 
are moft Englifh and Dutch, who have a very con- 
Giderable Trade with the Indians, for the Skins of 
Elks, Deer, Bears, &c. alfo for thofe of Beaver, 
Otter, Racoon-skins, with other rich Furs, and 
are fupplied with Venifon and Fowl in the Winter, 
and Fifh inthe Summer, by the Jzdians, at an eafie 
price. 
This Province formerly contained all that 
Land which is feated in the North part of Ame- 
rica, betwixt England and Mury-Land, the length 
toward the North being not fully known; the 
breadth is about 200 Miles: .The chief Rivers are 
Hudfon-River, Raritan-River, and Delaware-Bay 3 
and the principal Iflands are the Manabatan-Vland, 
Leng-ifland, and Stater-land. Méanahatan-lland, 
fo called by the Indians, lieth within land, betwixt 


forty one and forty two Degrees of Norta- Lati- 
tude, and is in length about fourteen Miles, and 


twobroad. New-York is feated on the Weft-end o 


this 
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this Ifland, having a finall Arm of the Sea, which 
divides it from Lozz-Zfland on the South. Long- 
Ffland runs Eaftward above a hundred Miles, and 
in fome places eight, twelve and fourteen Miles 
broad, inhabited from one end tothe other, ha- 
ving a rich Soil for all Exglifh-Grain; the Fruits, 
Trees and Herbs very good; in Aday you may fee 
the Woods and Fields fo richly bedecked with 
Rofes, and variety of other delightful Flowers, 
as equal, if not excel, many Gardens in Eng- 
land. 
This Country is alfo poflefled 
Its Inhabitants. with fundry forts of People, not 
much unlike the Indians of Vir- 
gina, being well-proportioned, fwarthy, black- 
haired, very expert in their Bow and Arrows, 
waich are their chief Weapons of War; they 
are very ferviceable and courteous to the Exglifh, 
being of a ready Wit and very apt to recieve In- 
ftruction from them; but there are now but few 
Inatans upon the Ifland, being ftrangely decreafed 
fince the Englifh firft fettled there, for not long 
ago there were fix Towns fullof them, which are 
now reduced to two Villages, the reft being cut 
olf by Wars among themfelves, or fome raging, 
mortal Difeafes. They live principally by-Afune- 
ing, Fowling and Fuhing, their Wives tilling the 
Land and planting the Corn, they feed on Fifh, 
Fowl and Venifon, likewife Pol-cats, Turtles, Racoon 
and the like: they build fimall moveable Tents, 
which they remove three times a year,chiefly quar- 
tering where they plant their Corn, befides their 
Hunting and Fifhing-Quarters. Their principal 
Recreation are Fost-ball and Cards, at which they 
will play away all they have, except a Flap toco- : 
ver their nakednels: they are very great lovers of 
Strong- 
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Strong-drink, fo that without they have enough 
to be drunk, they care not to drink at all; if 
their company be fo great, that they have not 
enough to make them all drunk, they ufually chufe 
fo many as are proportionable to that quantity, 
and the veft mult be fpectators ; if any happen to 
bedrunk, before he has taken his fhare, which is 
ordinarily a quart of Brandy, Rum or Strong-wa- 
ters; to fhew their Juftice, they will pour the relt 
down his Throat: in which debanches they often 
kill one another, which the Friends of the dead re- 
venge upon the Murtherer, unlefs he purchafe his 
Life with Money, which is made of Periwinkle-fhell, 
both black and white, ftrung like Beads. 
They obferve feveral Ceremo- 
nies in their Reigious Rites, and Their Religion. 
are faid to Worhhip the Devil, 
which ufually they perform once or twice a Year, 
unlefs upon fome extraordinary occafion, as the 
making of War, or the like, when their Corz is 
ripe, which is ufually about AZichaelmas ; Theday 
being appointed by their Chief Pricit, or Pawaw, 
moft of them go a Hunting for Vewifon ; when 
they are all affembled, if the Prieft wants Money, 
hethen tells them, their God will accept no Offer- 
ing, but Money ; which the People believing, eve- 
ry one gives according to his ability: the Prielt 
takes the Money, and putting it into fome Difhes, 
fets them upon the top of their low, flat-roofed 
Houfes, and fo falls acalling upon their God, to 
come and receive it, which, with many loud hol- 
lows and out-crys, ftriking the ground with fticks, 
and beating themfelves, is. performed by the 
Prieft, and feconded by the People. After, being 
thus wearied, 2 Devil, by his conjuration, appears 
amonegft them, fometimes in'the fhape of 2 Fowl, 
a Beast, 
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a Beast, or a Adan, which fo amazeth the people, 
that they dare not ftir; the Prieft improves the 
opportunity, and ftepping out, makes fure of the 
Money, and then returns to lay. the Spirit, who is 
often gone before he comes back, having taken 
{ome of the company along with him; but if at 
fuch times any Englifh come among them, it putsa 
perio d to their pr oceeding it and th iey will defire 
his ablence, fay ying, beir God will not come illthey are 
departed. They are much addicted to goto War 
again{ft on ano other, but they fight no pitch d Bat- 
tel, but upon their Enemies approach; (having firft 
fecured their Wives and Children in fome INand, 

or thick Sm. ahd armed with Guns and Hatchets, 

they way-la ay their Enemy, and it’s counted a great 
Fight when feven or eight are flain; they feldom 
give quarter Anh but the Women and Children, 
whom they f ferve and make ufe of for the increa- 
fing their ie ength. 

~ When an Indian dies, they bury 
L heir wayof him SprMa t, fitting upon a Seat, 
trial. with his Guz, Morey, and Goods, to 

furnith him in the. other World, 

which they believe to be Weftward, where they 
fhall have great ftore of Game for Hunting, and 
tae at eafe; at his Funeral, his Relations paint 


ae 


their Faces black, making, at his Grave, once or 
twice every day, fad Lamentations; thus continu- 
ing till the blacknefs is wore off their Faces; and 
after that, once a Year they mourn afrefh for him, 
vifiting and trimming up the Grave, not fuffering 
any Grafs to grow near it, fencing it with a Hedge, 
and covering it with M ats for a fhelter from the 
Rain. _Notwithflanding all this buftle, when an 
Indian is dead his Name dies with him, none da- 
ting ever after to mention his Name, it being not 
only 
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only a breach of their Law, but an affront to his 
Friends and Relations, as if done on purpofe to 
renew their grief. And every perfon, bearing ois 
fame Name, inftantly changes it for anothe 
which every one invents for Phimfelf ; fome cal 
themfelves Rattlefnak kes,others ! Buckshori z,or the like; 
yea, if a perfon die, whofe Name its fome W ond 
ufed in common Speech, they change that Word, 
and invent a new one, which makes their - Lan- 
guage very tr oublefom. When any one is fick, 
after his Friends have ufed all poflible means, eve- 
ry one pretending skill in Phylic k, but all proving 
iaeteAtnal, they fend fora Pawaw, or airs who, 
fitting down by the fick perfon, without the leaft 
inquiring after the Difte mper, expects a Fee or 
Gift, according ig which he proportions his 
work, beginning with a low voice to call fome- 
times upon one "God, and then on another, {till 
raifing his voice, beating his naked breafts and 
fides till the fweat runs down, and his breath is al- 
moft gone, and what remains, he breaths upon the 
face of the fick perfon three or four times together, 
fo takes his leave.

count it fuch a fault as is fom sus ifhab 
death. Whenany Woman finds h 
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Child, fhe keeps herfelf chafle, or untouched by 
Man, until her delivery, the like fhe obferveth in 
her giving fuck, a ftrange Cuftom which our Exro- 
pean Ladies would not well relifh. An Indian may 
have two or three or more Wives if he pleafe ; 
but it is not now fo much ufed, as before the Eng- 
lifh came, they being inclined to imitate them 
in things both good and bad. Any Maid, before 
fhe is married, lies with whom fhe pleafes for 
Money, without the leaft fcandal or afperfion, it 
being not only cuftomary, but lawful. They are 
extream charitable to one another, for if any one 
has to fpare, he freely imparts to his friends, and 
whatever they get by Gaming, or.otherwife, they 
fhare one with another, leaving commonly the leaft 
part to themfelves. 

‘When their King or Sachen fits in Council, he 
hath accompany of armed Men to guard his perfon, 
great refpect being fhewed him by the people, 
which chiefly appears by their filence; after he 
has declared the caufe of their convention, he de- 
mands their Opinions, ordering who fhall firft be- 
gin, who, having delivered his mind, tells them, 
he hath done, for no man ihterrupts him, though 
he makes never fo many long ftops and halts, till 
he fays, he hath no more to fay; the Council ha- 
ving all delivered their Opinions, the King, after 
fome paufe, gives the definitive Sentence, which 
is commonly feconded by a fhout from the people, 
thereby fignifying their aflent or applaufe. If any 
perfon be condemned to die, which is feldom, but 
for Murder, or Inceft, the King himfelf goes out 
in perfon, (for they have no Prifons, and the guil- 
ty perfon flies into the Woeds) to feek him out, 
and having found him, the King fhoots firft, though 
at never fuch-a diftance, and then happy is the

man that can fhoot him down, who,for his pains,is 


nade fome Captain or Military Officer.

never been fince difturbed, but every man hath fate 


under his own Vine,-and. hath peaceably reaped 
and enjoyed the Fruits of his own Labour, which

les Difcovery. Ry | Ew-England wasfirft difcovered, 
“yas well as the other Northern- 
Coalts of America, by Sebaftian Cabot, inthe 
Year 1497. and in1584. Mr. Philip Amada, and 
Mr. Arthur Barlow, were the firft.Chriffzans that 
took pofleflion thereof for Queen Elizabeth, The 
Year following Sir Richard Greenvile conveyed -an 
Engli(h Colony thither, under the-government of 
Mr. Raiph Lane, who continued there till the next 
Year, but, upon fome extraordinary occafion, re- 
turned with Sir Francis Drake into England, being 
accounted by fome the firft difcoverer thereof. 
It is feated onthe North of Jdary- 

Its Situation. Land, and on the South Virginia, 
lying about 40 and 41 Degrees of 

North- Latitude, and it is reported to have 
~o Miles of Sea-Goaft, where are found divers 
good Havens, feveral of which being capable to 
harbour five hundred Sail of Ships from the. rage 
of the Seaand Winds, by reafon of the interpo- 
{ition of feveral Ifles (to the number of about 200) 
which lie about this Coaft. The Account of the 
Worthip and Ceremonies of the Jndians hath bese 
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much perfected by the [nduftry and Voyages of 
Capt. Gofnold, Capt. Hudfon, Capt. Smith, and 
others, the laft of which gives a very large Ac- 
count, this Captain being taken Prifoner by the 
Natives, and while he ftayed among them obfer- 
ved their Magical Rites; three or four days after 
his being feized, feven of their Priefts, in the 
Houfe, wherehe lay, each witha Rattle, (making 
him fit down by them) began about Ten inthe 
Morning to fing about a fire, which they encom- 
pafled witha Circle of Meal, at the end of every 
Song (which the Chief Prieit begun, the reft fol- 
lowed in order) they laid down two or three 
Grains of Wheat, then the Prieit difguifed with 
a great Skin, his Head hung round with little 
Skins of Weafles, and other Vermine, and a Cor- 
net of Feathers, painted as ugly asthe Devil, at 
the end of every Song he ufed ftrange and vehe- 
ment Geftures, throwing great Cakes of. Deer- 
Suet and Tobacco into the fire; thus thefe howl- 
ing Devotions continued till Six a Clock at Night, 
and held fo threedays. This they pretended was 
to know of their God, whether any more Ezgli(h 
fhould arrive, and what they intended to do in 
that Country. They fed Capt. Smith fo high, that 
he much doubted they would have facrificed him 
to their Chief Deity, the Image of whom is fo 
deformed, that nothing can be more monftrous: 
the Women likewife, after he was freed and Prefi- 
dent of the Company, made him a very odd En- 
tertainment, thirty of them came out of the 
Woods, only covered before and behind with a 
few green Leaves, their Bodies painted of diffe- 
rent colours, the Commander of thefe Nymphs 
had on her Head a large pair of Stag’s Horns, and 
a Quiver of Arrows at her Back, with Bow and 
P 2 Arrows 
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Arrows inher hand; the reft followed with Horns 
and Weapons all alike; they rufhed through the 
Streets with hellifh fhouts and crys, dancing about 
a fire, which was there made for that purpofe, for 
an hour together ; then they folemnly invited 
him to their Lodging, where he was no fooner 
come, but they all furrounded him, and crying, 
Love you not me? «after which they feafted him 
with great variety, cook’d after their mad fafhion, 
fome finging and dancing all the while, and at laft 
lighted him home with a Firebrand, inftead of a 
Torch, to his Lodgings. 
And although this Country is feated in the midft 
of the Temperate. Zone, yet is the 
Temperature. Clime more uncertain, as to the 
heat and cold, than thofe European 
Kingdoms, which lie Parallel with it; and, as to 
Virginia, this may be compared ‘as Scotland is'to 
England. 
The Air is found very healthful, 
The Air. and agreeable to the Englifh, 
which makes them poflefs many 
Potent Colonies , being very numerous and pow- 
erful. 
When they defign to make War, they firft con- 
fult with their Priefts and Conjurers,no People be- 
ing fo Barbarous almoft, but they 
Their Religion. have their Gods, Priefts, and Re- 
ligion; they adore as it were all 
things that they think may unavoidably hurt them, 
as Fire, Water, Lightning, Thunder, our Great Guns, 
Muskets and Horfes; yea, fome.of them once fee- 
ing an Englifh Boar, were {truck with fometerror, 
becaufe he briltled up his Hairs and gnafhed his 
Teeth, believing him to be the God of the Swine, 
who was offended with them. The chief God they 
| Worlhip 
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Worfhip is the Devil, which they call Obee 5 they 
have conference with him, and fafhion themielves 
into his fhape: In their Temple they have his 
Image ill-favouredly Carved, Painted and Adorned 
with Chains, Copper and Beads, and covered with 
aSkin. The Sepulchre of their Kings 1s common- 
ly near them, whofe Bodies are firft Imbowelled, 
dried on a Hurdle,adorned with Chains and Beads, 
and then wrapped in white Skins, over which are 
Matts; they are afterwards Intombed orderly in 
Arches made of Matts, their Wealth being placed 
at their feet: But for their common Burials, they 
dig a hole in the Earth with fharp Stakes, and the 
Corps being wrapped in/Skins and Matts, they lay 
them in the Ground, placing them upon fticks, and 
then cover them with Earth; theBurial ended, the 
Women having their Faces painted black with Cole 
and Oy/, fit Mourning in the Houfe twenty four 

_hours together, howling and yelling by turns. 

The Natives are cloathed with loofe Mantles 
made of Deers Skins, and Aprons 
of the fame round their Middle, Their Cloathing. 
all elfe being naked ; of Stature 
like to usin Exgland: They Paint themfelves and 
their Children, and he is moft Gallant who 1s moft 
deformed. ,The Women Imbroider their Legs, 
Hands, and other Parts, with feveral Works, as 
of Serpents, and the like, making black fpots in 
their Flcfh. Their Houfes are made of {mall Poles, 
round, and faftened at the top in a circle like our 
Arbours,covered with Matts twice as long as broad, 
they are exact Archers, and with their Arrows will 
kill Birds flying, or Beafts running full fpeed: One 


of our Men was with an Arrow fhot through the . 


Body and both the Arms at once. Another Indian 
fhot an Arrow of an Ell long through a Target, 
! P.3 that 
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that a Piftol Bullet could not pierce; their Bows 
are of tough Afazle, and their Strings of Leather s 
their Arrows of Cane or Hazle, headed with Stones 
Or fforn, and Feathered Artificially: They foon 
grow heartlefs, if they find their Arrows do no ex- 
ecution, They fay there is Men among them of 
above two hundred years of Age. 2 
Though the Planting of this Country was de- 
figned by feveral of the Exgldb, yet it lay much 
neglected, *till a fmall company of Planters, under 
the Command of Captain George Popham, and Cap- 
tain Gilbert, was fent over at the charge of Sir Fobx 
Popham, in 1606, to begin a Colony upona Trad 
of Land about Sagade hoch, the moft Northernly 
part of New-England, but that defign within two 
years expired with its Founder. Soon after, fome 
Honourable Perfons of the Weft of England, com- 
monly called the Council of Plymouth, being more 
certainly informed of feveral Navigable Rivers, 
and Commodious Havens, with other places fit 
either for Planting or T'raffiick,newly difcovered by 
many skilful Navigators, obtained of King Fames 
the Firft, a Patent under the Great Seal, of all chat 
part of North America, called New- England, from 
forty to forty eight Degrees of North Latitude. 
This vaft Tract of Land, was in 1612. Cantoned, 
and divided by Grant into many Iefler Parcels, ac- 
cording as Adventurers prefented ; which Grants 
being founded upon uncertain and falfe Deferi pti- 
ons, and reports of fome that Travelled thither, 
did much interfere one with another, tothe great 
difturbance of the firft Planters,fo that little profit 
was reaped from thence: Nor was any greater 
Improvement made of thofe Grand Portions of 
Land, faving the erecting fome few Cottages for 
Fifhermen, and a few inconfiderable Buildings for 
‘ | | | the 
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the Planters; yea, for want of good Conduct,they 
were by degrees in a manner quite deftitute of 
Laws and Government, and left to fhift for them- 
felves. 

This was the beginning of New-England, when, 
in the Year 1610. one Mr. Robinfon a Presbyterian, 
or rather Independent Preacher, and feveral other 
Englifh, then at Leyden in Holland , though they 
had been courteoufly entertained by the Dutch as 
Strangers; yet forefeeing divers inconventences 
might follow, and that they could not fo well pro- 
vide for the good of their Pofterity under the Go- 
vernment of a Foreign Nation, they refolve to in- 
treat fo much Favour of, their Sovereign Prince, 
King Yames, as to grant them Liberty, under the 
Proteétion of his Royal Authority, to place them- 
felves in fome place of New-England. | Having 
therefore obtained a Patent or Grant for fome 

place about Hudfons River, they fet Sail from Ply- 
mouth,in September, for the Southern Parts of New- 
England, but as they intended their Courfe thi- 
ther-ward, they were through many dangers, at 
Jaft, about November the eleventh, caft upon a bo- 
fom of the South Cape of the AMdaffachufers Bay, 
called Cape Cod. When, Winter approached fo 
faft, that they had no opportunity to remove, and 
finding fome encouragement from the hopetulnefs 
of the Soyl, and courtefie of the Heathen, they 
refolved there to make their aboad, laying the 
Foundation of anew Colony, which from the laft 
Town they Sailed from in England, they called 
New-Plymouth, containing no confiderable Tract 
of Land, fcarce extending one hundred Mile in 
length through the whole Cape, and not half to 
uch in breadth, where broadeit. 
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( 216) 
From this time, to the Year 1636. things were 
very profperoufly and fuccefstully carried on in 
New. England, which was much increafed in Build- 
ings and Inhabitants ; at which time,the Naragan- 
Jet Indians, who ate the moft Warlike and Fierce, 
and much dreaded by all the reft,committed divers 
outrages upon feveral of them, and likewife upon 
the Englifh and Dutch, asthey came occafionally to 
Trade with them, barbaroufly murthering Capt. 
Stoney Capt. Oldham, with feveral others: Where- 
upon, the Inhabitants of all the Colonies unani- 
moufly falling upon them, in 1637. they were eafi- 
ly fuppreffcd, about feven hundred of them being 
deftroyed, and the reft cut off by their neighbour 
Indians. Upon which, AGantonimoh,the chief of the 
Magehins, expecting to be fole Lord and Ruler 
over all the Jndians, committed many Infolencies 
upon fome others, who were in Confederacywith 
the Englifh as well as himfelf; and he being fent 
for to the Maffacufets Court, at Bofton, endeavour- 
ed to clear himfelf, but was clearly convicted by 
one of his fellows, named Uscas: In revenge of 
which, after his return home, he made War upon 
Uncasy by whom being taken Prifoner, by the Ad- 
vice and Counfel of the Engli(b,he cut off his Head, 
it being jultly feared no firm Peace could be conclu- 
ded while he -wasalive. This happened in 1643. 
from whence, to 1675. there was always an ap- 
pearance of Amity and good Corre{pondence on 
all fides, only in 1671. one A@itoonas, being vexed 
that an intended Delign againft the’ Exglifh did not 
take effect, out of meer malice againft them, flew 
an Englifbman on the Road; the Murtherer was a 
Nipnet Indian, and under the Command of the Sa- 
chem of Afsunt- Hope, the Author of all the mifchief . 
againtt the Engli(h in 16735. 
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Upon a due inquiry therefore of all the Tranfa- 
tions between the Indians and Englifh, from their 
firft fetling on thefe Coafts , there will appear no 
ground of quarrel or provocation given by the 
Englifo. For when Plymouth Colony was firit Plan- 
ted in 1620. within three months after, Maffafoit, 
the chief Sachem cr Commander of all that fide of 
the Country, repairs thither to the Englifh, and 
entred folemnly into aLeague upon the following 
Articles. 1. That neither he nor any of hus fhould 
injure or do any hurt to any of their People. 2. aS 
any of his burt the Englifh, he fhould fend them the 
offender to punifh. 3. If any thing fhould be taken 
away by his, he fhould fee it reftored, ana the Englifh 
to dothe liketothem. 4. If any made War unjuftly 
againft him, they were to aid him, and he likewife 
them. 5. That he fhould certifie his neighbour Con- 
federates hereof, that they might be likewife comprt- 
fed in the Peace. 6. That when his men {hould come 
to the Englifh, they fhould leave their Arms behind ; 
which were then Bows and Arrows, and were then 
their only Weapons, though now they have learn- 
the ufe of Guns and Swords as well as the Chriftt- 
ans. This League the fame Sachem confirmed a lit- 
tle before his death, in 1630. coming with his 
two Sons, Alexander and Philip, to Plymouth, and 
renewing the fame for Himfelf, his Heirs and Suc- 
ceflors; yet it is apparent this Adaffafore never 
loved the Exglifh, and would have ingaged them 
never to have attempted to draw away any of his 
People from their old Pagan Superftition and De- 
vilifh Idolatry, to the Chriftian Religion: But 
finding they would make no {Treaty with him upon 
fich Conditions, he urged it no further. But this 
was a bad Omen, that whatever kindnefs he pre- 
tended to the Englifh, yet he hated them for being 
. a a Chriftians ; 
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Chriftians; which ftrain was more apparent in his 
Son that fucceeded him, and all the People: Info- 
much , that fome difcerning Perfons of that Jurif- 
diction, were afraid that that part of the Indians 
would be all rooted out, as it is fince come to 
pafs. 

Neither was Paffaconaway, the great Sagamore or 
Sachim of Merimack, River, infentible of the fatal 
confequence of oppoling the Englifh ; for a Perfon 
of Quality relates, that being invited by fome Sa- 
chims to a great Dance, in 1660. Paffaconaway in- 
tending at that time to make his laft and farewel 
Speech to his Children and People, that were then 
all gathered together: He addrefling himfelf to 
them in thismanner. J am now going the way of all 
fish, or ready to die, and not like to fee you meet 
together any more, I willnow leave this word of Coun- 
fel with you, that you take heed how you quarrel with 
the Englifh, for though you may do them much 7 
chief, yet affuredly you wil all be deftroyed and root- 
ea of the Earth if you do: For I mas as much an 
Enemy to them, at their firft coming into thefe Parts, 
as any one whatfoever, and tryed all ways and means 
poffible to have deftroycd them, at leaft to have pre- 
vented them fitting down here, but could no way ef- 
fect it, therefore I advife you never to contend with 
the Englith, wor make War wiih them. And accor- 
dingly, his eldeft Son, affoon as he perceived the 
Indians were up in Arms, withdrew himfelf into 
{ome remote place, that he might not be hurt ei- 
ther by the Exgli(h or Indians. 

But to proceed, after this digreffion; After the 
death of Maffafoit, his eldelt Son Alexander fuc- 
ceeded, about twenty years fince, who, notwith- 
ftanding the League he had entred into with the 
Englifh with his Father, in 1639. had no affection 
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to them nor their Reéligion, but was Plotting to 
Rife againft them, whereupon a {tout Gentleman 
was fent to bring him before the Council of Ply- 
mouth,who found him and eight more in a Hunting- 
Houfe, where they were juft come in from Hunt- 
ing, leaving all their Guns without doors , which 

eing feized by the Englifh, they then entred the 
| Wigwam , and demanded Alexander to go along 
with them before the Governor. At which Meflage 
he was much appalled, but being told that if he 
ftirred or refufed to go, he was a dead man,he was 
perfuaded by one of the chief Confidents to go; but 
{uch was the Pride of his Spirit, that his very In- 
dignation for this furprizal, caft him into a Feaver, 
whereof he foonafter died. After hisdeath, Phz- 
lip his Brother, nick-named King Philip, for his 
haughty Spirit, came in his own Perfon, in 1662. 
with Saxfaman his chief Secretary and Counfellor, 
to renew the former League that had been made 
with his Predeceflors; and there was as much cor- 
refpondence betwixt them, for the next feven 
years, as had ever been in former times; and yet 
without any kind of provocation, this treacherous 
Man, in 1676. harboured mifchievous thoughts 
againft them, Plotting a general Infurrection in all 
the Exglifh Colonies, all the Indians being to rife 
as one man againit the Plantations which were next 
them. Which being difcovered by john Saufaman, 
Philip thereupon caufed him to be murthered ; the 
Murtherers being apprehended, were Executed, 
and Philip fearing his own Head, got openly into 
Arms, killing, burning and deftroying the Exglifh, 
and their Habitations, with all manner of Barba- 
rity and Cruelty. Which Troubles continued al- 
moft two years, “till at length, after feveral De- 
feats given to Philip and his Forces, the lofs of his 
x Friends, 
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("220° 
Friends,bereavement of his dear Wife and beloved 
Son, whom in his hafte he was forced to leave Pri- 
foners to fave his ownlife, his Treafurers taken, 
and his own Followers Plotting againft his life, 
Divine Vengeance overtook him for caufelefly 
breaking his League. . For having been Hunting 
like a Savage Beaft through the Woods, about a 
hundred Miles backwards and forwards; at laft 
he was driven to his own Den upon Mount Hope, 
retiring himf{elf, witha few of his beft Friends, in 
a Swamp, which proved now a Prifon to fecure him 
*till the Meflenger of death came. 

For fuch was his hatred againft the Ezglifh, that 
he could not hear any thing fhould be fuggefted 
to him about Peace, infomuch that he caufed one 
of his Confederates to be killd for propounding 
it ; which fo provoked fome of his Company, not 
altogether fo defperate as himfelf, that one of 
them (that was near Kin to him that was killed) 
fled to Road-Ifland, and informed Captain Church 
where Philip was, offering to lead him thither : 
Upon this welcome news, a fmall Party of Englifh 
and Indians came very early in the Morning and 
furrounded his Swamp, from whence (as he was 
endeavouring to make hisyefeape) he was fhot 
through the Heart by an Indian of his own Nation; 
for Capt. Church having appointed an Engli(hman 
and an Jndianto ftand at fucha place of the Swamp, 
where it happen’d that Philip was breaking 
through , the Morning being very wet and rainy, 
the Euglifhman’s Gun would not fire ; the Indian 
having an old Musket, with a large Touch-hole, 
it took fire the more readily ; which when Philip 
was difpatch’d, the Bullet pafling direétly through 
his heart, foon after feveral of his Confederates 
and Counfellors were taken, and fuffered deferved 
punifh-

punifhment, and in a fhort time moft of the Mur- 
therers received ‘their condign rewards. It can- 
not be altogether impertinent, but may difcover 
much of the temper and management of the Indians 
in this War, to infert an account of one Stockwell, 
of Deerfield, concerning his Captivity aud Re- 
demption, with other notable occurrences during 
his continuance among them, written with his own 
Hand, and are as followin his own Words, vz. 

September 19. 1677. About Sun-fet, I and ano- 
ther Man being together, the Indians with great 
fhouting and fhooting came upon us, and jome 
other of the Exglifh hard by, at which we ran toa 
Swamp for refuge ; which they perceiving, made 
after us, and fhot at us, three Guns being difchar- 
ged upon me ; the Swamp being mirie, | flipt in, 
and felldown; whereupon an Indian ftept to me, 
with his Hatchet lifted up to knock me on the 
head, fuppofing I was wounded, and unfit for 
Travel: It happened I had a Piftol in my Pocket, 
which (though uncharged) I prefented to him, 
who prefently ftept back, and told me, if I would 
yield I fhould have no hurt, boafting falfely, that 
they had deftroyed all Azrfield,and that the Woods 
were full of Jzdians; whereupon| yielded myfelf, 
and fell into the Enemies Hands, and by three of 
them was led away to the place whence I firft fled ; 
wheretwo other Indians came running tous, and 
one lifting up the But-end of his Gun to knock me 
on the head, the other with his hand put by the 
blow, and faid I washis Friend. I was now near 
my own Houfe, which the Jdzans burnt laft year, 
and I was about to build up again, and there I had 
fome hopes to efcape from them; there was a 
Horfe juft by, which they bid me take ; I did fo, 
but attempted no efcape, becaufe the Beaft was 
dull 
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dull and flow, and I thought they would fend me 
to take my own Horfes; which they did, but 
they were fo frighted, that. could not come near 
them, and fo fell again into the Enemies Hands, 
who now took me, bound me, and led me away. 
Soon after, I was brought to other Captives, who 
were that day taken at Hatfield, which moved two 
contrary Paflions, Joy, to have Company; and 
Sorrow, that we were in that miferable Gonditi- 
on: We were all pinion’d and led away in the 
Night over the Mountains, in dark and hideous 
ways, about four Miles further; before we took 
up our place of reit, which was a difmal place of 
a Wood on the Eaft-fide of that Mountain; we 
were kept bound all that night, the Jzdzans watch- 
ing us, who, as they Travell’d, made ftrange noi- 
fes, as of Wolves, Owls, and other Bitds and 
Beafts, that they might not lofe one another ; and 
if followed, might not be difcover’d by the 
Englifh. 

About break of day we marched again, and got 
over the great River Pecompruck_; there the Indians 
marched out upon Trays, the number of their 
Captives and Slain, as there manner is :-Here I 
was again in great danger, a quarrel arifing whofe 
Captive [ was, and I was afraid I muft be killed to 
end the controverfie ;. they then asked me whofe 
I was, I faid three Indians took me ; fo they 
agreed to have alla fhare in me: I had now three 
Matters, but the Chief was he that firft laid hands 
on me, which happened to be the wortt of the 
company, as Afhpelon the Indian Captain told me, 
who was always very kind to me, and a great 
comfort to the Englifh, In this place they gave us 
Victuals which they had brought away from the 
Englfh, and ten Men were again fent out for rete 
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Plunder, fome of whom brought Provifion, others 
Corn out of the Meadows,upon Horfes ; from hence 
we went up above the Falls, where we croft that 
River again, when I fell down-right Lame of my 
old Wounds received in the War ; but the appre- 
henfion of being killed by the Indias, and what 
cruel death they would put meto, foon frighted 
away my pain, and 1 wasvery brisk again. We 
had eleven Horfes in that company, which car- 
ried Burthens and the Women; wé travell’d up 
the River till night, and then took up our Lodg- 
ings in adifmal place, being laid on our Backs and 
ftaked down, in which pofture we lay many nights 
together ; the manner was, our arms and legs 
being ftretched out, were ftaked faft down, and 
a Cord put about our necks, fo that we could not 
poflibly ftir; the firft night (being much tired) 
I flept as comfortably as ever ; the next we lay in 
the Saguahog-Meadows ; our Provifion was foon 
fpent, and whilft we were there, the Indians went 
a Hunting, and the Ezglifh Army came out after 
us. Then the Indians moved again, dividing them- 
felves and the Captives into many companies , 
that the Englifh might not follow their Track ; at 

night, having crofled the River, we met again 
- at the place appointed ; the next day we re-paf- 
fed it, where we continued a long time, which be- 
ing about thirty Miles above Squag, the Indians 
were quite out of fear of the Englifh, but much 
afraid of the Ado-hawks, another fort ef Indians, 
Enemies to them. 

In this place they built a ftrong Wigwam, and 
had a great Daunce, as they call’d it, where it 
was concluded to burn three of us; having pro- 
vided Bark for that purpofe, of whom (as I heard 
afterwards ) I was to be one, Serjeant Plumpron 
another 
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( 224 » 
another, and the Wife of Benjamin Wait the third ; 
I knew not then who they were, yet I underitood 
fo much of their Language, that I perceived fome 
were defigned thereto; that night I could not 
fleep for fear of the next day’s work, the Jndzans 
(weary with dancing) lay down and flept foundly. 
The Englifh were all loofe, whereupon I went owt 
for Wood, and mended the fire, making a noife 
on purpofe, but noné awaked ; I thought if any of 
the Englifh fhould wake, we might kill them all 
fleeping ; to which end I removed out of the way 
all the Guns and Hatchets, but my heart fatling, 
I put all things where they were again. “The next 
day (when they intended to burn us) our Mafter 
and fome others fpoke for us, and the evil was 
prevented at this time: We lay here about three 
Weeks, where I had a Shirt brought me to make 5 
one Indian faid it fhould be made this way, another 
a different way, and a third this way, whereupon 
I told them I would make it according to my chief 
Mafter’s order; upon this an Jzdian ftruck me on 
the face with his fift, I fuddenly rofe in anger to 
return it again, which raifeda great Hubbub ; the 
Tndians and Englifh coming about me, I was fain to 
humble my felf to my Mafter, which ended the 
matter. Before I came to this place, my three 
Mafters were gone a Hunting, and I was left with 
only one Indian (all the company being upon a 
march) who fell fick, fo that 1 was fain to carry 
his Gun and Hatchet, whereby I had opportunity 
to have difpatched him, but did not, becaufe the 
Englifo Captives had engag’d thecontrary to each 
other, fince if one fhould run away, it would much 
endanger the remainder: Whilft we were here, 
Benjamin Stebbins, going with fome Indians to 
Wachafet Hills, made his efcape, the tydings ke 
of 
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Of caufed us all to be called in and bound. One of 


the Jndians Captains, and always our great Friend, 
met me coming in, and told me Stebbins was run 
away, and the Indians {poke of burning us; fome 
were only for burning our fingers, and then biting 
them off; he faid there would be a Court» and 
all would fpeak their minds, but he would ipeak 
lait, and declare, That the Indian, who fufiered 
Stebbins to make his efcape, was only 1 in fault ; and 
bid us not fear any hurt fhould happen to us; and 
fo it prov’d accordingly. 

, Whilft we lingered here-about, Provifion grew 
{carce, one Bear’s Foot mutt five five of at a 
whole day ; we began to eat Horfe-flefh, and de- 
voured feveral Hories, three only being left alive. 
At this time the Zvdiags had fallen upon Hadley, 
where forme of them being taken, were releafed, 
upon promife of meeting “the Englifh on fuch a 
Plain, to make further Terms: Captain Afhpalon 
was much forit, but the Sachins of Wahufer, when 


they came, were againft it ; yet were willing to. 


meet the Englifh, only to fall upon and deftroy 
them. Afhpalon charged us Englifh not to {peak a 
word of this, fince mifchief would come of it. 
With thefe Jzdians from Wachufet, there came 
above fourfcore Sgudws, or Women and Chil- 
dren, who reported the Englifh had taken Oncas 
and all his Men, and fent them beyond ¢ the Seas 5 
whereat they were much peed asking us if it 
were true; we deny’d it, which ug ade Afbp: lon 
angry, faying he would no more believe Eve ifh- 
men. They then examin’d every one apart; 
and dealt worfe with us fora time, than be- 
fore ; {till Provifion was fcarce; at length we 
came to a place called Sguaro- - Mang- River, where 
we hoped to find Salmon, but came too late : 5 this 
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(, 226.) 
place : ce two hundred Miles above Deer-field, 
then Act into two companies, fome went 
one way, and fome another, we pafled over a 
mighty Mountain, being eight days in travelling 
of it, though we marched very hard, and had eve- 
ry day citl er Snow or Rain; we oPletned that on 
this Mountain all the Water ran Northward. Here 
we likewife een Provifion, at length we got 
over and came near a La! Ke, W where we ftaid a great 
while to make Canoes, wherein to pafs over. Here 
I was frozen, and here again we were like’ to 
ftarve; all the Ivdians went a Hunting, but could 
get nothing feveral days ; they Pamwawed, or Con- 
jured, but to no put pote 5 then they defired the 
Englifb to pray, confefling they could do nothing, 
and e ould have us try w vhat the Exglifhmans Ged 
could do: I prayed, fo did Serjeant Plumpton in 
another place, the Judians reverently attending’. 
Morning and Night; next cay they killed: fome 
Bears, ther! they would needs make us defire a 
Blefling, and return Thanks at Meals ; but after 
a while they grew weary of it, and the Sachim 
forbid us; when I was frozen, they were. very 
erue! to me, becaufe I could not do as at other 
times. 
When we came to the Lake, we were again fad- 
ly ftreightned for Proviiion, and forced, tp: eat 
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I perceived I had too much for one time, which an

fame tohim under his Coa iC, and he would hide it 
for. me till another time; this Jzdian, as toon es 

he hed got my meat, fioed 2 an d made a Speech 
to the relt, difcovering g what I had done, whereat 
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they were very angry, and cut me another pie ece, 
forcing me to drink Racoons Greafe, which made 
me fick and vomit ; I told them I had enough, 
after which they would give me no more, but itill 
told me I had Racoon enough, whereby 1 faffered 
much, and ( being frozen ) was in great pain, 
fleeping but little, and yet muit do my task that 
was fet me; as they came to the Lake, they kil- 
led a great Ad4oo/e,ftaying there till it was all eaten, 
and then entered upon the Lake; a Storm arofe, 
which endangered us all, but at laft we got to a 
Ifland, and there the Indians went to Pawa AWING 
Conjuring 5 the Pawaw declared, that rane 
Wait and another were coming, and that Storm 
was raifed to caft them away:, This afterwards 
appeared to be true, though then I believed it not; 
upon this Ifland we lay ftill feveral days, and 
then fet out again, but a Storm took us, fo that we 
continued to and fro upon certain, Iilands about 
three weeks; we had no Provifions but Racoons, 
that the Jndians themfelves were afraid of being 
itarved ; they would give me nothing, whereby I 
was feveral days without any Victuals: At length 
we went upon the Lake on the Ice, having ga little 
Slead, upon which we drew our Loads; before 
Noon I tired, and juft then the Indians met with 
fome Frenchmen: One of the Inadtans, who took me 
came and called me all manner of ill Names, cura 
-ing meon myback; I told him{ could dono more, 
then he faid he muft kill me, which I thought he 
was about todo, for pulling out his knife, he cut 
off my Pockets and wrapt. them about my Face, 
and then he helped meup, and took. my Slead and 
went away, giving mea bit of Bisket like a Wal- 
aut, which he had of the Frenchman, and told me 
he would give me a Pipe of Zezacco, when my 
Q2 Slead 
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Slead was gone, Iran after him, (but being tired) 
loon fell to a foot-p ace, whereby the Ixdians were 
out of fig 


ht ; l-followed as well asI could, having 
many falls upon the Ice ; at length I was fo {pent , 
l had i not itrength enot vel hto rife again, but cept 


‘ig, upon which I continued 
all the cold night, itbeing very {harp weather. 
I now counted no other but I muft here die, 
ee whilft I was ruminating of, an Jad:an hol- 
lowed, and I anfwered ; he came to me and called 
me bed Names, telling me if I would not go, he 
muft knock me on the head ; I told him he muft 
then do fo, he faw how I had wallowed in the’ 
ride but could not rife; hereupon he wrapt me 
Vis Coat, and going back, fent two Indias with 
a a Slead Hone a i he nuft knock me on the head, 
the other faid no, they would carry me away and. 
burn me; then sc -y bid me ftir my Inftep, to fee 
if that Sere kro yzen, I did fo, when they faw that, 
they faid there was a Chirurgeon with the Frenei 
that could cure me; then they took me upon a 
Slead and carried me to the fire, making much of 
ne, eee of my wet, and wrapping me in dry 
Cloaths, laying me on a§ Bt sood Bed; they had kil- 
Jecl an Otter, and gave me fome of ‘the Broth, anda 
bit of the Flefh; here | flept till towards day, and 
was then ableto get up and put on my Cloaths ; 
one of the Indians aw: aked, and feeing me go, 
fhouted, as rejoycing atit. Afloonasit was light, 
land Sz me Ruffel went afore on the Ice upona 
Ri iver, they faid I muft gp on foot as much as 
1 could for fear of freezing ; Rufful flipt into the 
River with one. foot, the Tndians called him back 
and dried his Stockins, and fent us away with an 
Indian Guide; we went four or five Miles before 
the refit of the Jadiavs overtook us; 1 was pretty 
well

well fpent, Ruffel faid he was faint, and wondred 
how | could-live, for he faid he had had ten Meals 
to my one; | was then laid on the Slead, and they 
ran away with me onthe Ice; the reftand Aue 
came foftly after, whofe face I never after law 
more, nor knew what become of him. About 
midnight we got near Shamblee, a French Town, 
where the River was open ; when ] came to travel, 
1 was not able, whereupon an Jvdian who ftaid with 
me would carry me a few Rods, and then] would 


go as many,telling me | would die if he did not car- 


ry me, and | muft tell the Evglifh how kind he was. 
When vve came tothe firit houfe, there vvas no 
“Inhabitants ; the Jvdiawand 1 were both {pent and 
difcouraged, he faid vve muft novv both die; at 
laft he left me alone, and got to another houie, 
from vvhence came fome French and Indians, vvho 
brought mein; the French vvere very kind, put- 
ting my hands and feet in cold Water, and gave me 
adram of Brandy, and alittle Haity-Pudding and 
Milk ; vvhen [ cafted Victuals, I vvas very hungry, 
but they vvould not fuffer me to eat too much ; I 
lay by the fire vvith the Jvdians that night, yet 
could not fleep for pain next morning the Jr- 
dians and French fell out about me, the Judzans 
faying, that the French loved the Englifh better 
than the Indians: The French prefently turned the 
Indians out of doors, being very careful of me, aud 


all the Men inthe Tovvn came to fee me: Herel 
continued three or four days, and-vvas 

fion one houfeto another, receiving much civilits 
froma young Man, vvho let me lie in his Bed, anc 
rvould have bough but the Izdians demanded 
Y V ou la ve DougaL me, UC tne WGLANS agemanaca 
a hundred Pounds; vvetravell’d to a place called 
Surril, vvhither this young Man accompanied me 


to prevent my being abufed by the Jndrans ; he car- 
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ried me on the Ice one day’s Journey, for novv 
1 could not go at all; vvhen vve came to the 
place, the People vvere kind. 

Next day, be eing in much pain, | asked the 
Indians to carry me to the Chirurgeon, as they 
had promifed , vvhereat they vvere angry, one 
taking up his Gun to knock me dovvn, but the 
French yvould not fuffer it, falling upon them and 
kicking them out of doors ; vve vvent avvay from 
thence to a place tvvo or three Miles of, vvhere 
the se vans had Wigwams; fome of them knevv 
me, and feemed to “pity me: While | vvas here, 
ayhict vvas three or fourdays; the Frexch came 
to fee me, and ( it being Chriffmas time ) they 
brought me Cakes and other Provifion; the Zz- 
aians tried to cure me, but could not ; then | 
asked for the Chit urgeom, at vvhich one of them 
in anger ftruck me on the face vvith his fift; a 
Frenchman being by, vvho {poke to him fome 
vvords, and vvent his vvays ;foon after came 
the Captain of the place to the Wi gwam, vvith 
avout tvvelve ar med Men, and asked vvhere the 
Indian vvas that ftruck the Englifhman, and feizing 
him, told hins, ‘he thoula to sit Bilboes, and 
then be hanged: The J dame vvere much terrified 
at this, as appeared by their countenance and 
trembling ; I vvould have gone avvay too, but the 
Frenchman bid me not fear, the /vdians durit net 
hurt me. : 

‘When that Jndtav vvas gone, | had tvvo: Ma- 
{ters ftill, | asked them to carry me to that Cap- 
tain, that } might fpeak in behalf of the Tadian > 
they an{vvered, | yaso4 Fool, did 1] think the 
Frexchmen vvere like the Exglifh, to fay one thing 
and do another ? ti sy vvere Men of their Words ; 
but at length | prevailed yvith themto help me thi- 
ther, 
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ther, and {peaking tothe Captain by an Interpre 
ter, told him,1 delired him to fet the dian free, de- 
claring hovv kind he had been tome ; hereplied,h 
vvas aRouge, and fhould be hanged ; then | private- 
ly alledged, that if he vverehanged, it might fare 
the vvorfe vvith the Englifh Captives 5 the Captain 
faid, that ought to be confider’d, vvhereupon he 
fet himat liberty, upon condition he fhould never 
ftrike me more, and bring me every day to his 
Koufe to eat Victuals 1 perceived the common 
People did not approve of vvhat the Indiazis acted 
againft the Engtijn: When he vvas free, hecame 
and took me about the middle, faying, 1 vvas his 
Brother, | had faved his life once, and he had fa- 
ved mine (he faid) thrice ; he then called for Bran- 
dy, and made me drink, and had me avvay to the 
Wiewam again; vvhen 1 came there, the Jadzans 
one afcer another fhook hands vvith me, and vvere 
very kind, thinking no other but] had faved the 
Indian's \ife. 

Next day he carried me to the Captain’s houfe, 
and fet me dovvn 3 they. gave me my Viétuals and 
Wine; and being left thdre avvhile by the Ind:ans, 
1 fhevved the Captain and his Wite my Fingers, 
yvho vvere afitighted thereat, and bid me lap it up 
again, and fent for the Chirurgeon, vvho vvhen 
he came, faid, he yvould cure me, and dreffed it ® 
That night 1 vvas full of pain, the Freeh vvere 
afraid 1 vvould.die, five Men did vvatch me, and 
frrove to keep me chéarful, for I vvas fometimes 
ready to faint; oft-times they gave me a little

The next day the Chirurgeon came again and 


ay 


drefled me, and fo he did all the while l was among, 
the Frezch, which was from © briftmas till Ay. 1 
continued in this Captain's Houle till Benjamin Wart 

Q 4 came, 
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ame, and my Indian Mafter (being in want of 
Money) pawned me to the Captain for fourteen 
Beavers, or the worth of them, by fuch a day; 
which ifhe did not pay,, he muft lofe his Pawn, or 
elfe fell me for one and twenty Beavers; but he 
could get no Beaver, fo! was fold, and (in God’s 
good time) fet at liberty, and returned to my 
Friends in New-Exgland again. 3 

This Country is pofleffed by divers forts of Peo- 
ple, who are judged to be of the Tartars, called 
Sameids, bordering upon Mufcovia; being divided 
into Tribes; thofe to the Eaft and North-Eaft are 
called Churchers, Tarentines, and Méonhegans: To 
the South are the Pequers and Naraganfers: Wekt- 
wards, Conneéticuts and AZop- backs: To the North, 

Abercinians, which confit of Mattachufets, Wippa- 
wapsand Larentines: The Pocanets live to the Weft- 
ward of Plymouth. Not long before the Enelsfh 
came into the Country, happened a great Morta- 

lity among them, efpecially when the Englifh af- 
erwards planted. ‘The Faft and Northern Parts 

were fore imitten, firft by the Plague, after, when 
the Englfh came, by the Small-Pox ; the three 

Kingdoms , or Sagamorfhips of the Maitachufers, 

being before very populous, having under them 
feven Dukedoms or petty Sagamorfhips, but were 

now by the Plague reduced from 30000 to 

300. There are now thany to the Faftward, the 

Pequods weve deftroyed by the Engh: fh, the Adow- 

backs are about. five Hundred, their Speech is a 

Dialect of the Lartars, they are of Perfon tall, and 

well Limbed, ofa pale and lean Vilage, black Ey’d, 
hich is counted ftrongeft for fight ; and black 
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the moft neceflary and beft part of Man; and as the 
Anfirians are known by their great Lips, the Ba- 
vareans by their Pokes under their Chins, the ¥ews 
by their goggle Eyes, fo the Indians are remarka- 
ble for their flat Nofes. The Indeffes, or young 
Women, are fome very comely, with round 
plump Faces, and generally plump of their Bodies 
(as well as the Men, ) foft and fmooth likea Mole- 
skin, of areafonable good Complexion, but that 
they dye themfelves Tawny;yet many pretty Brow- 
netto’s and {mall finger’d Lafles are found among ft 
them ; the Vetuala’s, or old Women, are lean and 
ugly, yet all of a modeft demeanour, confidering 
their favage breeding ; and indeed they fhame our 
Englifo Rufticks, whofe rudenefs in many things 
exceeds theirs. 

The Natives areof a very inconftant, crafty 
and timorous difpofition, but are very ingenieus 
and quick of apprehenfion, foon angry, and fo ma- 
licious, that they feldom forget injury ; and bar- 
baroufly cruel, witnefs their direful revenge upon 
each other ; prone to injurious violence and flaugh- 
ter, both Men and Women being very theevith, 
and great haters of Strangers; all ofthem Cavi- 
bals,or Eaters of humane Flefh ; and fo were for- 


merly the Heathen Jri{h, who us’d to feed upon the 


Buttocks of Boys, andthe Papsof Women. The 
Spanifh Relation gives an. account, that the Na- 
tives would not eat a Spaniard, till they had kept 
him two or three days dead, to grow tender, be- 
caufe their flelh was hard.’ At AZurtin’s Vineyard; 
an If{land that lies South of Plymouth, in the way 
to Virgina, certain Indians feized upon a Boat that 
put into a by Cove, killed the Men, and ina fhort 
time eat them up before they were difcovered. 
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Wives they have two or three, according to 
their ability and ftrength of body ; the Women 
have the eafieft labour of any in the World, for 
when their time is come, they go out alone, car- 
rying a Board with them two Foot long, and a 
Foot and an half broad, bored full of holes on each 
fide, having afoot beneath, and on the top abroad 


-ftrap of Leather, which they put over their Fore-, 


head, the Board hanging at their Back 5 when they 
come toa convenient Bufh or Tree, they lay them 


-down, and are delivered in an inftant, without 


fo much as one groan; they wrap the Child up 
in young Beaver Skin, with his Heels clofe to his 
Buttocks, and laced down to the Board upon his 
Back, his Knees refting upon the foot beneath ; 
then put the ftrap of Leather upon their Forehead, 
with the Infant hanging at their Back, home they 


trudg, and dye the Child with a liquor of boil’d 


Hemlock-Bark, andthen throw him into the Wa- 
ter, ifthey fufpett it gotten by any other Nation; 
ifit will fwim, they acknowledg it for their own; 
they give them Names when they are Men grown, 
and love the Exglifh,as Robbin, Harry,Philip,and the 
like ; they are very indulgent to their Children, as 
well as Parents; but if they live fo long as to be 
burthenfom, they either ftarve or bury them alive, 
as it was fuppofed an Indian did by his Mother at 
Caco, in 1669, 


Their Apparel, before the 

Englifh came among them, was 

the Skin of wild Beafts, with the 

hair on; Buskins of Deer Skins, or AZoafe, dreft, 
and drawn with linesinto feveral works, the lines 
being coloured with yellow, blew or red ; Pumps 
roothey have, made of tough Skins, without foles. 
In the Winter, when Snow will bear them, they

faften totheir Feet Snow-Shoes, made like a large 
Racket for Tennis Play, laced on before, and 
behind they wear a {quare piece of Leather, tied 
about their Middle with a ftring, to hide their Se- 
crets. But fince they have had to do with the 
Englifh, they buy of them a Cloth called Trading- 
Cloth, of which they make Mantles, Coats with 
fhort. Sleeves, and Caps for their Reads, but the 
Men keep their old Fafhion. They are very proud, 
as appears by decking themfelves with white and 
blew Beads of their making, and painting their 
Faces with variety of Colours, and fometimes 
weave curious Coats with Turkey Feathers for 
their Children, @c. 

This Countrey is well watered with Rivers, the 
chief among which, are Agamentico, Coneéticut, 
Kinebequy, Merrimick, Milbum, Miflick, Neragan- 
fat, Pafcatamay, Pemnaquid, Tachobacco, &c. And 
in thefe Rivers, together with the Sea, are taken 
excellent Fifh, as Cod, Thorn-back , Sturgeon , 
Porpufles, Haddock, Salmons, Herrings, Macka- 
rel, Oyfters, Crab-fifh, Yortoife, Cockles, Muf- 
cles, Clams, Smelts, Eels, Lamprons, Alewives, 
Baffles, Hallibuts, Shacks, Scales, Grampus and 
Whales. 

Here are great variety of Fowls, as Pheafants, 
Patridges, Heath-Cocks, Turkeys, Geefe, Ducks, 
Herons, Cranes, Cormorants, Swans, Widgeons, 
Sheldrakes, Snipes, Doppers, Black-birds, the 
Humbird, Leor, &c. 

The wild Beafts of chief note, are Lions, Bears, 


Foxes, Rackoons, Moofes, Mufquafhs, Otters,- 


Beavers, Deer, Hares, Coneys, @c. and for tame 
Beafts, Cows, Sheep, Goats, Swine and Hor- 
fes. 
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Amongft the hurtful things in this Countrey, 
the Rattle-Snake is moft dangerous. Here is alfo 
feveral forts of it flinging Flies, which are found very 
troublefom to the Inhabitants 

Here are feveral forts of Teed as the Oak, Cy- 
prus, Pine, Chefnut, Cedar, Walnut, Firr, Afh, 
Afp, Elm, Alder, Maple, Birch, Saflaphras, Su- 
mach ;_ feveral Fruit-Trecs, as Apples, Pears , 
Plums, with feveral others that are growing in 
Virginia and Afary-Land, which hath already been 

aken notice of. 

This Countrey affordeth feveral forts of rich 
Furrs, Flax, Li ia Amber, Iron, Pitch, Tarr, 
Cables , Maite, and Timber to build Ships; alfo fe- 
veral forts of Gra in, wherewith they drive 2 con- | 
fiderable Trade to Bart badoes, and other Englifh 
Plantations in America , fay plying them. with 
Flower, Bisket, Salt, Flefh and Fifh, @c. and in 
return, bring Sugars, and other Commodities. 
They alfo drive,a confiderable Trade with Exg- 
land for wearing Apparel , Stuffs, Cloth,Iron,Brafs, 

and other Utenfils for their Houfes , and fuch like 
ibe that are ufeful to Man, and not found 
amonegft them. 

As to the Coins; Wale hts and Meafures of Wew- 
England, and the reft of the American Plantations 
belongin g to his Majefty , are the fame with thofe 
of Exgland, bat as to Coins, they-are not much 
made ufe of in Trade, their hes ge Bartering 
of ae 1e Commodity 1 for another; 

e Exelifh, now inhabiting. in | New-Engla ind, 

uct numerous and powerful, poflefling many 
tent Colonies, and are governed by Laws of 
nel own making, having having feveral Courts of 

udicature, where they 2 ‘aflemble together once a 
Month,as well for the making of new Laws,abolifh- 
ing 
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ing of old, hearing and determining of Caufes: 
As for the Electing of a Governor, Deputy-Gover- 
nor, Afliftants, Burgefles, and other Magiftrates, 
(every Town having two Burgefles ) each County 
annuaily Electing fuch like Oficers. The Govern- 
ment, both Civil and Ecclefiaftical, is in the hands 
of Independents or Presbyterians. The Military 
part of their Government, is by one Major-Gene- 
ral and three Serjeant-Majors , to whom~belong 
the four Counties of Suffelk, Atiddlefex, Effex and 
Norfolk. 

Here are feveral fine Towns, as Boffon, the Me- 
tropolis of New- England, commodioutly feated for 
Traffick on the Sea-fhore ; it is at prefent a very 
large and {pacious Town, or rather City, compo- 
fed of feveral well-ordered Streets, and graced 
with feveral fair and beautiful Houfes, which are 
well Inhabited by Merchants and Tradefmen, who 
drive a confiderable Trade for fuch Commodities 
as the Country affordeth, to Barbadces.and other 
Caribbee Wiles; as alfo to Exgland and Ireland, 
taking in exchange fuch Commodities as each place 
affordeth, or are found ufeful to them. It isa 
place of good ftrength, having two or three Hills 
adjoyning , on which are raiied Fortifications , 
with great Pieces mounted thereon, which are well 
guarded. > 

Charles-Town, feated on and between the Rivers 
Charles and Miftick, it is beautified with a large 
and well-built Church, and near the River-fide is 
the Market-place,from which runneth two Streets, 
in which are feveral good Houtes. 

Dorchefter, fituated near the Sea, where there 

falls two Rivulets; an indifferent Town. 

Cambridge, formerly New-Tewn, feated on the 

River Merrimick,: This Town conlifts of feveral 
; Streets, 
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C 238) 
Streets, and is beautified with two Colledges, and. 
divers fair and well-built Houfes. 

St. GeorgesFort, {eated on the mouth of the Ri- 
ver Sagadebock. 

New-Plymouth , feated on that large Bay of Pa- 
tuxed, | 

Reading , commodioufly feated above a great 
Pond, and well Watered and Inhabited. In this 
Town are two Mills, one for Corn, and the other 
for Timber. 

Salem, pleafantly feated between two Rivers.

Salisbury, Sandwich, Southampton, Springfield, Sud- 
bury, Wenham, Weymouth, Woburne and Yarmouth. 

Moft of thefe having their Names from fome 
Towns in England, many of them being of good 
account, and commodioufly feated, either on the 
Sea Shore, or on Navigable Rivers, and are well 
Inhabited. And moft of thefe Towns are known 
to the Jndians by other Names.

Ew-found-land is an Mland , in 
Extent equal to England, from Its Extent. 
whence it is diftant little above fix 
hundred Leagues, lying near half way between 
Ireland and Virginia. 
It is fituated between 46 and 53 
Degrees North Latitude 5 the Its Situation, 
North part being better Inhabited 
than theSouth, though fitter for Habitation ; and 
it is only fevered from the Continent of America, 
by an Arm of the Sea, like that which feparates 
England from Franee. 


Its Bays, Rivers, Fifh, Fowls, Beafts, Kc. 


It is famous for many fpacious and excellent 
Bays and Harbours; and within the Land, for the 
variety of frefh Springs, whofe Waters are excel- 
lent delicious. 

It is enriched by Nature with plenty of Fifh, 
Land and Water Fowl, and fufficiently ftocked 
with Deer, Hares, Otters, Foxes, Squirrels, and 
other Beafts, which yield good Furrs; Cod-Fijh, 
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Hervings, Salmons, Thorn-back, Oyfters, Atufeles, &e. 
And though not over-run generally with W oods, 
it doth afford (befides ftore of Fewel ) abundance 
of ftately Trees fit for Timber, Mafts, Planks, and 
fundry other ufes. ; | 
| The Soyl in moft places is res 
Its Fertility. puted fertile, the Climate whol- 
iom, though the rigour of the 
Winter feafon, and the excefs of Heats in Summer, 
doth detract fomething from it due praife. 
The Mland of New-found-land 
The firft Difco- was firft difcovered by Sebaftian. 
UETEL» Cabot; likewife Fabian gives an 
: account, that in the time of Henry 
the Seventh , three men being taken in New-found- 
land were brought to the King: And Robert Thorn 
writes, that his Father, and one Mr. Eliot, were. 


~ the Difcoverers of the New-found-land, in 1530. 


Mr. Hore {ets out for a further Difcovery, but was 
brought to fuch extremity by Famine, that many 
of his Company were killed and eaten by their fel- 
lows; and thofe which returned, were fo altered, 
that Sir William Butts, a Norfolk Knight, could not 
know his Son Thomas, who was one of this ftarved 
number, but only by a Wart that grew upon one 
of his knees, 

After the firft Difcovery, the bufinefs of Tra- 
ding thither was laid afide for many years. - In the 
mean time, the Normans, Portugals, and Brittains 
of France, reforted to it, and changed the Names 
which had been given by the Englifh to the Bays 
and Promontories; but the Englifh would not fo 
foon relinquifh their Pretenfions: And therefore, 
in 1583. Sir Humphrey Gilbert took Pofleffion 
thereof, in the Name, and by the Commiffion, of 
Queen Elizabeth , forbidding all other Nations - 
ufe 
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ufeFifhing, and i intendir to'have fetled an Englifh 
Colony there, but being wrack’ dish s return, the 
fetling of the Colony was dift - itinued till 1608. 
and then undertook by Jobe Guy, a Merchant of 
Brifiel,who in twe enty three days failed from thence 
to Conception oe in New- -found- land. In 1611. 
they had tcarce fix days of Froft in O&ober and Nc- 
vember, which prefently thawed, the re{ft of the 
Months being warmer and dryer than in England, 
neither were the Brooks frozen up three nights 
together with Ice able to bear a Dog: They had 
Filberds, Fifh, Mackerel and Fosxes in the Winter, 
White Patridges in the Summer, larger than ours, 
who are much afraid of Ravens. T hey kill a Welf 
with a Adaftiff and a Greyhound. 

In 1612. they found fome Houfes of the Natives, 
which were nothing but Poles fet round, and 
meeting on the top, ten foot broad, the fire in 
midit, covered with Decr-skins. The People are 
of a reafonable Stature, Bear aoe Broad-faced, 
their faces covered with Oker': Some of them went 
Ae only their LUNG toa beweitdd with a Skin. 

They believe i in one God, who Created all things, 
but have many whimfical Notions, and ridict alous 
Opinions; for they fay, That after God had made 
all things, be took a puinbet of Arrows, ana frruck 
them in the Ground, from whence Aden and Women 
firft fprung up, dnd have multiplied ever fice, A 
Sagamore or Governour being asked concerning the 
Trinity, afifwered , There was only one God, one 
Son, one Mother, did the Sun, which were four, yet 
God was above all. Being queftioned if they 
or their Anceftors had | reard that God was come 
into the World, he faid, That he had npt feen him. 
Some among them Speak vilibly to the Devil, and 
he tells them what they mult do, as well in War as 
ether matters, R One 
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One Samuel Chaplain, in 1603. gives an acount 
of a Feaft made by one of their Great Lords im “is 
Cabbin; eight or ten Kettles of Meat were feton | 
feveral Fires, fome yards afunder: The men fate. 
on both fides the Room, each of them having a 
Dihh of the Bark of a Tree, one of which was ap- 
pointed to give every man his Portion. Begere 
the Meat was boyled,one took his Dog and Danced 
about the Kettles, and when he came before the 
Sagamore, threw the Dog down, and then another 
fucceeded in the likeExercife: After the Feaft,they 
Danced with the Heads of their Enemies in their 
hands, finging all the while. Their Canoes are of 
the Bark of Birch, ftrengthned with little Wocden 
Hoops. they have many Fires in their Cabbins,ten 
Houfholds fometimes live together, lying upon 
Skins one by another, and their Dogs with them, 
which are like Foxes. At another. Feaft, the Men 
caufe ali the Women and Maids to fit in Ranks, 
themfelves ftanding behind Singing; fuddenlyall 
the Women threw off all their Mantles of Skins; 
and ftrip themfelves ftark naked, being not at all 
alhamed ; their Songs ended, they cryed with one 
Voice, Ho, Ho,- Ho, and then covered themfelves 
with their Mantles, and-after a while renewed 
their former Songs and Nakednefs. When a Maid 
is fourteen or fifteen years of Age, fhe hath many 
Lovers, and ufes her Pleafure with as many- of 
them as fhe pleafes, for five or fix years, and then 
takes whom fhe likes for a Husband, -paqviding he 
be a good Hunter, living Chaftly with him all her 
life after, except for Barrennefs he forfakes her. 

When any dies, they make a Pit, and therein 

put all his Goods with the Corps, 
Their Furials.. covering it over with Earth, and 
fetting many pieces of Wood over 
it, 
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it, anda ftake Painted red. They believe the im- 
mortality of the Soul, and that the Dead go into 
a far Country, to make merry with their Friends. 
If any fall fick, they fend to one pela Meuzber- 
ton, a great Conjurer, who made Prayers to the 
Devil, “and blowed upon-the Party, and cutting 
him, fucks the Blood ; if it beaWound, he heals it 
after the fame manner, applying a round flice of 
Beaver Stones , for which they make him a Prefent 

of Venifon or Skins. Lf they defire News of things 

-abfent, the Spirit anfwers doubtfully, and fome- 
times falfe. Whenthe S. zvages are hungry, they 
confult with this Oracle, and he tells them the 
place where they fhall go; if they find no Game, 
the excufe is, the Beaft hath wardered and chan- 
ged his place, but moft times they fpeed, which 
makes them to believe the Devil to be God, though 
they do not Worfhip him. When thefe Conju- 
rers confult with the Devil, they fix a ftaff ina 
Pit, to which they tie a Cord, and putting their 
Head into the Pit, make Invocation in an unknown 
Language, with fo much ftirring and pains, that 
they fweat again; when the Devil is come, the 
Wizard perfuades them he holds bim falt with his 
Cord, forcing him to anfwer before he lets him go: 
Rk hen he begins to fing fomething 1a prs of the 
Spirit, who hath difcovered where there are fome 
Deer,and the otherSavages anfwer in the fame Tune; 
they then Dance and Sing in a ftrange Tongue: 
After which they make a Fire, and leap over it, 
putting an half Pole out of the top of the Cabbin, 
wherein they are, with fomething tted thereto, 
which the Devil carrieth away. Ad¢mberton wore 
about his neck the mark of his Profeflion, which 
was a Triangle Purfe, with fomething within ic 
like a Nut, which he faid was his Spirit. This Of- 
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( 244 ) 
fice is Hereditary, they teaching this Myftery of 
Iniquity to their Sons by Tradition. 

in 1613. fifty four Exglifh-men, fix Women, and 
two Children, Wintered there ; they killed Bears, 
Orters and Sables, fowed Wheat, Rye, Turnips and 
Coleworts. Their Winter was dry and clear, with 
fome Froff and Svow: Several had the Scarvey, 
againft which, their Turmps proved a fovereign 
Remedy. There are Atmk-Cats and Musk Rats, 
and near the Coafts, is great killing of Adzrfes, or 
Sea-Oxen; a {mall Ship, in a fimall time, flew fif- 
teen hundred of them: They -are bigger than an 
Ox, the Hide drefled, is as thick again as a Bull’s ; 
they have Teeth like Elephants,about a foot longer, 
growing downwards out of the upper Jaw, and 
therefore. lefs dangerous:, It is fold dearer than 
Ivory, and by fome thought as great an Antidote 
as the Umcorn’s tern. The young ones eat like 
Veal, which the old will defend to the utmoft, 
holding them in their Arms or Fore-feet; out of 
the Bellies of five of thefe Fifhes ( which live both 
on the Land and Water ) they make an Hogfhead 
of Lrain-Oyl: They flecp in great Companies,and 
have one Centinel, or Watchman, to wake the 
reft upon occafion. Their Skims are fhort-haired 
like Seals, theirfaces refembles a Lions, and may 
therefore more jultly be called Sea-Lyovs than Sea- 
Oxen or Horfes. 

Ealt of New-found-land, over againtt Cape-Ray, 
at the diftance of about 70 Miles from that Shore, 
lies a Bank or Ridge of Ground, extending about: 
300 Miles in length, and not above 75 in breadth, 
where broadeft. his great Bank is covered with 
Water when the Sea is high, and uncovered and 
dry on the Ebb, on all fides whereof the Sea is 2.00 
fathom deep,fo that fhips of aconfiderable Burthen 
may 
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may ride over it. And about this Bank lies difper- 
fed feveral fmallIfles, called by St. Sebaffian Cubor 
(the firft ifcoveret > Los Boocaloos, or the Ifles 


of. Cod-Fifh, from that Prodigious quantities of 


Cod-fifo there found, which were faid to obitruck 
the paflage of his Vellels. 

It is almoft incredible how ma-, 
ny Nations yearly Trade thither, Their Trade. 
amounting to between three or 
four hundred Sayl of Ships, that are affured to 
find fufficient Freight of Cod and Poor Fol, one 
man catching an hundred in anhour ; they Fifh 
with Hooks, which are no fooner thrown into the 
Sea, but the greedy Fifth {napping the Bait, is ta- 
ken, and drawn on Ship-board, where sae lay 
him ona Plank, one cutting off hisHead, anothe 
guts and takes out its biggeft Bones, another fall at 
and barrels it 3 which being thus ordered, is hence 
tran{ported by the European Nations to all par 
of Chriffendom, and through moft other Ba ts 
the World: They fif only in the Day, the Co d 
not bitingin the Night ; nordoth the Fith lal ft all 
Seafons, but begins towards Spring, and ends in 
September ; for in Winter they retire to the bot- 
tom of the Sea, where Storms and Tempeits have 
no Coan 

Near thefe Coafts is another kind of Fifhi: po 
Cod, which the call Dried, as the other Green-F: 
The Fifhermen retire into fome Harbour, andev 
ry Morning fend out their Shallops two or three 
Leagues into the Sea, who fail not of their Load 
by N Noon or foon after, which they bring to Land 


: 
and-order as the other: After this Fifh has lain 
fome daysin Salt, they take it out, au d dryit in 
the Wind, laying it again in heaps, and xpi oling 
it daily to ‘the open Ayr tillicbe dry, which oughe 
R 3 to 
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( 246 ) 
to be good and temperate, to make the Fifh fgle- 
able; for Mifts moiftenit and make it rot, and the 
sun caufes yellownefs. 

At this their Fifhing, the Mariners have like- 
wife the pleafure of taking Fowl without going 
out of their Veflels; for baiting their Hook, with 
the Cod’s Livers, thefe Fowls are fo ereedy that 
they come by Flocks, and fight who fhall get the 
Bait firft, which foon proves its Death; and one 
being taken, the Hook is no fooner thrown out, 
but another is inftantly catcht. 

And were the Engli{h diligent to infpect the ad- 
vantage thac might accrue to this Nation by fet- 
ling Plantations on the Hane d, and raife Fortifica- 
tions for the fecurity of the Place, we might give 
Laws to all a that come to Fifh th 1ere, 
and in few years engrofs the whole Fifhery to our 
felves ; the greateft Ballance perchance of Foreign 
Trade. 

In the Year 1623. Sir George Calvert Knight, and 
Principal Secretary of State, and afterwards Lord 
Baltemore, obtained a Patent of part of NMew-feund- 
Land, which was erected into a Pr ovince, and cal- 
led Avali efi where he caufed a Plantation to be

during the laft Troubles in Exgland, was by Sir 
David Kirk b’s means, for fome years difcontinued 5 
he was focn invelted in the fame by His Maje- 
ties molt happy Reftauration.

Then there’s the 
Cuftard-Apple, the Sowr-Soap, the Papaw-Apple, the 
Mamme-Apple, the Yellow-Plum. ‘There are Cher- 
ries alfo ( which bear the year-about ) whofe Fruit 
is fomewhat of a fharpifh tafte; but therCoco- Nut- 
Tree, and the Fruit that hangs upon it, the Indians 
idolize, and call it Gods-Tvee, becaufe it produces 
both Meat, Drink and Cloaths ; it is true beyond 
difpute, thatthe Nut of it felf is a Sweet beyond 
the fweeteft Almond; the Shell ferves for Cups, 
Spoons and Difhes, @c. Of the Adaccaw-Nut fhell 
the Indians make the Bowls of their Lobacco-Pipes ; 
the Kernel is eatable , the Nut makes an excel- 
lent Lamp-Oy!. Then there 1s the Phyfick-Nut 5 
alfo two forts of A4elons, the one is called Adusk, 
the other Water-J4elon. Alfo there are Penguins, 
Cucumbers, Pumpkins. Then there’s two forts of 
Gourds , the {weet are thofe which the Planter 
boyls to make Broth Medicinal; and the Wild 
Gourd, for Inftruments, and Veflels to contain Li- 
quors. | 

They have feveral forts of Roots ; 
as, Potatoes, Eddies, Yanis: hele Their Roots. 
and Potatoes are their natural Bread, 
if not improperto call itfo; however it is Food, 
if not Bread of another fafhion: Then there are 
Carrots, Turnips, Par{nips, Onions, Caffado- Root : 
Likewife Tea, grows naturally , Dobago-Cinamon , 
Long-Pepper , Cod-Pepper , Bell-Pepper , and Round 
Pepper » dome red, and fome green, that grows 
naturally without Cultivation; alfo Famaica- 
Pepper . with great plenty of other Fruits and 
Roots. 

They have great flore of Wild 
Beafts ; as, the Wild-Hog,of which Wald Beafts. 
fort of Cattel their Numbers are 
innu- 
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innumerable, when yearly the People cut off at 
leaft twenty Thoufand, and yet they increafe at 
fuch a prodigious rate, that neither Gun, nor any 
other Artifice can be found to deftroy them. . 

The Pickery isa Beaft much. refembling a Hog, 

{ave only he draws his Breath at his Ventricle; 
which for the moft part concentrates on the mid- 
dle of his Back. , 

Then here is great quantities of the Armadil- 
laes, whichthe Hollanderscall Tattoos. | 

Likewife here is two forts of Guanoes, the one 
of agreen, but the other of agrey colour, which 
is faaped like a Lizard, fomewhat refembling the 
Allegator ; fome of them being four or five foot 
in length; they live upon Herbs, Infeéts and 
Fruits, and burrough like a Coney in the hollow 
Pits in Sand. The Indiag C oney is much taller and 
larger than ours, and their Skins fmell of Musk. — 

Then there is the Apoftum, much like our Englifh ; 
Badger ( but his Legs are equal ) and moft of all 
affimilates the Racoon, and naturally, becaufe fo 
affected with Mankind in general, that he follows 
him, comes to him, and delights to gaze on him. 

Then there are Horfes, Cows, Afs-Negroes,Sheep, 
Deer, Hogs, Goats, Rabbets, &c. 

Likewile thereis the Land-Tortoife, alfo Land- 
Crabs (viz.) the red, the black and white Crab; 
and there is the Land-Sheh-Souldier, whofe Claws 
refemble the Claws of aCrab, but is of himfelf a 
very little Creature; fome fay they are eatable; 
their Fat is a fovereign Oy], and of that fingular 
virtue and excellency, as to blunt the venom of a 
poyfoned Dart. 

Here is great plenty of excellent Fifh; as, the 
Groper, the grey Porgo, the red Porgo, the Cavallus, 
the green and the grey ; the laft we call Horfe-Eye, 
of 
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of the fize of a Salmon, and fealed much alike ; of 
the Muller here are plenty, from the fize of a Afa- 
barel, to the extent of a Pickerel. 

The Manatee, ov Sea-Com, is of an amphibious 
nature, it eats Grafs like an Oxe, and fwims like 
an Otter, that {wims fometimes under water, and 
grows to a prodigious greatnefs ; for fome of 
them have weighed ten and twelve hundred pound 
weight ; they are ftruck with harping-Irons, or 
other Engines, and fo taken 3 whofe Fiefh of 
Fith neceflity only extols it. There are various 
forts of Turtles; the Hawks-Bill, the Vandorus, - 
the Loggerhead, and the green Turtle , which laft 
the Natives think facred ; for they call its Geds- 
fifh, by reafon of that extraordinary virtue that is 
found therein, it being found a very great Anti- 
dote againft Poyfon, and for the Gonorhea, the 
Yaws, and the French Pox, there ig not in naturea 
Food more effectual ; fhe lives in the Water, and 
without it, it fwims like a Fifh, and yet in the 
Sand lays Eggs like a Fowl ; whofe Fifhis Flefh, 
and admits of various taftes, as, of Veal, of Beef, 
but the Fat is green, and eats like Marrow, and 
their Eggs undiftinguifhable from thofe of a Hen, 
exc. And alfo there is Barracooto, and they are of 
two forts, and fome about two foot in length, 
they have a long Beak or Snout filled full of Teeth. 
The white-mouth’d Barracooto is the wholfomelt 
Fifh, but the black-mouth’d Fifh his Teeth are ve- 
nomous. Likewife there is the Great Garr, which 

the Spaniards call Needle-fifb, the Pilchard, the An- 
chovy, much fmaller than a Pilchard, the Hedg-hog- 
fifa, the Ceney- fib, the Dolphin, the Indian Sturgeon, 
the Flying-fih, the Parret-fifh, the Amber-fifh, the 

Albacore, the Boneto, the Lobfter or Craw-fifh, the 

Se4-Souldier, the Crunk, the Horn-ffh, the Orney, 
the 
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the Shallop-fifh, Cockles, the Sea-Snail, the Rock- 
Oyfter, the Adangrove-Oyfter ; the Sea-Ege is of 
two forts, fome black, and fome grey; but the 
grey Eggs are the Oy/fers, becaufe refembling them 
in tafte, and are eaten raw, with Vinegar and 
Pepper, but better ftewed with Wine and Shel- 
lots, ¢c.

hath a longer Bill. Then there is the Booby-bird, 
the blew-headed Parror, the Adacam, the Flamin- 
£% Ducks, the Sea-gull, the Sea-mew, the Plover, 
the Lurtle-Dove, the ALan of War-bird, the Bird of 
Paradife, or the King-fifher, the Pelican, the Coc- 
kerrico, the Indians Name for the Tobago-Pheafants; 

the Carlew, the Wood-Pigeon, &c.

Ilandof TOBAGO. 


Uppofe a man that has an Hundred Pound © 


Sterling, is minded to tranfport himfelf and 
Family, confifting of Eleven in number, to this 
Ifland of Tobago, and fuppofe their Paflage colt 
him fifty pound, and Manuals, with other things 
requifite and neceflary for Planting, as alfo Provi- 
fion for the firft Twelve Months, together with 
the Charge of Houfhold-ftuffs, and all other Ne- 
ceflaries, may ftand him in forty feven pound ten 
fhillings more ; fuppofe allo this man takes a Leafe 
of fifty Acres of Land for a Thoufand Years at the 
rate of Twelve pence an Acre annually, it amounts 
but to Two pound Ten fhillings a Year. (except 
otherwife he purchafe the Fee-fimple of the Pro- 
prietors ) which compleats the Hundred pound. 
This is the firft Money laid out, nor need he be at 
any more Charge; for in twelve Months time, he 
will have Ground-provifion enough, and in all 
probability two Crops of Jebaceo. 
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The next thing to confider of, is 

Its Improve- the Improvement of the faid Land, 
ment. which is as followeth: After your 
arrival in the Ifland of Tobago, the 

firft fix Months may be fpent to clear fifteen Acres 
of Land, and to put Provifions into the Ground ; 
to build Conveniencies to accommodate your felf 
and Family ; to adapt and fit Ground for planting 
a Nurfery of Cucao-Nuts; as alfo a Bed fowed 
with Tobacco- feeds, and be fure to keep your Nur- 
fery clear from Weeds: then, about a Month’s 
time after, you have fown yourT obacco-feed, (pro- 
vided the Seafon be good) you may then draw 
your Tobacco-Plants, and plant them about fome 
four foot diftance one from another, regularly 
and in rows, which faid Tobacco, Tobago produces, 
‘1s nothing inferiour to Spanifh Trinidado, that lies 
about feven Leagues diftance from the faid Ifland 
of Lobago, who fell their Trinidado-Tobacco at the 
rate of Two Shillings a Pound, which faid To- 
bacco the Spaniards tranfport from thence to Old 
Spain, and fell it there for confiderable advantage. 
Now among your Yobacco-Plants, you may plant 
your Cacao, and tranf{plant them, when about fix 
Months:old, into new Ground, at ten or twelve 
foot diftance, and be fure to keep them clear from 
Weeds, in which latter fix Months time, you may 
have on your cleared Ground two Crops of To- 
bacco. Now admitting you make but Eight thou- 
fand Weight of Neat Tobacco on the faid Ground, 
yet in all probability (provided your People be 
healthy) it may double the number to Sixteen 
thoufand, But if itdonot, and put the cafe your 
Tobacco fell but for an eighth part of what the 
Spaniards {ell for in Trinidado, (whichis but three 
Pence per Pound, fold here in our Ifland) yet wt 
this 
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| this Crop yield you One hundred Pound frerling, 
| whichis your Money gained the very firft Year, 


and in fix Months time all Charges being born. 
Now fuppofe at the beginning of the fecond 


| Year, the faid fixteen Acres be all cleared, and 


Provifion enough putinto the Ground, fufficient 
for double your number of hands, you may ra- 
tionally then expect four Crops in twelve Months 
time, when as formerly you made two Crops in the 
Jaft fix Months; fo that with the Hundred Pounds 
you gained laft Year , you may now purchale feven 
or eight Slaves, or Servants, which may in all 
probability treble the firft Year. But put the 
cafe, it but only double, yet at the worft, it may 
yield you (and all Charges born) Two hundred 
Pounds flerling. : 

Now we cannot otherwife conclude, (if things 
fucceed well) but the third Year will double the 
fecond by improvement,as isabove exprefled ; and 
if fo, your Crop will amount to Four hundred 
Pounds fterling, and the fourth Year double the 


third, by reafon of the Cacao that was planted 


the firft- Year on the fifteen Acres of Land, may 
produce tothe value of Thirty Pounds ferling an 
Acre, befides the encreafe of Tobacco, and clearing 
of more ground,together with your encreafe of Ser- 
vants and Slaves,and planting of more Cacao-Trees, 


which at leaft will arife to Eight hundred Pounds: 


fierling the fourth Year ; the fifth Year, in all pro- 
bability, doubles the fourth Year; the fixth Year 
you may very well clear Six thoufand Pounds ffer- 
ling, and all Charges born, by reafon the Cacao, 
planted the firft Year, is now come to perfection, 
and at its full height of bearing ; which in this 
Latitude may yield One hundred Pounds frerling an 
Acre, viz. the firft fifteen Acres which were planted 

the 
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the firft Year; and thefecond years Plants, planted — 
the fecond Year, will yield you Sixty Pounds ffer- 
ling, and the third years Plants, as by the fame 
Calculation, may yield you Thirty Pounds sterling 
an Acre: So that by purchafing the more Servants 
and Slaves, you may, if you pleafe, decline fo much 
planting of Zobacco, as formerly you did. 

The feventh Year you will have all your Land 
planted with Cacao, and that increafing, you need 
not plant above ten or fiften Acres of Fobseco this 
Year amongit your Cacao; but you may plant Pro- 
vifions amongft them, for fupport and maintenance 
of your felf and Family. So that from that In- 
create of your feventh Year’s Crop, you may hope 
and expect, by a modeft computation, to clear 
from the faid fifty Acres of Land,at leaft Five thou- 
fand Pounds ferling a Year. 

And now we come to the Rea- 

The Reafons for fons for this great Improvement ; 

Improvement. Youmuft confider, that the Spa- 
niards in Trinidado, &e. give as 
mong themfelves One hundred Pounds Sterling, for 

a Negro-Slave, and yet the faid Slave will not ftand 
his Maiter in one fingle Penny at the Year’s end for 
his purchafe; and all the labour and fervice the 
Spaniard imploys him in the Year about, is only 
in Cacao and Spanifh-Tobacco, in this our Lati- 
tude. 

Now pray confider, that we can have Negro- 
flaves brought and delivered tous at Fifteen Pounds 
fierling a head, by reafon we have an open Trade, 
and the Spaniards allows not of a free Trade. 
Where note, the Spaniard pays SiX-pence or more 
for every thing he wants, when we have the fame 
fora fingle Penny. That?s one Reafon. 
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nga (C241). 
The fecond Reafon is, The Spaniard cannot have 
any Tunnage for Goods from Old Spin to the 
We5st- Indies, and home again, for lefs than Forty 
or Fifty Pounds /ferling per Tun; betides, the Du- 
tiesrun very high: And we can have Freight for 
Five or Six Pounds per Tun, and no Duties from 
us.to a free Port. When therefore, to confider 
and compute the Charge oncither fide, we profit 
by what we traniport fix to one; which makes 
the Spamard generally fo poor in the Indies, and 
we generally to flourifh {o much the more. | 
The third Reafon is, That in a Ship of Three 
hundred Tun, the Spimiards have feldom lefs than 
two hundred Men. belonging to her.and the Wages 
each Man comes to at leaft Fifty Shillings ferling 
per Month, which, inthe whole, amounts to Five 
hundred Pounds a Month, barely fot Wages 3 
then you are to confider the Monthly Provifions, to 
accommodate thefe Men, cannot come to lefs than 
One hundred and fifty Pounds fferling ; and Ten 
Months,at Six hundred and fifty Pounds per Month, 
amounts to Six thoufand and five hundred Pounds 
fiirling for Ten Months. Moreover, this Ship of 
Three hundred Tun, feldom carries lefs than Forty 
Pieces of Ordnance, which withtheir Provifions,@c? 
by modeft computation, takes upnolefs room than 
One hundred and fifty Tun; fo that the Ship, in 
all probability, cannot bring home more than One 
hufidted and fifty Tun of Merchants Goods: and 
the Freight of thefe Goods comes to Forty Pounds 
feerling a Tun, to pay Ware and Tare of the Ship 
and Mens Wages; fo that for the Ship’s Wate dnd 
Tare, it comes barely but to One hundred atid fifty 
Pounds /erding clear. 7 
_ Now admit an Ezglifh Ship of Three hundred 
Tun; Be bound for Famer; and fuppofe the 
Freight 
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Freight of this Ship be at Six Pounds fterling per 


‘Lun, this Ship fhall make her Voyage better in 
Eight Months time than the Spaniard fhall in Ten 
Months; now the Freight of the Englj{h Ship 
comes to One thoufand eight hundred Pounds ffer- 
ling, and the Wages and Victuals of the faid Ship, 
at Sixty Pounds per Month, comes to Four hundred 
and eighty Pounds flerling ; fo that you fee the Ship 
clears, for her Ware and Tare, the fum of One 
thoufand three hundred and twenty Pounds fferling. 
ee here therefore the great difference. 

The fourth aad lait reafon is this; The King of 
Spain contracts with a body of Merchants, to fur- 
nifh the Weét-Indies with Four thoufand Negroes 
every Year, and the Nzgrilloes, or Merchants, there 
engage to pay the King one hundred Pieces of Eight 
Cuftom for each Negro-flave brought unto them ; 
which comes to Four hundred thaufand Pieces of 
Eight by the Year, which is paid to the fatd King ; 
the King therefore prohibits all Merchants and 
others, for bringing Negroes to the West- Indies ; 


and each Piece of Eight 1s valued at Five Shillings

4 V7 Hereas his late Majefty, Charles the Second, 
VV King of Great Britain; hath given and 
granted unto Fames, Duke of Courland, his Heirs 
and Succeflours, the faid Ifland of Tobago, on 
condition that none fhall inhabit the faid Ifland, 
fave only the Subjects of the King of England, 
‘and the Duke of Ceurland, their Heirs and Suc- 
ceflours, on the faid condition, I have contracted 
with the faid Duke, that my felf and Coripany 
fettle One hundred and twenty thoufand Acres of 
Land in the. faid Ifland, and to have feveral great 
and large Priviledges, fome of which are here in- 
ferted, viz. 


Imprimis, That one hundred and twenty thou- 
fand Acres of Land; in the faid Ifland of Tobugo, is 
given and granted to my felf and Company,and our 
Heirs for ever, and feven Years tobe free fromthe 
payment of any Rent, and after the expiration of 
feven Years; each for himielf is to pay Two-pence 
per Acre every Year, to the Duke, his lawful Heirs 
and Succeflours. ; 


§ 4 Second- 
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Secondly, That my felf and Company, and all 
the Inhabitants, fhall enjoy Liberty of Confcience, — 
without interruption , Roman-Catholicks only €x- 
cepted. 

Thirdly, That my felf and Company, @e. are 
to be governed by a Governour, Deputy-Gover- 
nour, and Aflembly, to be yearly chofen by the 
majority of Frecholders Votes, of the People in 
the Ifland, to make good and wholfem Laws for 
the good Government and Defence of the faid 
Ifland; and all Controverties in the Premifes to be — 
decided by,the majority of Woices. 


Note, Thefe are but Breviates and part of the 
Heads of the Grant from the Duke of Courland, ' 
and ratified to my felf and Company, whereby 
we hold and-enjoy our Land; for that end I do 
refer all People to the Grant, as more at large, as 
alfo them that have been on the skirt or body of 
the faid Ifland, to confirm the truth of what 
‘is before fpoken of the Products of the faid 
Iiland. 
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Propofals for further Encon- 
ragement. 


Fir, Hofe that are defirous to concern 

 themfelves in the faid Ifland, fhall 
and may have as much Land as they themfelves 
pleafe, either by Leafe or Purchafe, only they are 
to put upon every Fifteen Acres of Land, one 
White Man, and {0 in proportion to the TeiL 
and this tobe done in three Years time. 

Secondly, AllPerfons that are defirous to tran- 
{port themfelves to the faid Ifland, in the quality 
of Servants, fhall have’ better Encouragement 
from my felf and Company than has been yet pro- 
pounded by any of his Majefties Subjects in any 
Settlement in the American Plantations, 

Thirdly, And, fora further encouragement, -all 
thofe Perfons and Planters thar’ are any way con- 
cerned in the Premifes, fhall have Credit given 
unto them from Crop to Crop, as the Factory is 
ftored, for what they hall fland in need of ; for 
which the faid Company will ereéta Banko Fa- 
ctory of Creditin the faid I{land, the Debior al- 
lowing only twoand a half per Cent, 

Fourthly, All Merchants and Others, that fhall 
import any Negroes, or other Merchandize, into 
the faid Ifland, fhall have their Goods and Debts 
infured, and difpofed of for two and.a half per 
Cent. with Factoraze,Storage, Wha tage, Gc. and 
exported again for two and 2 half per Cent. more. 
5 3 And 
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And all Tradefmen and others, that contract 
any Debts againft themfelves, fhall have Credit. 
given them out of the Bank or Factory, from 
Cropto Crop, for two and a half per Cent. And 
the Proprietors to engage their whole Intereft 
for the true performance of the forefaid Pre- 
mifes. 

Fifthly, All Merchants and others, that have 
Goods fit to accommodate the faid Ifland, and 
have not ready Money to purchafe Land, -nor to 
pay for their own or fervants Paflage, fuch may 
Barter with Goods in lieu of Money: Always 
this implies only fuch Perfons as Contract with the 
Proprietors, or fome of them, bef$re the, firft 
Shipping departs out of the’ River of Thames, 
to Ship off, as above, their proportion of Goods 
or People, as is already {ufficiently above ex- 
prefled. ,

Thefe two Obfervations being made, divide the Cir- 
cle between E and F, into two equal parts, which will be 
at G; fo a line drawn from G through O (as the line 
GOH) hall be a true Meridian line; upon which the 
Hour line of XII of your Dial muft be placed, and the 
Dial fo fixed, (truly Horizontal) fhall conftantly give you 
the true Hour.
